ALDERMAN BLAKE ANSWERED 


To the Editor of the Graphic: 

In your issue of November 25 ap- 
peared a letter over the signature of 
Mr. Percy M. Blake in reference to my- 
self and in simple justice it seems to 
call for a reply. 

While I believe the gross misrep- 
resentation of facts contained in Mr. 
Blake’s letter will in no way influ- 
ence the voters of Ward 2, yet I must 
say that if being the founder of a 
business and its active head since its 
start over 19 years ago and having 
this business today a going, dividend- 
paying concern, whose devices are in 
use in countries all over the world, 
does not indicate that I am a success- 
ful business man, then Mr. Blake’s 
idea of what constitutes one is differ- 
ent from the popular conception. The 
Collins Switch & Signal Company en- 
tered into a contract with a plant in 
West Newton in 1913 to manufacture 
its devices and this contract is still 
in force and labor is furnished em- 
ployment continuously in the manu- 
facturing of its devices. 

Mr. Blake’s collector of “informa- 
tion” has cunningly juggled certain 
figures in reference to my other new- 
ly formed company, the Collins De- 
velopment Company, in his effort to 
distort the facts. He mention* $300 
in such a way as to try to indicate 
that that was the working capital of 
the company and that $37.12 was rep- 
resentative of the company’s cash on 
hand. The facts are that while $60,- 
000.00 of stock was issued to me for 
patents, that $40,000.00 of stock was 
placed in the treasury and every cent 
of it was subscribed for by a few fi- 
nancially responsible men for cash 
and at par and this action of these 
men who know me intimately speaks 
much louder of my standing as a suc- 
cessful business man than does the 
hagty opinion of Mr. Blake who has 
never met me. If the voters of Ward 
2 are interested in so petty a matter 
as the cash balance of this company. 
I can say that just once, have I varied 
from my usual rule of keeping cash on 
hand of four figures. This was for a 
few days only and it is this short per- 
iod that Mr. Blake’s informer picks 
out. What is more important however 
is that every cent has been gotten hon- 
estly and every bill is paid promptly 
in 30 days. 

It has been my ambition to conduct 
a clean, wholesome, man like cam- 
paign. I have so conducted it and 1 
shall continue to so conduct it. In 
charity to Mr. Blake I shall assume 
he wrote his letter on an improper 
presentation of the case to him. It is 
also impossible for me to believe*that 
a man of the standing of my opponent 
could have approved of going into my 
intimate personal affairs in the public 
press. When Mr. Blake concluded to do 
this discourteous thing, could he not at 
least have gotten his information from 
accurate sources and presented it in a 
fair manner?

Dalhousie Lodge of Masons held an 
interesting meeting on AVednesday 
night when it had as a candidate for 
membership, a grandson of the first 
master of the lodge. The chairs were 
filled by past masters of the lodge 
and it was a memorable occasion. 


Miss Eva M. A. Haynes, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. William H. Haynes of 
Maple street. Newton, was married on 
Thanksgiving Day to Mr. Walter J. 
Colby of Bristol. R. I. The ceremony 
was performed by the Rev. Newton A. 
Merritt. Jr., of the Immanuel Baptist 
Church. 

The bridesmaid was Miss Thelma 
Cunningham of Newtonville. and the 
best man, Mr. Arthur Haynes, brother 
of the bride. 

The bride wore a gown of white 
chartreuse embroidered with beads, 
and a veil of white tulle caught with 
orange blossoms. The bridesmaid’s 
gown was of pink taffeta embroidered 
with silver. 

A reception at the home of the bride 
followed the ceremony, the bride’s 
sister. Mrs. Ernest Brown of Newton- 
ville. played the wedding march. 

The groom is a graduate _of the 
Physical Training School of Indian- 
apolis and is Director of the Bristol 
Y. M. C. A. 

On their return from their wedding 
trip.

Newton, In common with other sub- 
urbs of Boston, was hard hit by the 
storm of sleet and ice which began on 
Sunday and continued until Tuesday 
night. 

The full effect of the storm was not 
realized until late Monday afternoon 
and continued through that night and 
all day Tuesday. The trees suffered 
the most, the ice encasing the trunks 
and larger limbs while every twig was 
an icicle of an inch or more in diame- 
ter. The weight of the ice broke down 
limbs and branches and even large 
trees were overcome. The electric 
light and telephone poles were not 
strong enough to carry the weight of 
the ice on the wires and were also 
burdened with the falling trees and 
branches. Many streets were made im- 
passable by the fallen poles and trees 
and remained so until Wednesday. On 
account of the many broken wires, the 
electric power was shut off on Mon- 
day and the city was in darkness, save 
for its gas lights on Monday and 
Tuesday nights. 

The absence of the street lights, the 
unusual appearance of the trees, 
shrouded in garments of ice, the fre- 
quent crash of falling branches and 
trees, the streets littered with sprawl- 
ing limbs, through which one had to 
pick a way. and the imminent danger 
of being struck by falling timber, made 
a wierd experience, never to be for- 
gotten. for all who had to be out on 
Monday or Tuesday nights. 

Thousands of trees in the city were 
absolutely ruined and thousands more 
are so mutilated and torn that years 
will be required to restore their nat- 
ural beauty. The damage to poles and 
wires, while expensive, can be re- 
paired. but it is impossible to replace 
the many handsome trees which have 
adorned our streets and homes for 
many years. Some idea of the extent 
of the destruction can be gathered 
from the fact that Newton has over 
32.000 trees on its streets or near 
enough to shade them. 

Half the fire alarm telegraph sys- 
tem was put out of commission and 
the department had to depend upon 
the telephone for notices of the few 
fires which occurred. 

Telephone service at a distance from 
the various exchanges was very much 
affected. Street railway service along 
the main streets was fairly well main- 
tained. but the cross country lines ran 
only at irregular intervals. The steam 
trains ran practically on time, al- 
though the signal systems were out of 
commission and had to be replaced by 
men. The absence of light made the 
railroad stations and platforms rather 
gloomy places at night, the only il- 
lumination coming from lanterns and 
candles. 

Only those stores and residences 
which were supplied with gas were 
able to present a cheerful appearance, 
candles, lamps, and lanterns being 
requisitioned in places which depend- 


ed wholly on electricity. Many social! 
events and meetings had to be post- 
poned on account of the lack of light- 
ing facilities and for some hours our 
people returned to something like the 
primitive customs of our forefathers. 

Street Commissioner Stuart had 
every available man at work clearing 
the streets of obstructions and debris, 
while the Edison and Telephone com- 
panies were equally busy. The city’s- 
pay roll alone run to nearly $l.f>n0 a 
day", and there was a special meeting 
of the city government on Wednesday* 
evening to authorize additional fund* 
for the continuation of the work. 

Schools were closed on Monday and 
Tuesday on account of the dangerous 
condition of travel as well as for the 
lack of light. 

The rays of the sun on Wednes- 
day morning on the ice-coated trees 
and shrubs made a wonderful and 
most beautiful sight. The sun made 
rapid work of the ice, however, most 
of it being gone by noon time. 

On Tuesday afternoon, residents of 
West Newton and Auburndale were 
startled by a crash and a roar when 
the entire line of telegraph poles be- 
tween the Washington street railroad 
bridge at West Newton and the Au- 
burndale station, fell to the ground 
carrying a huge mass of wires. Rail- 
road traffic on the two north tracks 
was discontinued until the debris 
could be cleared away. Fully 50 poles 
were in the wreck. 

As the wires that pass over the 
Rowe street bridge fell, they came in 
contact with the Middlesex and Bos- 
ton car wires, immediately charging 
the other lines. Officer Maurice Kiley. 
who was near the Auburndale station 
when the wires came down, noted 
that they had crossed the live wires 
and he stood guard on the bridge 
until an emergency crew* of railroad 
men reached the scene. The officer 
warned all people away from the 
bridge until the wires had been cut 
at Rowe street. 

All in all it was a storm which will 
linger in the memory, like that of 1898 
when the steamer Portland was lost 

at sea.

EDWARD G. LOWRY 

A Writer of Recognized Authority 
on National Government’s 
Business Methods. 

No Washington correspondent Is bet- 
ter known or more highly esteemed 
than Edward G. Lowry. That In It- 
self means thnt he has broad and deep 
knowledge of natlonnl and world af- 
fairs; that he Is skillful In getting the 
news and tactful In writing It, and 
thnt he hns the confidence of the pub- 
lic men with whom he comes In con- 
tact. But Mr. Lowry has more than 
that. He hns the renlly patriotic feel- 
ing thnt the Intimate knowledge of the 
nation’s affairs, which he acquires 
through his work In Washington, 
should be Imparted to the people of 
the country who have not his privileges, 
In such a way that they will he led to 
take thnt personal Interest in the doings 
of the government, which alone will 
result In good government. He wants 
the people to realize that It is their 
government, answerable to them only, 
and that they only are responsible 
for its good qualities and its had qual- 
ities. It Is this feeling thnt hns in- 
spired much of Mr. Lowry’s best work. 

Born in Atlanta in 187G, Mr. Lowry 
was educated in private schools, the 
Georgia Military Institute and by priv- 
ate tutors, and began his journalistic 
career at the age of twenty-four. In 
1904 he was sent to Washington and 
has been there nlmost continuously 
ever since. He hns been the political 
correspondent of Harper’s Weekly, has 
written many articles for the periodi- 
cal press and since 1913 has been the 
Washington correspondent of the New 
York Evening Post, and for a consid- 
erable time the managing editor of 
thnt pnper. When Germany stnrted 
the World war the government natur- 
ally found Important work for Mr. 
Lowry. For two years he was at- 
tached to the American embassy In 
London, and then he returned to be- 
come a captain in the aviation section 
of the signal corns. Then he was as-

The largest pre- 
cinct is Ward 7 with 2,023 names, Au- 
bumdale being u close secoud with 
1,955 names.

sistnnt mllitnry attache at London and 
on the British front in Flanders, and 
was with the American Army of Oc- 
cupation in Germany. For his valu- 
able work he was awarded the Brit- 
ish Military Cross. Recently he wrote 
“Washington Close-Ups,” a series of 
character sketches <»f eminent figures 
in the natlonnl capital, which the 
country is reading with vnst enjoyment. 

For two years Mr. Lowry has been 
making a close study of the business 
of the government. lie Is given credit 
in congress for bis aid in passing *the 
budget bill and in bringing about the 
naming of the joint committee of the 
house and senate to investigate and 
report upon the administration and or- 
ganization of the government executive 
departments. He now wants the peo- 
ple of the United States to know the 
details of the United States govern- 
ment, which is their business. He be- 
lieves the knowledge of these details 
will make of them better Americans 
and give them a better government. 

No man not Imbued with Mr. Low- 
ry’s high ideal could have carried, out 
this study of the government business 
so exhaustively and painstakingly ns 
has he. Probably he now knows more 
about It than any other man In the 
world. With extraordinary persever- 
ance and dogged persistence he went 
after hidden facts and multifarious de- 
tails— and got them. Nothing was too 
big for his comprehension or too small 
for his attention. At one time he went 
to a member of the cabinet with the 
statement that the government hadron 
its payrolls, exclusive of the officers 
and men of the army and navy, one 
employee for each 08 people of the 
United States ten years of age and 
over engaged In gainful occupations. 
It took that cabinet officer, with the 
assistants he bad at his command, u 
considerable time, and considerable ef- 
fort to verify Mr. Lowry’s statement, 
but he found It to he true. 

As the result of Ids careful studies 
Mr. Lowry has written u series of ar- 
ticles on the business of government 
Income and expense ; where the money 
comes from, and how and for what it 
is spent; whether the organization of 
the business side of government is etfi- 
elent or Inefficient; whether the gov- 
ernment wastes the money we give it. 
The series Is not in any sense politi- 
cal. It is not an attack, not a muck- 
raking expedition. It recites facts, 
conceded, acknowledged facts. These 
facta come front the men in the #ov- 
eminent— from the government Itself 
—and they are all fucts that every 
American eltisen is entitled to know 
and should know. 

The series of articles on this subject 
of “Where Your Taxes Go” will be 
carried in these columns. They should 
be read by every American who is lit 
t crested in He' welfare of the uitHon 


The December, 1921, issue of the 
World’s Work constalns an article by 
Lindsay Rogers on "Books on Disarm- 
ament. and Pacific Problems.” He gives 
this Information as suggestions to 
readers who wish to obtain a full his- 
torical and technical background of 
the subjects discussed at the Wash- 
ington Conference. Of the books 
which he mentions, the Newton Free 
Library has many. 

Mr. Rogers states "Thus. Mr. F. S. 
Oliver’s ‘Ordeal by Battle’ fF079-048) 
called by Mr. Roosevelt the best 
hook produced by the war — argued for 
conscription and asserted the criminal 
negligence of the English Liberal 
Party leaders in having an army to- 
tally Inadequate to uphold their con- 
tinental policy. Admiral Mahan, 
America’s most distinguished naval 
strategist, complained in a volume of 
essays published in 1912 — ‘Armaments 
and Arbitration: The Place of Force 
In the International Relations of 
States’ f JQ-M27 ) — that "the naval pol- 
icy of the country as regards the 
power of the fleet will not be properly 
ordered until an arrangement is made 
by which the foreign relations and 
naval factors are co-ordinated in some 
procedure in which both are consid- 
ered; not only separately, but in con- 
nection one with the other.” On the 
pacifist side, to mention only one 
example, Mr. Norman Angell has de- 
voted a hook to “The Dangers of Half- 
Preparednesr." (JQ-A58e) 

“There is a very extensive literature 
dealing with the limitation of arma- 
ments. In 1817 the United States and 
Great Britain agreed not to fortify 
the Canadian frontier. The considera- 
tion and personalities concerned in 
this agreement are well described by 
former Secretary of State John W. 
Foster, in “A Century of American 
Diplomacy," (JZ83-F81c). The other 
successful attempt was the treaty of 
1902-1903 between Argentina and Chile 
relating to naval armaments. “The 
Christ of the Andes” was erected to 
commemorate the signing of this 
treaty. Both agreements were pos- 
sible because permitted by the policies 
of the countries concerned." 

"Assuming the foreign policy of the 
United States to demand the retention 
and defense of the Philippines and the 
maintenance of the open door in China, 
what armament will he required? 
For such matters Americans must go 
to a recently published book by 
English naval critic, Hector C. By- 
water. "Sea Power in the Pacific: A 
Study of the American-Japanese Naval 
Problem." (UN-B99) The volume, as 
its title indicates, deals with the naval 
resources of the two powers." and the 
strategical problems likely to arise in 
the unhappy event of an armed con- 
flict for the mastery of the Pacific." 

"On the question of Japan’s indus- 
trial resources, her dependence on. yet 
great strength, from China's iron and 
coal; on the export of capital, the open 
door, and economic factors in general. 
Mr. Bywater has very little to say. 
These matters have been dealt with by 
many serious writers, and unfortunate- 
ly, by many propagandists. The whole 
question of economic factors in inter- 
national relations has been brilliantly 
treated by an American and by an 
Englishman, in works of lasting im- 
portance: Walter Lippmann. "The 
Stakes of Diplomacy" (JZ-L66) and 
H. X. Brailsford. "The War of Steel 
and Gold." (JQ-B73) Neither wrote 
with particular reference to China, but 
their conclusions as to the inevitabil- 
ity of steel to protect or prevent ex- 
ploitation for gold in backward areas 
— the stakes -of diplomacy — are as ap- 
plicable to China as they were to Mor- 
occo or Persia. The formulation of the 
American attitude toward the open 
door is adequatelv outlined in Thav- 
er’s "Life of John Hay.” < EH3221-T > 
and for the story of Japan’s expansion 
in and penetration of China, several 
good hooks are available: Hornbeck's 
"Contemporary Politics in the Far 
East” < JU60-H7S ) . Putnam-Weale’s 
"The Fight for the Republic in China" 
(F66-W37) and Millard’s "Democracy 
and the Eastern Question." (F60- 
M61d) They draw up a rather im- 
pressive indictment. The other side of 
the case is very fairly stated in Kawa- 
kami’s "Japan in World Politics.” 
( JU67 K17>

EDITORIAL 

— 0 — 

The editor of the Graphic has been 
frequently asked his reasons for op- 
posing the re-election of Mr. Childs 
as mayor of this city, and it may be 
wise at this time to attempt to answer 
that question. 

In the first place, let. us make a clear 
distinction between “Ned" Childs, the 
man, and Mr. Childs, as Mayor of 
Newton, and have it understood that 
we shall confine ourselves wholly to 
his official acts as our chief executive. 
In order that our readers may better 
appreciate our view point, let us say 
in the beginning, that the editor has 
served at City Hall under fourteen 
different mayors, beginning as a young 
man under Mayor Kimball in 1885 and 
continuing until the present time. We 
therefore understand and possibly ap- 
preciate more than the average citi- 
zen. the high standard of service 
which most of those gentlemen gave to 
the city and it is not to be wondered 
at that any lessening of that standard 
causes us disappointment and regret. 

While personally a likeable and lov- 
able man even his most intimate 
friends admit that Mr. Childs lacks 
executive ability. 

During his eight years of service 
he has developed no striking qualities 
of leadership, refuses to accept any 
responsibility for his official acts and 
has utterly failed to provide or to even 
suggest plans for the future of this 
rapidly growing city. 

In one of the most important duties 
of the mayor — that of preparing and 
submitting the annual budget, — a mat- 
ter now involving around $2,500,000 
he has presented such poorly consid- 
ered measures that the aldermen have 
had to curtail his recommendations 
thousands of dollars, the cut this year 
being $165,000. This should be com- 
pared with the budgets of former 
mayors, where the changes made by 
the aldermen were few and slight. 

He has neglected his duty as an ex 
officio member of the school commit- 
tee, having attended but one meeting 
in eight years and during the three 
years of his service prior to the out- 
break of the war, failed to note the 
rapidly increasing school population 


and the crying need of more school 
buildings. 

With the exception of the police and 
street departments, he has (apparent- 
ly) left the other city officials to run 
their own affairs and it is said that 
his principal interest in the police de- 
partment has been to interfere and 
thus destroy nil discipline, and in the 
street department to allow as much 
time off and as many vacations as the 
employees desired. 

Most of these things are matters of 
record and are open to all who choose 
to investigate. 

On the other hand. Aldermnn Ro- 
gers, in the two years he has served 
in the city government, has shown a 
broad grasp of city affairs, and his ex- 
ecutive ability has been proved on sev- 
eral public occasions as well as in 
the management of his own business. 
If elected mayor of our city, he will 
endeavor to restore the high stand- 
ards of discipline and efficiency in city 
work and will rank with the best of 
our mayors of the past. 

Alderman Henry I. Harriman has 
undoubtedly pointed the way to a so- 
lution of the traffic problem of Non- 
antum square. On next Monday eve- 
ning the aldermen will give a hearing 
on Mr. Harriman's plan for a park- 
way from Centre street at Williams 
street, crossing diagonally on private 
property to the corner of Channing 
and Washington streets, and a fur- 
ther extension across the Centre place 
railroad bridge and over private prop- 
erty to the junction of Church and 
Centre streets. This plan also con- 
templates some action either by the 
town of Watertown or the Middlesex 
County Commissioners for a connec- 
tion with this parkway at Centre and 
Williams streets and the boulevard, 
now on the south side of the Charles 
River at the corner of Maple and Jef- 
ferson streets. 

Such a parkway would take the 
traffic from the Charles River boule- 
vard around Xonantum square either 
for Newtonville or Newton Centre, in 
broad, easy curves, and at the same 
time would open up some excellent 
property for business purposes. 

The relief of Xonantum square has 
been studied for years by engineers 
and by the Planning Board, and sev- 
eral schemes suggested, all of 
which would entail considerable ex- 
pense and none of which would whol- 
ly solve the problem. It is fair to say 
for the Planning Board that they have 
confined their study of the matter to 
strictly Newton property, while Mr. 
Harriman's scheme runs into the 
Town of Watertown, — a fact which 
may complicate the situation. 

Viewed in the abstract the Harri- 
man plan is undoubtedly the best yet 
suggested and, if the co-operation of 
Watertown can be secured, seems to 
be both feasible and practicable. 

It is rather funny to see how the 
members of the board of aldermen try 
to side step the Junior High School 
proposition, when everyone knows that 
in voting the money to build the new 
school building at Newtonville, they 
are giving the school committee just 
what it wanted to establish this plan. 
The one favorable aspect of the mat- 
ter as we see it, is the undoubted 
relief it will give the present congest- 
ed conditions at the High Schools. 

The storm this week, with its cur- 
tailment of electric light and power, 
makes us realize how dependent we 
have become on what were once con- 
sidered as mere luxuries.

WHY YOU’RE INTERESTED 

I wish you would take what is 
written here ns a personal report ad- 
dressed directly to you from me about 
your business. Don't think of It or 
rend It ns an article about “politics,” 
or remote public affairs nt Washing- 
ton. It Is not that nt nil. It Is wlmt 
I ask you to think it, a personnl 
business report to you relating to your 
Individual concerns, your pocketbook 
and your welfare. I have no other 
Interest than to tell you the exact 
truth. 

Assume that you hnve sent me to 
Washington to find out for you what 
your agents are doing, how they are 
managing your affairs and spending 
your money. I call them your agents 
for that Is all they are — the President, 
the members of the cabinet, the 
senators and all the members of the 
house of representatives. You hire 
them, you pay them, and you can fire 
them. 

You may think of them In deference 
and awe as a group of eminent states- 
men, or you may coll them In flippancy 
and too hasty contempt “a lot of 
politicians.” But whatever you call 
them, they are your hired men. They 
attend to your collective business, 
which is called the public business. 

Query: Are they doing It efficiently 
and with a single-minded devotion to 
your interests? 

Perhaps the largest Item In the high 
cost of living is the high cost of 
government. And far and away the 
largest Item In the high cost of govern- 
ment Is the high cost of armament; 
preparation for war. About 90 per 
cent of all government revenues, and 
that means the money taken from you 
ns taxes, goes to pay for wars, past, 
present and future. 

Before I have concluded this series 
of articles I expect to show you con- 
clusively that the Impelling motive 
that Induced President Harding to call 
the present conference In Washington 
to consider limitation of armaments 
was financial. The pressing need of 
considering a proposal for a reduc- 
tion or limitation by agreement of war 
expenditure was not made entirely on 
the ground of morality or righteous- 
ness, but ns a plan for cutting down 
the operating expenses of the govern- 
ment. 

If the United States government 
were an individual we would say that 
It was broke, for Its expenses exceed 
Its Income. 

Your interest is simply this: that 
whatever decision Is made you will 
hnve to pay the bill. If today we 
didn’t have these army and navy ex- 
penses you would hnve to pay In taxes 
lefts than $1,000,090,000 n year Instead 
of $5,000,000,000. That means we 
would have about $4,000,000,000 more 
a year to spend on our private needs 
and pleasures. I frankly confess that 
I would enjoy having four-fifths of my 
taxes knocked off. Wouldn’t you? 

Secretary Weeks of the War de- 
partment gave public warning a little 
while ago that the government would 
require of us about $17,000,000 In 
the next thirty months to meet cur- 
rent expenses and other obligations. 
Persons who have given close study to 
that possibility say that the need will 
he nenrer $20,000,000, than $17,000,- 
000. The great bulk of that is for 
past and prospective war expenditures. 

For this, you and congress and the 
Executive departments at Washington 
are responsible. You more than any- 
body else, for it is your money that Is 
being spent and you can stop it. In Its 
simplest terms the procedure is this: 
You earn the money, congress takes It 
away from you in the form of taxes, 
and then congress and the Executive 
departments spend it. 

A great part of it Is wasted. This Is 
established, conceded, confessed, and 
acknowledged by congress, which 
authorizes the expenditures, and by 
the executive officers of the govern- 
ment, who do the actual spending. It 
Is your money that you have earned 
in your business, on your farm, or by 
the labor of your hnnds, that is being 
expended and wasted at Washington. 

Every cent that Is extravagantly or 
needlessly expended by the govern* 
nient you could buve in your pocket to 
meet the Increased cost of food, lodg- 
ing and clothing, doctors' bills and 
amusements, or to put away and save 
against a rainy day. If you only de- 
manded determinedly nnd unitedly 
I that governmental extravagance should 
cease. 

I can tell you some of the conditions 
of governmental spending und how 
your money Is chucked about, and I 
can tell you how you can stop It. The 
power Is yours, und until you exer- 
else It waste und extravagance will 
not stop.

A Y. >V. r. A. FOR NEWTON 


Last spring Miss Spearc brought 
before the Woman’s Association of 
Eliot Church the urgent need In New- 
ton of a Y. W. C. A. A committee, 
with Mrs. Arthur Kendrick ns chair- 
man. was appointed to investigate 
and became thoroughly convinced 
that there was undoubtedly u genuine 
need. The various societies of New- 
ton. Including the churches, the Com- 
munity Club, the Social Science Club, 
the Newton Circle, the Stearns School 
Center, and the Newton Welfare Bu- 
reau. were Invited to send delegates 
to discuss the matter. The subject 
appealed. Conferences were contin- 
ued. At the beginning of the summer 
a provisional committee of seven was 
chosen to carry further the investi- 
gation as to the need and to formu- 
late plans ns to how the undertaking 
should he launched.

Miss Woodman, secretary; Mrs. New- 
ton A. Merritt, Jr.. Miss Edith Jamie- 
son. Miss Mabel Riley, Mrs. Arthur 
E. Holt, Miss Gertrude McCollum, 
Mrs. Louis D. Gibbs, Mrs. Leslie R. 
Moore. 

The committee, after considering 
the subject from all sides, voted to 
start a Y. W. C. A. in Newton. Mr. 
Charles Haskell consented to take the 
chairmanship of the finance commit- 
tee, which consists of Mr. William T. 
Rich and the committee already 
named. Two rooms have been secur- 
ed. where the Y. M. C. A. began its 
existence, and a young woman of 
much charm found to commence the 
club work among the girls. Mrs. 
Schuyler, the travelling secretary of 
the national society is expected to be 
in Newton soon to complete the or- 
ganization of our local Y. W. C. A. 

The one need now is funds. Thirty- 
five hundred dollars is wanted to 
cover the expenses of the first year’s 
work. It is hoped that there will be 
many who will be glad to give the un- 
dertaking substantial financial sup-

New and at- 
tractive display cards, referring all 
solicitors to the Chamber of Com- 
merce, have been printed and will 
he distributed to members in the im- 
mediate future. It is felt that only the 
co-operation of business men them- 
selves is now necessary to make the 
plan a success and that it will be 
functioning effectively within a week. 

The committee appointed by Presi- 
dent John T. Burns, Includes Frank 
H. Franklin and William r*I. Cahill cn 
Newton, George A. Schade of Newton- 
vllle, C. C. Prescott of West Newton, 
B. W. Riley of Auburndale, W. H. 
Brayton of Waban, Thomas J. Sullivan 
of .Newton Lower Falls, I. F. Frost of 
Newton Centre, and George G. Sher- 
man of Newton Highlands. Matters 
submitted to the secretary, will, 
after Investigation, be referred to 
this Committee. The Committee 
and not the Secretary will deter- 
mine in each instance whether propo- 
sitions should be endorsed and sup- 
ported by the Chamber or whether 
they are projects offering no benefit 
to members or the community, and 
thus not entitled to endorsement and 
support. • 

The hoard of directors of the Cham- 
ber will meet, next Monday evening, 
December 5, in the Newton Free Li- 
brary building, to consider and tran- 
sact various matters of special and 
routine business. There will be sev- 
eral applications for membership to be 
submitted for the approval of the 
board. At the meeting of the Cham- 
ber on November 15, several members 
promised to secure three new mem- 
bers each. Some results have already 
been secured, while others have 
promised to report before the next 
meeting of the board. 

The December meeting of the Cham- 
ber, for all members, will be held at 
the Newton Club on Friday evening, 
December 16.

Every effort is being put forth to ar- 
range an unusually interesting pro- 
gram and to make the meeting one 
that will contribute still further to 
the enthusiasm of the many members 
who are actively co-operating in the 
efforts to develop an enlarged and 
more useful chamber.

THE SALVAGE SERVICE 

The Salvage Service, which has been 
Inaugurated in various Women’s Clubs 
In recent years, Is usually recognized 
as a manifestation of our old friend 
Thrift, hut except where It has become 
firmly established and had time to 
educate its community, there is little 
knowledge of Its operation or appre- 
ciation of its possibilities for useful- 
ness. 

Now the Salvage Service Is estab- 
lished as nn opportunity. It furnishes 
a means of exchange. There is hardly 
a family that has not some articles put 
away which they have felt It the part 
of thrift to save— they might use them 
some day. and new ones are expen- 
sive. But how often the time falls to 
arrive, though much space is filled and 
energy is used In keeping dust, rust 
or moths away, while time itself is 
enemy enough to destroy many fab- 
rics. Wouldn’t you welcome the op- 
portunity to sell such things to some 
one who would be glad to get them at 
a reasonable price, knowing that if you 
ever needed more, the same source of 
supply would be open to you? Per- 
haps you are moving to a smaller 
house, an apartment or rooms, or the 
children have grown up and gone 
away; do you need all those spare fur- 
nishings? 

How about the sleds, the mov- 
ing picture machine or the doll car- 
riage that would gladden some child’s 
heart? If you have been waiting to 
replace your stove with an electric 
range, that bookcase with a larger one, 
or that dress which never was becom- 
ing. why not do it now? Few of us 
were sent to Washington to study the 
problem of unemployment, but every 
one of us who buys now is adding a 
hit to its solution, while through the 
Salvage Service you may be able to 
make the old help purchase the new. 

On the other hand, by adopting the 
motto, “Try the Salvage first.” you 
may be able to buy what you want at 
a saving. The Salvage Service doesn t 
or shouldn’t deal with “down and out” 
articles, but with those that may be 
unneeded in one place but that are 
still in good serviceable condition, and 
often almost, and sometimes quite as 
good as new. Couldn’t Dicky be happy 
in a brass cage that Fluff had used 
during his short existence? Would 
the ashes he any dustier if sifted by 
a sifter that had been used occasion- 
ally for eight months? Wouldn’t many 
many of you be able to enjoy a cont 
of fine material that had been care- 
fully worn for a season, that is, of 
course, certainly if no one knows it! 
If you do feel that way, you may be 
sure that the Salvage Service does not 
divulge its secrets. Its relations are 
confidential. 

This work of placing articles where 
they will he used is the function of 
the service. It will buy for you. or 
it will sell for you. It makes no 
charge for buying; in selling, a per- 
centage of the selling price is retained 
as commission, to go to some stipu- 
lated cause, as some form of welfare 
work, or in one of our Newtons, to- 
ward ;« building fund for a Commun- 
ity Hall. To be successful such an 
undertaking must have the patronage 
of all classes of the community, and 
it shouhl at some time be well able to 
serve all. As the director of the “Ben- 
efit Shop” in a- near-by town, a woman 
of means and refinement, said to me. 
“We have nice things, nice things that 
we ourselves buy.” That is the field 
of the Salvage Service among our- 
selves; not to supplant the junk man 
or the rummage sale, but to keep in 
circulation things that are well worth 
money, but for some reason are no 
longer useful to the owner. 

If your community hasn’t this ser- 
vice, you ma>* find one near at hand 
to patronize or you may start it. If 
you start it, prepare the field first. 
From the fertile soil of knowledge 
and general interest will come earlier 
nnd more fruit than from the ground 
enriched by faith alone. A wide pub- 
licity is a necessity for proper growth. 
If you have the service you have only 
to get the habit of using it, and if it 
is new. be patient with it. It takes 
time and much co-operation to make 
an immediate response to requests pos- 
sible but you can bring this condition 
nearer. Keep in touch with your bu- 
reau. stop hoarding and when you 
buy, “Try the Salvage first." In this 
way your Salvage Service may develop 
and offer more and better opportuni- 
ties.

This fifty cents goes to the 
National Organization, so that if you 
take a $5 membership, the Chapter re- 
tains $4.50 to use in Newton, — a $10 
membership, $9.50 to use In Newton, — 

$1 membership, 50 cents to be used 
in Newton. Every member of the fam- 
ily should join. Newton does not re- 
ceive credit for subscriptions taken 
out in Boston. 

The Chapter shall need at least $15,- 
000 next year to carry on its impor- 
tant activities. Last year there were 
approximately 12,000 memberships, but 
from present indications, it looks as 
though it would fall far short of this, 
this year. Solicitors are endeavour- 
ing to call personally on every family 
in Newton, but undoubtedly many will 
not be seen for one reason or another. 
It is therefore urgently requested that 
those who are not called upon send 
their subscriptions by mail to the RED 
CROSS HEADQUARTERS, 306 Walnut 
street, Newtonville.

She stated that 
her organization has taken care of 
110,000 children, and Chat there are< 
many more which need food and 
clothing, if only the funds were avail- 
able. 

Following Mrs. Duryea, Mrs. 
George U. Crocker, of the Woman’s 
Farm and Garden Association, told of 
the work being done by the New Eng- 
land branch in helping country wo- 
men to improve their handiwork in 
order to make it marketable, through 
kindly suggestion and through open- 
ing up markets for their products. 
The association has 1,000 members in 
New England, and one feature is the 
scholarships provided to send girls 
to Amherst for courses which will 
help them to help in their respective 
communities, another Is the annual 
Christmas Market, which will be held 
in Horticultural Hall, Boston, on 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday of 
next week. 

Attorney-General J. Weston Allen, 
slipped off unbeknown to State House 
officials to make a plea for the Rep 
ertory Theatre being planned for Bos- 
ton. the first one in America, — a the- 
atre which shall present worthwhile 
plays at popular prices. He said that 
we can’t legislate morality into a peo- 
ple, but we can set standards through 
good clean plays, thus raising the 
standards by the power of education, 
one of the most potent of which, he 
considers the repertory theatre idea. 
He quoted Philip Hale as saying that 
the future of spoken drama lies in the 
repertory theatre. 

Luncheon was served in two of the 
nearby churches, while the executive 
board and chairmen of departments 
were the guests of the District Direc- 
tor, Mrs. Batchelder, at her home in 
Worcester. 

Mrs. MacDuffie, president of the 
New Hampshire Federation, was 
visiting delegate, and brought the 
greetings from her state at the open- 
ing of the afternoon session. Mrs 
Charles B. Hall gave an interesting 
account of the General Federation 
Council meeting at Salt Lake City, 
Utah. 

There were some items of import- 
ant business, which the board decid- 
ed could not be fairly acted upon 
with so small a convention, so it was 
announced that a special business 
meeting will be called in or near 
Boston within a short time, probably 
either a morning or an afternoon ses- 
sion. At this point the speaker of the 
afternoon not having appeared and 
because many of the delegates feared 
remaining for the five o’clock train, 
Mrs. Baker adjourned the meeting. 
Hardly had she done so and before 
not more than half of the audience 
had left the room, came the announce- 
ment that the speaker had arrived 
Those who felt they could remain 
were summoned back and the meeting 
called to order once more and the 
speaker. John Fargo, was presented. 

Mr. Spargo’s subject was ‘‘Recon- 
struction of the Social Order,” and 
quite the contrary from its being 
rabid demand for socialism in its 
"red” aspects, as many had antici- 
pated, the address was an earnest 
plea for building up civilization upon 
the best of the old order, as one would 
re-build the old family homestead 
preserving the best and incorporating 
it into the new order. The speaker 
called attention to the points of simil- 
arity between the conditions of today 
with those one hundred years ago 
when after the Napoleonic wars the 
distressed world was anxious for per- 
manent peace. He cited Robert Ow 
en’s attempts to bring about Eutopia, 
and declared there are always those 
who with childlike simplicity are 
groping after some ideal for a better 
world. Few of us ever outgrow our 
childhood, so in every age there are 
people who cannot be content with 
things as they are, and wish to bring 
about that change in a moment. But 
we must remember that the universe 
is controlled by immutable laws and 
that our span of life is but the tick 
of the cosmic clock. Hence we must 
work within the limitations of those 
laws and wait for the processes of 
growth and orderly development. 
First things must be first, we cannot 
get away from the eternal verities. 
There can be no progress which pre 
supposes the breaking down of the 
old order until something better 
put in its place; step by step we must 
improve what we have, retaining that 
which is good, abandoning that which 
is bad. We must preserve the nieth 
ods of production as much as possible 
with as little effort as possible, re- 
membering that we cannot be fed 
from on manna from Heaven without 
any effort whatever. 

The first thing to do is to increase 
production and to so organize it. that 
there shall be a large enough volume 
of it and a large enough leisure for 
people to enjoy it. There can be no 
government worthy which seeks the 
common good through the suppres- 
sion of the individual; it is commun- 
ism not of condition nor of the state, 
but rather u communism of opportun- 
ity and an equality of opportunity.

The disaster to the forest, orchard, 
shade, and ornamental trees, in Mas- 
sachusetts enused by the recent storm, 
has brought forcibly to the attention of 
the public the value of our trees. Like 
mnny other hlessingR we don’t appre- 
ciate them until they are gone. 

The damnge is great and widespread. 
Thousands of trees arc broken beyond 
recovery- Many thousands can be re- 
claimed by proper repair. Since the 
ice has fallen the actual dnmnge in 
many cases will be found to he less 
than first appeared. Broken limbs 
should he removed at once, hut there 
is no need for haste In the removal of 
stubs since the sap is not flowing. It is 
better to wait, in such cases until the 
work can be done properly. 

This is a Great Opportunity for the 
Untrained Tree Repair Man. Who 
Poses ns an Expert. Beware! Do 
Not Engage Anyone to Repair Your 
Trees Without First Consulting Your 
Local City Forester or Treo Warden. 

The removal of largo broken limbs 
is not any easy task, nnd 1 the inex- 
perienced person may easily do more 
damage to the tree in removing such 
limbs than the Ice has done. Here are 
some suggestions worth following: 

1. When removing large limbs be 
sure to make a cut on the underside 
of the branch about a foot from the 
trunk before cutting on top. This is 
to prevent the limb from stripping the 
bark from the trunk as it falls. The 
remaining stub can he removed later. 

2. Saw the stub off close to the 
trunk, and paint the scar. The paint- 
ing is done to protect the wood from 
the weather, insects, and fungi, not 
just for appearance sake. 

We suggest that the wounds be cov- 
ered with shellac now, followed in the 
early Spring with a coating of tar 
paint. The paint may be used now, 
but the operation should be repeated 
at least once a year if it is to be 
effective. 

3. Old trees badly broken had bet- 
ter be sacrificed and new ones plant- 
ed unless there is a sentimental or 
historic value attached to them. 
Proper tree repair is expensive and 
it frequently happens that repair men 
will spend more money on an old 
disfigured snag than it is worth. 

The value of a shade tree has been 
determined in many ways and this 
simple formula has ben derived: An 
average shade tree is worth one dol- 
lar per square inch of cross-section at 
breast height. 

For instance a tree one foot in di- 
ameter at that point (4*6 feet from 
the ground) contains in section 113 
square inches and is worth $113.00. 
This is a practical rule which is fair- 
ly accurate. 

Many people who have never done 
so before will want to repair their 
own trees. It is not possible in an 
article like this to cover even the 
most essential points in this work. 
We would advise such persons to 
write to the Division of Publications, 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C., for Farmer’s Bul- 
letin 1178 entitled “Tree Surgery." 
For persons desiring to purchase a 
book on this subject we recommend 
“Practical Tree Repair” by Peets as 
one of the heat.

STRIKING POLICEMEN ON NEWTON FORGE 

Four of Boston’s Discards Now Doing Duly in Newton. Twenty 
More Eligible for Future Appointments 


The Graphic has been to consider- 
able pains to obtain the real facts re- 
garding the rumors which have been 
in circulation the past month that men 
who deserted their posts of duty in 
the Boston police strike of 1919 bad 
been appointed as regular members 
of the Newton police department. We 
have official letters from the Boston 
Police Department and the Massachu- 
setts Civil Service Commission prov- 
ing that four men, deserting members 
of the Boston Police Department in 
September, 1919, have been duly ap- 
pointed regular members of the New- 
ton department and are now on duty 
in this city. Two of these men were 
appointed in May, 1920, within eight 
months of the strike, one was ap- 
pointed in November, 1920, and one 
more in September, 1921. 

While we have the names and 
records of these men we do not believe 
it would be advisable to use them, as 
the men are legal members of the de- 
partment and cannot be removed ex- 
cept for cause, and the publication of 
their names might interfere with the 
work for which they are being paid. 

We also find that the authority to 
allow these men to be appointed came

from the Civil Service Commission, 
which by a vote of 2 to 1, Mr. Joseph 
W. Bartlett, of this city, dissenting, al- 
lowed the Boston striking policemen 
to take the police examination for 
service in any city except Boston. The 
Commission also provided that if ob- 
jection was made by the appointing 
power to the certification of any of 
these men. there was no compulsion 
to appoint them and additional names 
would be certified in their stead. 

Under the charter of Newton, the 
appointments of all subordinates are 
made by the head of the department 
except — and we quote the exact lan- 
guage, — “all appointments in the po- 
lice and fire departments shall be ap- 
proved by the mayor.” 

In an interview with exmayor Hen- 
ry E. Bothfehl, who was chairman of 
the commission which drafted the 
present city charter, he said in com- 
menting on this point. — 

“The Commission thought that the 
safe-guarding of life and property was 
the important executive function and 
the responsibility for the proper ad- 
minstration of the Fire and Police De- 
partments should be placed in the 
Mayor. It was further thought that 
unices the Mayor was held responsible 
for appointments in these depart- 
ments, it would be very easy for the 
heads of the departments, if so in- 
clined, to make appointments in their 
departments not in the public interest. 
If such appointmnts were made under 
the existing provision the Mayor is 
responsible and it was considered that 
the citizens could thus clearly place 
the responsibility and act accord- 
ingly.’’ 

Another significant fact is that there 
are 20 more “strikers” on the eligible 
civil service list for police appoint- 
ments, and if conditions are not 
changed will undoubtedly become reg- 
ular members of the force in the near 
future. 


Former members of the Newton Con- 
stabulary who gave up their business 
and pleasures to protect the City of 
Boston from the consequences of the 
police strike have expressed them- 
selves most emphatically on the poor 
judgment shown by Mayor Childs In 
approving these appointments. It will 
he recalled that tiiere were 300 men in 
the Newton Constabulary unit, about a 
hundred in Company A of the State 
Guard and scores of individuals who 
performed police duty in the perilous 
times created by the strike, and no 
amount of misplaced sympathy for the 
“strikers” will placate these men. 


LETTER FROM CHIEF MITCHELL 


To the Editor of the Graphic: 

Statements have been made on the 
public platform during the present 
mayoralty campaign in Newton to the 
effect that I, as the Chief of the New- 
ton Police Department, withheld from 
the mayor knowledge of the fact that 
four Boston striking policemen were 
candidates for appointment to our lo- 
cal force. 

In the interest of fair play and in 
the interest of accuracy. I desire that 
the people of Newton shall have the 
facts regarding this controversy. 

As our City Charter requires that 
the mayor shall have final approval 
as to all dismissals from and addi- 
tions to the Newton Police Force. I 
specifically stated to the mayor, when 
the appointment of these four striking 
policemen came to him for confirma- 
tion. that these men were ex-members 
of the Boston force and left their posts 
at the time of the Boston strike. 

Any attempt to make it appear that 
the mayor did not receive from me 
full information concerning these men 
is not in accordance with the facts.

Mrs, Burns was the wife of 
Michael Burns, whose father was also 
a New York Loyalist, who made his 
home in Annapolis, and she lived there 
until his death at the age of eiglity-six 
years, which occurred twelve years 
ago. She then came to Massachusetts 
and for the past three years has been 
a resident of Newton. 

Mrs. Burns was a devout Methodist 
though for the past eight months she 
has not attended church. In addition 
to the son with whom she lived, she 
has another son, Edward S. Burns, of 
Scituate, who is superintendent of the 
New Riding Club in Boston. 

Mrs. Burns reached the age of one 
hundred 1 years about two months ago.

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EDITORIAL 


It seems almost Incredible in view 
of the strong feeling; in this city over 
the Boston police strike of two years 
ago. that Mayor Childs should have 
approved of the appointment of four 
of the "strikers” as members of the 
Newton Police Department. From the 
statement of ex-mayor Bothfeld which 
we print elsewhere it is evident that 
the city charter contemplated definite 
action by the mayor in police appoint- 
ments and not a mere routine O. K., 
and from Mayor Childs’ well known 
attitude towards the Police depart- 
ment. there can be no question as to 
his knowledge of affairs. In any 
event, the Mayor either faces the fact 
that he knew what he was doing when 
he approved the appointments, or the 
alternative that he neglected his duty 
under the charter to investigate the 
action of his head of department. 

These appointments, in view of the 
service given to protect Boston by the 
Newton Constabulary. Co. A of the 
State Guard and many individuals, is 
almost an insult to our people. These 
men, who gave up their business and 
their pleasures for the public good are 
now called upon to help pay the sal- 
aries of the very men who made that 
service necessary. In addition we are 
virtually told that what is not good 
enough for Boston, is plenty good 
enough for Newton and that men who 
allowed the women of Boston to be 
insulted and outraged are fit to pro- 
tect our wives and daughters. 

Another and possibly a still more 
serious matter is the presence of 20 
more of these “strikers" on the eligible 
police list, and the possibility of their 
appointment on the force in the near 
future if Mayor Childs should be re- 
elected. We feel. very sure that New- 
ton people do not want any more of 
this kind of policemen in this city. 
Not only would there be the feeling of 
insecurity that what has happened 
once may occur again, but it virtually 
means that Newton residents are to 
be barred for some years of seeking 
these positions. Mr. Rogers has defi- 
nitely promised to protect the city 
from these undesirable candidates for 
police appointment and his election 
next Tuesday means the end of this 
intolerable situation. 

— o — 

Next Tuesday the voters of Newton, 
will by their ballots determine the 
kind' of public service they expect for 
the next two years at the City Hall. 
We most earnestly hope that this de- 
cision will be made on a calm survey 
of the situation with the present and 
future good of the city at heart. To 
do this we should exclude all appeals 
to class or religious prejudice, good 
fellowship, and social standing. Both 
candidates for mayor are of the high- 
est personal character, and both are 
gentlemen in the fullest sense of that 
much abused word. Mr. Childs should 
be judged on his public record as may- 
or for eight years — not on his stand- 
ing as a man — and as we have already 
pointed out, he has been found want- 
ing in many respects as a chief execu- 
tive in charge of a business amounting 
to three millions a year. On that 
record the tax payers of Newton are 
fully justified in defeating him for re- 
election. 


While Mr. Rogers has no public 
record ns an executive, his work in 
semi public enterprises and the man- 
agement of a successful business, 
clearly show that he has the execu- 
tive ability which has long been need- 
ed in the official head of the city. We 
earnestly advise the election of Mr. 
Rogers ns mayor of Newton.

The loose talk which has been going 
about the city the past few weeks re- 
garding the "common people” is un- 
worthy of a city with the supposed in- 
telligence of Newton. 

Mayor Childs is a gradunte of Har- 
vard and the Boston University Uw 
school and is a lawyer by profession. 
Mr. Rogers did not attend college, 
began work when 18 years of age at 
the bottom of the mill and worked for 
twelve years among what are called 
"common” men. He knows labor con- 
ditions from personal experience and 
now as the head of a concern employ- 
ing 200 people, he has the hearty good 
will and respect of every employee. 

Will any fair minded person believe 
that one is only a "high brow" and 
the other is the only "friend” of the 
"common" people. 

— O— • 

The police officer who said "If the 
little mayor is beaten we fellers will 
have to toe the scratch" threw a ray 
of light on the police situation which 
is both a confession and a challenge. 
A confession that some of the police- 
men. at least, are not doing their full 
duty and are protected in that attitude 
by the mayor, and a challenge to the 
voters of the city to see to it that our 
public servants give the city a hun- 
dred cents of service for every dollar 
of salary. The members of the police 
department will “toe the scratch" if 
Mr. Rogers is elected. 

In view of the fact that the editor 
holds a small but confidential office 
under the boafid of aldermen, he has 
rarely entered into any election con- 
tests for position as members of that 
board. In the present election, how- 
ever. we became somewhat involved 
early in the fall in what were consid- 
ered at that time, as uncontested can- 
didacies, and consequently we feel in 
honor bound to publicly support a few 
of the candidates at the coming elec- 
tion on Tuesday. 

For alderman at large from ward 5 
we urge the election of former aider- 
man Thomas W. White. Mr. White 
by his previous service in the board, 
followed by five years in the General 
Court and several years very efficient 
:efice as Supervisor of Administra- 
tion for the state, has a wide knowl- 
edge of public affairs, and political 
conditions and will be a most valuable 
official of and for the city. 

For alderman at large from Ward 7 
we favor the election of Alderman 
Henry D. Lloyd who has done a large 
amount of hard work for the city dur- 
ing the past year and has laid the 
foundations for splendid public ser- 
vice in the future. The defeat of Mr. 
Lloyd would mean that our people do 
not appreciate the kind of public ser- 
vice that men of character and brains 
are giving the city. 

In the local contest for ward aider- 
man in Newtonville, while we are 
personal friends of both candidates, 
and deplore the bitterness which 
seems to have entered into that con- 
test. we feel very sure that the im- 
portance of the pending school prob- 
lems which will face the city in the 
near future, demands the election of 
Mr. Albert M. Lyon, whose eight years

ALDERMAN BLAKE MAKES REPLY 


To the Editor of the Graphic; 

I have read with interest the com- 
munications from Mr. Collins and Mr. 
Eddy in your issue of December 2. Let 
me take up very briefly the main 
points in those communications. 

Success in business does not alone 
prove fitness to participate in the 
management of a large municipal cor- 
noration like the City of Newton; the 
degree and line of success are of value 
in a pre-rating of a candidate’s fitness. 

The intent of my previous letter was 
to challenge the accuracy of the print- 
ed statement that Mr. Collins is the 
president of two companies in Newton 
with manufacturing plants at West 
Newton, and, as a "business” candi- 
date, proffers "unusual executive 
ability." 

The Deputy Tax Commissioner of 
t b e State of New York says under date 
of November 28. 1921 "Collins Switch 
& Signal Co. Inc. excused for 1913 and 

1914. No business. New York. Excused 
to date, last report filed January 4, 

1915. ” The Commissioner of Corpo- 
rations for Massachusetts says "I can 
find no record of the registration of 
the Collins Switch & Signal Co. either 
as a foreign or domestic corporation." 
It is therefore non-existent in Massa- 
chusetts through lack of authority un- 
der the law to transact any business 
in this State. 

The Chairman of the Board of As- 
sessors of the City of Newton, says: 

In re Collins Switch & Signal Com- 
pany and Collins Developfnent Co. we 
do not find either of them assessed for 
any property here on the first day of 
April. 1921." 

The Collins Development Company 
organized on June 12, 1919, set forth 
that its purposes were the manufactur- 
ing of machinery, mercantile business, 
dealing in securities, and furnishing 
of credit to other lines of business. 
The record of the issue of the capital 
stock ancl its statement of assets on 
March 10, 1921, are in accordance with 
the figures given in my previous let- 
ter. There has been no choice of dates 
or juggling of figures regarding this 
Company, the figures l presented being 
taken from Mr. Collins’ sworn state- 
ment required by the Corporation Law 
of Massachusetts and filed at the State 
House. The cash balance in this case 
is immaterial; the only balance of im- 
portance to the voters being that lying 
between the claim of fitness for the 
office of Alderman and the evidence 
offered by Mr. Collins to justify his 
candidacy. 

A clean, wholesome campaign for 
this important office requires that 
statements made by the candidate shall 
be truthful. My letter was not written 
on an improper presentation of the 
case to me, but from my conviction 
that my successor should abundantly 
prove his fitness for the important of- 
fice. In presenting himself as a can- 
didate for that office. Mr. Collins 
should know that his business record 
and his claims for fitness involved pub- 
licity of his affairs so far as the law 
allows and requires. Such being the 
case, it cannot be called a discourteous 
thing to seek this information and ap- 
praise its value as qualification for a 
public office. It is clean politics for a 
candidate to lay all his cards down 
face up; it is otherwise to attempt to 
qualify on distortion and misrepre- 
sentation.

HOW TO HEAL WOUNDS ON ICE- 
DAMAOED TREES 
STATE FORESTER ISSUES GEN- 
ERAL INSTRUCTIONS — MOST 
TREES CAN BE SAVED-WORK 
NEED NOT BE DONE UNTII 
SUMMER. 


William A. L. Bazeley, Commission 
er of Conservation anti State Forester, 
has made public a statement regard 
ing the proper treatment of trees 
damaged by the Ice storm early last 
week. It. was prepared by H. O. Cook 
chief forester, and reads as follows: 

‘The recent ice storm and the great 
damage that it caused to shade and 
forest trees has given rise to so many 
questions in regard to the proper 
treatment of them that this depart 
ment has decided to publish this leaf- 
let for the benefit of those whose trees 
have suffered. 

It is difficult to give adequate ad- 
vice in a publication of this sort, for 
each individual tree needs its own 
prescription. A doctor may give gen- 
eral rules for health, but when a pa- 
tient is sick, he needs to see the pa- 
tient in order to prescribe for him. 
All that we can do, therefore, is to 
give the general rules. 

‘In the first place, it may be stated 
as a general truth that no matter how 
badly the trees may have been mutil- 
ated they are still alive, and their root 
systems and trunks are unimpaired 
unless by chance, the tree was uproot- 
ed or broken off at the base. The 
question of what to do is largely a 
matter of condition and age of the 
tree. If it was very severely muti 
lated, or if it was an old and decrepit 
tree, the best advice may be to remove 
it entirely. 

“Nature will not restore the tree to 
Its original form and vigor, although 
she will do much to cover up the scars 
and wounds. Young trees will recu- 
perate to a greater extent than old 
ones, and are deserving of greater at- 
tention. If one will look at the trees 
on Boston Common, ne will note that 
for various reasons the old ones have 
been pruned and headed back, so that 
in their winter condition they look like 
helpless paralytics, but in the summer 
time, with foliage on, they are fairly 
respectable ones. They illustrate what 
many of the ice-damaged trees will 
look like and certainly are superior 
to no trees at all. Aside from the de- 
formity of the trees caused by the 
breaking of numerous large limbs, the 
chief injury will come from the decay 
that starts in at the wounds and 
spreads back into the remaining part 
of the branch or mam truck. 

“In ten years time this decayed cav- 
ity may be so large as to result in a 
second break in the limb. The thing to 
do to prevent such decay is to prune 
off the jagged stubs and leave a smooth 
surface which will not hold moisture. 

“Three main classes of injuries have 
resulted from the work of the ice 
storm. 

"First, branches broken off short 
midway of their length, leaving a long 
stub with a ragged end. Where such 
stubs are not more than ten feet long 
they had best be cut back to the main 
trunk. In pruning a branch at the 
trunk, one must take care to make an 
undercut first, before sawing down 
ward from above, so that when the 
branch falls, it will not make a long 
tear on the trunk of the tree. Very 
long or very heavy stubs must he 
tuken down in two or more pieces. 

“Where such broken stubs are mor 
than ten feet long, they should be 
trimmed back to some point which 
can be reached, leaving as long 
branch as possible. One of the chief 
difficulties is to be encountered on the 
elms where branches have been brok- 
en in the tops, leaving stubs quite out 
of reach. We should say that in such 
cases it will be better to leave them 
not trimmed at all rather than to cut 
them far back at some accessible point 
and leave a beheaded tree very un- 
lovely to the eye. 

“The second class of injuries results 
from those branches which have bro- 


a dressing to prevent decay and en- 
trance of moisture. The most valu- 
able treatment Is fo first paint the 
wound with creosote and then cover It 
with nn asphalt paint. Most paints 
used by roofing-construction men are 
In the latter category. As many of 
them must be heated, they are awk- 
ward to use, so that a common dark 
red paint, is a valuable substitute. It 
has antiseptic properties and is prac- 
tically waterproof. It is not so dur- 
able, however. 

'There is no necessity for doing this 
pruning work immediately. There is 
some advantage in getting it done be- 
fore the Spring growth starts, but no 
serious harm will occur if it is de- 
layed until next summer. In cities 
and towns, for instance, it is better 
that they work along gradually with a 
small, experienced crew than to put 
in a large gang of green men for the 
sake of immediate results. 

“The tools needed for pruning are a 
large one-man crosscut saw for large 
limbs, an ordinary crosscut saw for 
smaller limbs, and a pole saw for in- 
accessible small limbs. A useful tool 
is a long pole with an iron hook for 
pulling down branches. The workers 
will also need, of course, ladders, lots 
of rope (heavy and light), axes, mal- 
lets, and chisels. A safety belt such as 
window washers use is a valuable 
piece of equipment. 

'Contrary to what seems to he pre- 
vailing public opinion, this department 
has no jurisdiction over the care of 
public shade trees. In cities, such au 
thority rests with an official usually 
called city forester, and in towns with 
the tree wardens. On State highways, 
the public trees are under the juris- 
diction of the Commissioner of Public 
Works. Our legal responsibility in the 
care of trees extends only to work 
carried on to suppress the gypsy and 
brown-tail moths. In all other mat- 
ters, we can act in an advisory ert 
pacity only.”

CONSERVATION 


Allen Chamberlain, in the Tran 
script of December 3rd, gives a very 
illuminating article on the care of the 
trees which have been racked and 
broken by the recent storm. He de- 
scribes how it is well to use the saw 
and the chisel in remodelling the ap- 
parently hopeless wrecks of trees, by 
methods which will restore the sym 
metry. Mr. Chamberlain says that 
highway shade trees have an intrinsic 
as well as a sentimental value and that 
the Massachusetts Forestry Associa- 
tion has found that the “ average 
tree is worth a dollar per square inch 
of cross section at a point 4% feet 
above the ground.” Thus, a tree 
foot in diameter is worth $113.00. Most 
of the trees around Newton would 
probably he valued at this figure. 
Based on these figures a certain oak, 
which rises majestically at the head 
of Maple Avenue, would be valued at 
about $4,000, as its diameter is in the 
neighborhood of six feet. This tree 
had five or six large limbs, each one 
almost a tree in itself, torn from its 
trunk. Yet the tree remains and one 
can see how by judicious work the 
loss of these large limbs will hardly be 
noticed in a year’s time. 

To gain some knowledge as to what 
should be done in Individual cases, it 
would he well to consult those w T ho 
have made the care of trees a profes 
sion. The Forestry Association will 
he glad to advise as to reliable men in 
this field. It is emphasized that there 
is no necessity for hasty action, after 
the removal of the hanging limbs, for 
no serious harm will come if it is done 
prior to the summer. 

The storm perhaps emphasizes the 
need for a study of conservation of the 
great natural resources, which are the 
forests, the waters, the minerals, and 
the land. This week the emphasis is 
quite naturally on forests and forestry 
There are many books along these 
lines, by men well known in the pro- 
fession.

so that the healing tissue or callous 
will commence to grow over it unim- 
peded. This may mean the actual en- 
largement of the wounded surface. 

"The third class of injuries is those 
due to the splitting of large branches 
of portions of the trunk, the split por- 
tions being still attached to the trunk 
and capable of continued growth if 
put back into place. The proper treat- 
ment depends on circumstances. If the 
split limb is only a branch It had bet- 
ter be severed entirely and the wound 
dressed. If, however, it is an import- 
ant section of the tree, it can be forced 
back into place and held by holts and 
washers. Very often it may need addi- 
tional support by holts and chains at- 
tached above. In any case, It is well 
to relieve some of the weight and 
strain by pruning off minor branhes 
on the split limb. This sort of work is, 
of course, expensive, und should only 
he attempted on vuluuble trees. In no 
case, should bunds be pussed u round 
the tree.

On Thursday afternoon n group of 
twenty-four hoys in charge of Albert 
Carling, Eric Bang and F. E. Double- 
day. visited the Samoset Chocolate 
Company’s huge plant, located at 178 
Atlantic avenue. Boston. Tills firm oc- 
cupies nine floors of a ten story build- 
ing. When the boys arrived they were 
taken to the ninth floor by elevator, 
where the executive offices of the com- 
pany are located. Starting from here 
the party was divided into two sec- 
tions, one in charge of Mr. Edwin F. 
Gibbs, Vice President of the company, 
the other group in charge of Mr. A. A. 
Gruhn, Factory Superintendent. 

The first place visited was where 
the large quantities of sugar and cane- 
syrup was kept, then the flavoring- 
room, where an expert chemist was in 
charge, then the hard-candy rooms, 
where the hard candy, including pea- 
nut-bars, etc., were made. The men 
were rolling and cutting the peanut- 
bars, after which they were stored 
away to allow for hardening, then sent 
to one of the many covering-machines, 
where the chocolate-covering was put 
How the boys’ mouths watered 
while looking ut the huge copper ket- 
tles in which chocolate was being 
mixed and prepared. Each kettle held 
1000 pounds of chocolate. 

Then we were taken to where the 
filler was made, (called fondant), then 
to the marshmallow room, the nut- 
roasting room, where aTl sorts of nuts 
were being hand-inspected and sorted, 
and roasted. One medium-sized room 
was taken up by girls preparing fancy 
boxes, putting on the different colored 
ribbons, tying bow-knots, etc. It was 
a great sight to watch these girls 
work, they were so swift and yet so 
accurate, each piece of work looked 
just like the preceding one. We were 
shown on one floor where the fondant 
was poured into a funnel-like chute 
which carried it to the next floor be- 
low into a special machine which 
dropped just the right amount into 
molds made of corn-starch, where they 
were made and molded Into different 
shapes and sizes, after which they 
were placed on endless belts which 
carried them under the chocolate-cov- 
ering machine, where chocolate was 
evenly distributed over them, then 
they were placed on trays and put 
away in a cooling-room to harden. 

After this we were conducted to the 
hand-dipping rooms, where groups of 
girls were dipping the more expensive 
chocolates and putting on the finish- 
ing touch which included a peculiar 
turn or twist to the top, every twist or 
loop telling those in the “know” just 
what kind of flavor was inside. Some 
of these girls were very expert at this 
work and seemed to make more play 
out of it than work. 

Then we were taken to the packing 
rooms, where the candy was packed 
in different sized boxes, both plain and 
fancy, then to the storage room, then 
to the shipping room, which proved to 
be the ground floor, where the candy, 
packed in wooden boxes were being 
shipped to nearly every state in the 
Union. That wound up the sight-see- 
ing, after which we were taken up to 
the ninth floor again, where Mr. Gibbs 
presented each one with a half-pound 
box of their best assorted chocolates. 
The boys gave a mighty cheer for the 
Samoset Company, after which wo 
started hack home 

All the boys voted it a wonderful 
afternoon well spent and again thank 
Mr. Gibbs and Mr. Gruhn for their 
kindness and patience in explaining 
everything and answering a hundred 
and one questions, also thanks are 
due Mr. Alfred T. Haskell, President 
of the Samoset Chocolate Company, 
for giving the boys permission for 
this Education Trip.

Garrison, Jr., and Mrs. Florence 
Brown spoke of the needs of the West 
Newton Music School. It seems that 
there have been up to the present time 
but about 260 contributors and the 
hope of the board of managers that 
the number may be largely increased, 
especially of those who will make an- 
nual donations of even small amounts.

MAYOR CHILDS WINS BY HANDSOME MAJORITY 

Has Over 3,000 More Votes Than Rogers and Elects Aldermanic 
Ticket With Him, With One Exception 


At the city election on Tuesday 
Mayor Edwin O. Childs was triumph- 
antly re-elected as mayor for a flfth 
tei/n of two years, receiving the larg- 
est vote ever cast for a candidate for 
mayor in this city — 9,062 to 5843 for 
Leon B. Rogers, a majority of 3229 
votes. 

Not only was Mayor Childs success- 
ful, but his entire ticket for aldermen 
at large and all hut one of his can- 
didates for ward aldermen, were also 
elected. 

The mayor carried every ward in 
the city except ward 6 where Mr. Rog- 
ers had a majority of 269. In Nonan- 
tum the home of Mayor Childs, Mr. 
Rogers received 5 votes in one pre- 
cinct and 9 in the other, Mr. Childs 
having a total of 1282 in the same pre- 
cincts. Mr. Rogers carried the south 
side of Newtonville, the south side of 
West Newton, Waban, the north part 
of Newton Centre and Chestnut Hill. 

The majorities on the Childs ticket 
for aldermen at large varied from 663 
for Mr. Smith over Capt. Sinclair 
Weeks in Ward 3 to 2421 for Mr. Hol- 
lis over Alderman Lloyd in ward 7. 
Mr. Weeks led the so calleu Rogers 
ticket with a total of 6042. more than 
Mr. Rogers had himself while former 
alderman Thomas W. White had the 
next highest vote to the mayor on the 
Childs ticket with 7 3f> In form pr aider- 
man Hollis being a close second with 
7263. 

For ward aldermen, Mr. Collins won 
over Mr. Lyon in ward 2 by a vote of 
1208 to 1196, a majority of 12. 

Alderman Harry B. Ross had a

HARD AT WORK 


Edison Co. Has Many Men at Work Repairing 
Damage Done by Storm 


As this article is put in type Thurs- 
day, the confident statement of the 
Edison Light Company’s officials is 
that nearly all commercial services 
will be restored in Newton by Satur- 
day night. That means the electric 
light and power service for homes, 
apartments, stores and factories. It 
will be some time before the street 
lighting services are restored because i 
the work on those lines has been left 
until the last in the restoration work. 

Many gangs of men have been at 
work ever since the storm on Sunday 
night. November 27. Every available 
man who could be put to work either 
as lineman, truck or automobile driv- 
er, or as a laborer, doing “ground 
work” has been hired and put to work 
— most of them in Newton. It is not 
surprising that many have missed see- 
ing these men at work, for it would 
take a regiment of men spread out on 
the more than 140 miles of street on 
which Edison service wires run in 
order to attract general notice. 

The extent and nature of the damage 
as a result of the storm has made it 
necessary for separate gangs of men 
to travel over the same streets many 
times. In the first place emergency 


crews made these trips, clearing away 
fallen limbs, coiling up broken wires 
and preparing the way for the con- 
struction men. In some cases these 
emergency crews were able to restore 
the services as they went along. Next 
came the crews working on the main 
lines. These men were interested only 
in getting the transmission lines 
straightened out and repaired, but if 
they in their Journey came to a house 
where “everything was all clear” they 
connected up an occasional service. 
Next came a crew that worked on "sec- 
ondary services,” that is, the single 
stretches of service wires running 
from the street line to the house. This 
second crew handled only the services 
where the connections could be made 
quickly to the distribution lines on the 
street and straight through to the con- 
nections at the houses. Next came the 
third crew working on the more diffi- 
cult services which naturally have 
taken more time and the progress has 
been slower. 

Work has been delayed in restoring 
many services because the customers 
have not done the work expected of 
them before the connection could be

PROFESSOR POWERS’ LECTURES 


The first in the serlos of three lec- 
tures hy Prof. H. H. Powers to he 
given at the Newton Free Library on 
successive Wednesday evenings at 
8.15 took place Inst, night. The sub- 
ject of the lecture was, "The Far 
East.” The other lectures are on "The 
Near East”, and the “French Post- 
War Policy.” 

Professor Powers begnn hy saying 
that Japan was the most important 
country in the Far East. This tiny 
country, only nine-tenths the size of 
California, has a population of 60,000,- 
000 to feed. Only one-eighth of Japan 
can be cultivated, the rest of the land 
being peculiarly useless either for the 
plow, or for the rasing of cattle. 
Moreover the population of Japan in- 
creases at the rate of 600,000 a year. 
Hence the problem of the food supply 
of the country is an acute one. It is 
due to this state of affairs, and not 
to “wicked militarists," according to 
Prof. Powers, that Japan is eager to 
expand. 

Prof. Powers made an interesting 
comparison of Japan with England, 
showing that Great Britain unable to 
support her population at home is 
able to depend upon her colonies for 
food; Japan, on the other hand, has 
no colonies upon which to depend, and 
no products to exchange, in sufficient 
quantities, for food. 

He explained in detail why Japan 
could not migrate Westward, since 
these countries have a lower stand- 
ard of living then her own, and the 
more northern of them are not suit- 
ed climatically. He also showed how 
impossible it is for the United States 
to allow the Japanese to come here 
in any numbers. 

• In conclusion the lecturer paid a 
high tribute to Japan saying that in 
50 years she has made herself one 
of the Big Five Powers. As to the 
Washington conference, he said we 
had strengthened the position of Japan 
in the Far East, and that, in his opin- 
ion, what the conference had accom- 
plished was simply to give a breath- 
ing time for all concerned.

DEATH OF MR. BACHRACH 


David Bachrach of Baltimore, one 
of America’s veteran Portrait Photog- 
raphers, and father of Mr. Louis F. 
Bachrach of West Newton, died at his 
home in Roland Park on December 
tenth at the age of seventy-six. 

Born in Neukirchen in Hesse Cas- 
sell, Germany, in 1845. Mr. Bachrach 
came to this country with niff TT**-ir 
as a very young boy and was educat- 
ed In the old Brown Public School 
and High School of Hartford, Connec- 
ticut. At the outbreak of the Civil 
War. he moved to Baltimore where 
he was apprenticed to a photographer 
and had an opportunity to assist in 
the making of pictures of many men 
and events of those stirring times. It 
was during this connection that he 
photographed Lincoln while making 
his famous Gettysburg Battlefield 
speech for Harper’s Weekly; he later 
was offered a commission and pay of 
lieutenant in the regular army as 
photographer and ns such photo- 
graphed the surgical cases of the An- 
dersonville prisoners which were ex- 
changed near the close of the war. 

Since then the little business, start- 
ed under his name in 1868 on the 
fourth floor of an old building in the 
business section of Baltimore, has ex- 
panded until it has become a national 
institution carried on by his sons. 
Louis Fabian Bachrach of West New 
ton. Massachusetts, and Walter Key- 
ser Bachrach of Baltimore.

Within a short time the local Post 
Offices will be called upon to perform 
a very important duty, namely the 
handling of Christmas Holiday mail. 

In order to obtain the best results, 
the earnest co-operation and assist- 
ance which patrons of this office can 
give is respectfully asked, by mailing 
early, properly addressing and se- 
curely wrapping all parcels, being 
positive to place in upper left hand 
corner your return address, insuring 
same against loss, using special deliv- 
ery stamp on articles of perishable 
and fragile nature. 

Suggestion is also made for delivery 
of mail addressed to offices located in 
extreme Western and Southern states, 
to deposit same not later than De- 
cember 15th for points east of St. 
Louis. Mo., and in vicinity of Chicago. 
111., December 18th for points in Ohio, 
and Pennsylvania and New York 
states on December 20th. leaving re- 
maining five days for handling mail 
addressed to offices in New England. 
For offices within the Boston Postal 
District, mail not later than December 
22nd. 

During the Holiday season large 
quantities of very small envelopes and 
cards are put into the mails and the 
all postal work is very much retarded 
and mail disfigured and mutilated. 

The minimum size cards and enve- 
lopes should not be below 2% x 4 
inches, for the following reasons: 

1st. Addresses will be obliterated 
by cancellation mark. 

2nd. Too small to be run through 
facing table, causing extra handling 
and delay to other mail. 

These odd sized pieces of stationery 
have come into use in the past few 
years and appear only at Christmas 
time in large quantities.

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UNCLE SAM AS EMPLOYER 

The United States government is the 
largest single employer of men and 
women in this country. At the present 
time in the executive civil service of 
the Federal government, and exclusive 
of the army and navy, there are em- 
ployed approximately 050.000 workers, 
or one in 73 of all residents on Ameri- 
can soil, ten years of age or oyer, en- 
gaged in gainful occupations. A little 
while ago, when the number of federal 
employees was even larger than it is 
now, one person out of every 08 in the 
United States who had any sort of a 
job at all was working for the govern- 
ment. These calculations are based 
on recent estimates of the bureau of 
the census in anticipation of the re- 
sults of the fourteenth general census. 

Prior to the outbreak of the war, 

In 1914, the number of men and women 
in civil positions in the executive 
service was approximately 385,030. In 
1910 It had grown to 398,832. In 1917, 
after our entry into the war. It was 
459.798. On June 30, 1919, the number 
was 707,448. The number on July 31, 
1920, was 091,116. 

Those figures are confessedly ap- 
proximations. Since the signing of the 
armistice the number of federal em- 
ployees has been decreasing. Un- 
doubtedly the decrease in force will 
continue to be made for months to 
come, but the growth of the govern- 
ment business in the past few years 
has been such ns to make it a lnrger 
employer in the post-wnr period than 
it had ever been in the pre-war period. 

These thousands of men and women 
working for the government comprise 
every type of ability and intelligence. 
Their duties cover a range of activities 
tli at far exceeds that exercised for 
other public or private employers; for, 
besides its task of lawmaking and law 
enforcing, of national defense and 
national finance, the government is 
charged with promoting the health and 
welfare of its people, of promoting 
their home interests, their agricultural, 
mining, manufacturing, shipping, fish- 
ing and transportation Interests. 

To do this it must investigate, con- 
trol and eradicate diseases that nttack 
persons, plants and animals. It must 
inspect livestock, foods and drugs. It 
must study conditions and progress In 
education, labor and commerce. It 
must prevent individual men or groups 
of men from using unfair business 
methods, whether In bankiftg, trans- 
portation, trade or manufacture. 

The government must administer 
public lands and the affairs of the 
Indians, and educate children in 
Alaska. It grants patents of Inven- 
tion. it sets the clocks of the country, 
forecasts the weather, and makes 
observations of the stars and heavenly 
bodies. It constructs buildings, docks, 
roads, bridges, irrigation works, builds 
canals and aeroplanes, makes 
ordnance and ammunition, olotfhlng 
and other supplies for Its soldiers and 
sailors. It makes all its own money 
and does all its own printing. It dis- 
tributes all mall and many packages. 

The government does everything 
that any employer in the United States 
does. In addition to a great many 
things that no other employer does. 
How does It treat its people? Is It 
a good employer or n bad employer? 
Are its employees contented? These 
are questions that I should advise the 
railroad men, the miners and other 
workers who seek nationalization of 
Industry, to look into before they com- 
mit themselves. 

Let them find out for themselves 
what government ownership would 
mean to them. 

The first tiling they will discover, us 
I discovered when I began the present 
Inquiry, is* that nobody knows, and 
nobody in the government service Is 
charged with knowing, the exact 
number of employees In the service 
from day to day. Even more astound- 
ing, nobody knows, or’ is charged with 
knowing, even approximately, the sum 
of the payroll of the United States. 

It Is not possible to find out within 
hundreds of thousands of dollurs how 
much tlie United States pays yearly 
or monthly hi salaries and wages, I 
went to the Treasury department, to 
the appropriations committee of con- 
gress, and elsewhere where I thought 
the information might be lodged, hut 
nobody knew. I was told vaguely that 
the government was not run on an 
asset and liability basis, and therefore 
it was not necessary to know the l*xact 
number of employees on ttie payroll. 

If the uverage compensation is $1,- 
100, the federal civil service payroll 
now •amounts t<» more than seven 
hundred million dollars annually. The 
largest single branch is the Post Olllce 
department, with nearly 300,000 em- 
ployees. The War department has 
more than 125,000 civilian employees, 
the Navy department about 00,<MM), and 
tlie Treasury department about 00,000. 
No other branch bus as many us 25,000 
employees. Any institution that em- 
ploys one in seventy-three of ail tills 
country’s workers and culls for tlie 
expenditure of such u large part of 
our annuul revenues is entitled to 
your serious consideration. You and 
you ulouc put up the money.

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WARS EAT UP THE TAXES 

Wlieu I set out to discover for you 
where the money you pay as federal 
taxes goes I did not have far to look. 
It goes for wurs, past, present and 
prospective. Last year u little over 90 
per cent of the national income went 
that way. In tlie report of tlie secre- 
tary of the treasury submitted* to con- 
gress in December, 1920, lie remarks: 

An analysis of government expenditures 
for the fiscal year 1920, on the basis of 
daily treasury statements, develops the 
striking fact that of the net ordinary dis- 
bursements of $6,403,000,000 about IK) per 
cent consisted of expenditures under the 
following heads: 

Purchase of obligations of for- 
eign governments $ 431,000,000 

War department 1,611,000,000 

Navy department .’ 736,000,000 

Shipping board 631,000.000 

Federal control of transporta- 
tion systems and payments 
to the railroads under the 

transportation act, 1920 1,037,000,000 

Interest on the public debt 1,020,000,000 

Pensions 213.000,000 

War-risk insurance 117,000,000 

Purchase of federal farm-loan 
bonds 30,000,000

The curtain has dropped on sclio* 
lnatlc football and the hoys are now 
giving their attention to hockey and 
track. But before we put nil end to 
our gridiron gossip it might he well 
to state two or three items that will 
be of interest to all Newton sporting 
enthusiasts. 

The first nnd the most important of 
these items is the fact that Coach 
“Allie" Dickinson’s eleven is consid- 
ered by the majority of sporting writ- 
ers to he not only the Suburban 
League champion, but the scholastic 
title holder of Eastern Massachusetts 
for 1921. 

The attitude displayed by Haverhill 
High during its recent negotiations 
with Newton proved conclusively that 
Haverhill was none too anxious to 
meet the Orange and Black on the 
gridiron. When the Haverhill author- 
ities sent word thnt their field was 
uqilt for the game, Newton requested 
that the contest be played at Fenway 
Park. In spite of the fact that Fen- 
way Park was in good condition Hav- 
erhill would not play, maintaining 
that the game must take place at Hav- 
erhill or not at all. They were unwill- 
ing to meet Newton on a neutral field. 

Fair minded persons who view not 
only the facts in the recent Newton- 
Haverhill controversy, but also the 
records of the two elevens, are unani- 
mous in agreeing thnt the state title 
belongs to Newton and Newton alone. 

There was not an all interscholastic 
eleven selected by a Boston sporting 
writer that did not have at least three 
Newton men on the first eleven. The 
majority of the selections numbered 
five Newton men on the first eleven. 
Capt. “Jake” Stafford and "Shad” Os- 
borne winning first positions on every 
team that was chosen. We have ex- 
amined all the scholastic selections 
and working on the law of averages 
we have found that the following 
eleven constitutes the men who were 
generally chosen for the first team. 


Total $5,716,000,000 

Substantially all the expenditures 
entering into this total, nnd a large 
share of the expenditures ou various 
minor accounts, represent burdens di- 
rectly truceable to the war, to past 
wars or to preparedness for future 
wars. These figures serve to indicate 
the direction which sincere efforts to 
reduce the cost of the government 
must take. 

Then I found Mr. Gilbert, the under- 
secretary of the treasury, saying: 

There has been much idle talk to the 
effect that the excessive cost of govern- 
ment is due to Inefficiency and extrava- 
gance in the executive departments. 
Without doubt there has been waste and 
inefficiency in the various government de- 
partments and establishments, and much 
can be accomplished, and has already 
been accomplished, hy the introduction 
of efficient and economic methods of ad- 
ministration and tlie elimination of du- 
plication and unnecessary work. It might 
well he possible to save us much as 
$50.re0,000 or $100,00U,0CO by careful andi sci- 
entific reorganization of the government’s 
business. 

The figures show that over 90 per 
cent of the total annual expenditures 
of the government are related to war. 
Out of total expenditures during 1920 of 
about $6,44/0,000,000, about 5% billions rep- 
resented expenditures directly truceable 
to tlie war. to past wars, or to prepared- 
ness for future wars. Of this, about 
$2,5CO.OOO.<Xit) went for tlie army and navy, 
over $f/0>),0co,o0o for the shipping board, 
over $1, too, 000,000 for the railroads, another 
$1 ,00*0,000,04.0 for interest on the public debt, 
almost $5 <jO,in»,04jO for purchase of obliga- 
tions of foreign governments on account 
of their war expenditures, and tlie remain- 
der for pensions, war risk allotments and 
miscellaneous items related to war. An 
analysis of the expenditures of tlie first 
six months of the fiscal year 1921 gives 
similar results. The figures also show 
that tlie total cost of running what may 
bo let mod tlie civil establishment proper, 
that is to say, tlie various government 
departments, boards and commissions and 
tlie legislative establishment, have not 
much exceeded $254), 000,000 even in the ab- 
normal war years. 

1 sought details. If more than 90 
per cent of tlie entire disbursements 
of 1920 went for past and prospective 
wars, how milch liud we been spend- 
ing to keep tin? world safe for democ- 
racy? We are all familiar with the 
argument that tlie best way to prevent 
wur is to lie prepared for war. I 
thought I might find out whether that 
was true. I went back into the rec- 
ords and found that year by year, 
from 1834 to 1919 inclusive, tlie treas- 
ury department hud kept an account 
of Jhe actual disbursements — not ap- 
propriations, mind you, but actual 
money expended — of the War depart- 
ment, the Navy department and for 
pensions. When I got nil the figures 
before me I couldn’t add them up. 

In the bureau of Internal revenue 
they loaned me a machine and un 
operator, and so I know and can tell 
you that from 1834 to and through 
1919 the War Department actually dis- 
bursed $23,002,390,008.05. In the sairte 
period the Navy Department spent 
$0,907,309,032.84; nnd pensioners of 
past wars got $5,634,079,094.23. 

That is a thundering total of $29,- 
909,759,041.49 for tlie army and navy 
alone, leaving out of account the 
$5,034,079,094.23 for pensions. 

I will let you decide whether any 
,part of the twenty-nine billion dollars 
spent for preparedness and for war 
prevented our g4>lng to war or found 
us prepared when we went to war. 
The three items I huve enumerated 
ure only ribs of the skeleton of the 
cost of war preparation and activity. 
1 have not beon uble to excavute uny 
other detail figures. But it is known 
thnt the war of 1812 cost about $133,- 
703,880. 

The cost of the Mexican war is esti- 
mated to have been $03,005,021. 

The total cost of the Civil war, tak- 
ing the period from June 30, 1801, to 
June 30, 1800, u.ay be figured closely 
Ut $3,500,000,000. 

The treasury in the winter of 1920- 
21 estiinuted in a report sent to con- 
gress through tlie secretury that the 
cost of the World wur to us to that 
date had been $24,100,000,000, exclu- 
sive of our loans to the ullies and 
other foreign nations. 

So you see the cost of wars is go- 
ing up, mi matter how much money 
we upend hy way of prepurutlon. 
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It 

is well to note that every man on 


this great mythical team is a Subur- 
ban League player, and that the cap- 
taincy of the team is given to none 
other than that admirable leader of 
the Newton champions, Alfred "Jake" 
Stafford. 

At a recent meeting of the letter 
men Julius Kohler, fullback of the 
1921 eleven, was elected captain of the 
Orange and Black for 192°. May his 
reign be as successful as that of his 
great predecessor, Capt. "Jake".

“Over 100,000,000 feet of various 
kinds of wire, or nearly enough to 
girdle the earth, has been temporarily 
laid on the ground or attached to 
fences and pole stumps during the 
past ten days, in order to restore our 
service at the earliest possible mo- 
ment.” said Generul Manager Driver 
of the Telephone Company yesterday. 

“To show the magnitude of our 
problem, two orders for copper wire 
aggregated 400,000 pounds each. AVe 
have on hand or on the way 13 car- 
loads of crossarms, six carloads of 
nole line hardware, and over 50 car- 
loads of poles. Other material ag- 
gregates thousands of items. 

“A conservative estimate shows that 
the storm will cost us upwards of 
$1,500,000. Fortunately we have a re- 
serve large enough to take care of 
this expense. 

“We have over 3.000 men at work 
clearing up the wreckage, setting pew 
poles, running lines and connecting 
telephones. They are doing a big job 
in an orderly and systematic way. 

"In every section we are making 
rapid progress, hut our task is tre- 
mendous. Already toll service in 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Eastern Massachusetts, and Rhode 
Island is nearly normal. In the west- 
ern part of Massachusetts about 25 
per cent of the toll circuits has been 
restored with temporary construction. 

“In Greater Boston we have con- 
nected about 5.000 telephones and we 
hope to restore service to about 10.000 
others .during this week. In other 
cities and towns local service is being 
restored as rapidly as possible. 

“Every available man who can be 
spared has been rushed from Maine, 
New Hampshire and Vermont, and a 
number of toll line crews and trucks 
have come from New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and other states to help in 
Massachusetts. We have been able 
to relieve the employment situation to 
the extent of taking on temporarily 
over 1,000 unskilled men to do salvage 
work, dig post holes, and assist in 
stringing wires. 

“Our men are out to break all pre- 
vious records in an emergency and 
they are going to do it. 

“With so many poles and wires 
down, scores of towns were completely 
isolated from communication with 
surrounding communities. We had to 
work quickly and so we adopted the 
method used during the w’ar and laid 
our covered wires by the roadsides. 
Later all these lines must be placed 
on poles after the new poles have been 
erected, and still later the wires must 
he tightened and weak spots located 
and fixed. 

"To illustrate how earnestly our 
Plant men are working, here is a 
typical incident reported from Haver- 
hill. A combination man named Cole- 
man went to work at 3 o’clock in the 
morning. About 12 hours later we 
asked him to go to Brandy Brow, 
about three miles from Haverhill, and 
connect five Boston to Portland cir- 
cuits. With no supper, his *fiivver’ 
frozen, he worked on a pole by the 
light of u lantern until 9 P. M„ when 
the job was done. 

“In our business we cull that the 
‘spirit of service.’ Such instances as 
this have been exemplified hundreds 
of times in emergencies. In a word, 
our plunt men have done, and are do- 
ing a magnificent job.’’

“Allocation,” said the wordmonger,

But words 
come into fashion and writers and 
speakers fall into or ‘fall for’ the pre- 
vailing mode in words as some per- 
sons do for the prevailing colors in 
socks or neckties and the prevailing 
style in haircuts, says the Washing- 
ton Star. In the ‘olden times’ — that Is, 
when grandfather was in business — 
‘allocation’ hod somewhat of a run ns 
a financial word ami one could often 
hear und see the phrase ‘allocation of 
the shares of the company.’ ’’ 


Country Failed to Take Advantage of 
Ability to Build Tonnage for 
the High Seas. 

Canadian shipbuilding dates from 
1605 with the small vessels built at 
Port Royn! (Annapolis) by Francois 
Grave, sailor from 8t. Mnlo. Seventy 
years Inter Interdent Talon’s trading 
vessels are voyaging from Quebec to 
the West Indies and France — forerun- 
ners of those on the later triangular 
course — Canada to South America, 
Marseilles and return. 

The year 1838 is the famous sea- 
mark when the Royal William, ca- 
pacity 363 tons, left PIcton on August 
29 and reached London in 25 days — 
the first ship to cross the ocean under 
no power but steam. Though this ship 
was built in Quebec, It was to Nova 
Scotia in the persons of the three Cu- 
nard brothers that the vision came. 
Steam power, however, was ns yet a 
baby. In 1850, Mackenzie of Pictou 
astonished Glasgow with the Hamilton 
Campbell KIdston, the biggest sailing 
ship the Clyde had ever seen. In 1864 
Nova Scotia was launching 300 vessels, 
and by 1880 eastern Canada building, 
sailing, owning and selling, had be- 
come one of the four greatest shipping 
districts of the w-orld. For a period 
between these dates Canada headed 
the lists of tonnage In proportion to 
population.

from wood to metal. Had Nova Scotia 
developed her metal industries a gen- 
eration sooner, the 500 Canadian ves- 
sels, built In 1875, would surely not 
have dwindled to 29 in 1900.

To Waterproof Matches. 

One of the commonest experiences 
of the camper is that of finding that 
matches are so damp that they 
will not strike. All this trouble may 
be avoided by providing oneself with 
waterproof matches. These are easily 
made in the following way ; Melt a 
few lumps of candle wax iu an old can 
on the stove. Allow this to cool a 
little and then, before it has set. dip 
the matches in, one at a time. Treat 
the heads and about half of the 
wooden part. Plaee the mutches on 
one side to cool. Matches treated in 
this simple manner have beeu soaked 
in water for many hours, and they 
have ignited as readily as those* which 
were perfectly dry. The only differ- 
ence is that, in striking, it is needful 
to do so u trifle more firmly so as 
to get through the thin film of wax 
surrounding the head. When once the 
flame starts, the match burns very 
readily, owing to the wax which had 
adhered to the wood. Any ordinary 
matches can be treated in the manner 
described. — S. Leonard Bostin in St. 
Nicholas.

Statesman Recalls Thrill of Delight 
That Came to Him In His 
Schoolboy Days. 

William C. Redfield, former secre- 
tary of commerce, says that he can re- 
call with microscopic distinctions the 
moment that gave himtlie biggest thrill 
of delight in his whole life. It was 
when he was going to school and try- 
ing to master long division. 

Three or four aisles over from where 
he sat a boy yawned. It was not an 
ordinary yawn, but one of such genu- 
ine expression of feeling toward things 
In general that It attracted Redfleld’a 
attention. 

Ho was fortunate In having a paper 
wad right at hand, ready for any emer- 
gency, and he aimed this at the boy’s 
cavernous mouth. By one of those 
rare exhibitions of magnanimity on 
the part of an inanimate object, the 
wad went right square into the goal, 
and Redfleld’s .joy knew no bounds. 
He had played the one chance in a 
million and won. 

Encouraged by his dexterity In that 
instance, Redfield then tried throwing 
rings at knives at county fairs, but 
never again did he exhibit such won- 
drous aim. 


Caruso of China. 

Lou Iloong-Shen, the Caruso of 
China, Is dead. You never heard of 
him? Yet, he died in a Shanghai 
theater that had contracted to pay 
him $10,000 a week. That’s a big 
salary. It Is phenomenally big in 
China, where a few cents a day will 
hire a strong man. Born of poor 
parents, Lou Hoong-Shen had to 
scramble for a living. But, though 
China Is a land of musical voices (as 
anyone will testify who has listened 
to the songs of the hawker and the 
coolie), the boy Lou stood alone. He 
had the most wonderful voice among 
400,000,000 Chinese. Despite this, he 
had to work hard before he became 
greut. For many years he was a mum- 
mer — a Chinese actor. Ten years ago 
he was “discovered” In Shanghai. At 
once he quit the paint and weird garb 
of a Chinese actor und became a mu- 
sical star. By odd coincidence, the 
great Chinese tenor died from a burst 
blood vessel In his throat, similar to 
that which threatened to take the life 
of Caruso, now convalescent. 


Fox Ranching in Europe. 

Although It is not generally known, 
quite a number of foxes were sold last 
yeur to parties residing in Europe, 
mainly throughout Sweden, Norway 
and Switzerland. One rancher who 
has supplied a number of pairs to 
these Europeans, states that the In- 
dustry Is spreading in u truly wonder- 
ful manner in these countries, and 
that this year he expects to be able 
to sell practically all Ills foxes abroad. 
There Is only one drawback at present 
to a general spread of the industry 
there, and that is the rather high cost 
of feeding, but this Is being overcome, 
and the sale of breeding stock at good 
prices will amply cover the higher ex- 
pense. The present rate of exchange 
is also a disadvantage, but this does 
not seem to affect those who want to 
start In at the business, as the Euro- 
peans ure now used to this. There is 
most certainly ‘a big field in Europe 
for the fox industry, und that it will 
some dny umount to something big is 
a surety. 


The Lobster’s Path. 

The special dispatch from New Lon- 
don which told of the Noank fisherman 
who sold 2,700 pound of lobsters for 
more than $300, thus enabling him to 
pay ull the expenses incurred last 
spring when he Started to build pots, 
buoys, etc., probably gives only the 
first chapter In un interesting story. 
It is fair to assume that the dealer 
who resold them to the summer hotel 
was enabled to pay the expenses he 
Incurred when he erected his new 
warehouse, wharves and office build- 
ings last fall ; while, it may be pre- 
sumed, the summer iiotel owner in re- 
tailing them to his guests cleared off 
the hulf-mllllon-doUar mortgage he 
contracted when lie added the ten-story 
marble wing earlier in the season.— 
llurtford (Conn.)

Joseph Melia of 16 Winchester 
street, Newton Highlands, a promi- 
nent plumber of this city, was believed 
to have been instantly killed late Sun- 
day night or early Monday morning 
when a machine in which he was rid- 
ing skidded on the highway near 56 
College road. Chestnut Hill section, 
turned turtle and pinned him under- 
neath.

The regular meeting of the aider- 
men on Monday night was enlivened 
by a public hearing on the proposed 
parkway from the Junction of Centre 
and Williams streets to the corner of 
Washington and Channing streets with 

further extension to the corner of 
Church and Centre streets. The seats 
for spectators were crowded and many 
persons stood during the hearing 
which lasted nearly an hour. 

All of the aldermen were present 
and in opening the hearing President 
Harriman explained that the city was 
under a moral obligation to the Metro- 
politan District Commission to provide 
an outlet for the Charles river boule- 
vard which now terminates at Maple 
and Jefferson streets. The proposed 
parkway had been deemed the most 
feasible plan but the board wanted all 
the criticism possible and as many 
suggestions for alternative routes as 
could be made. 

Mr. Altreci E. Alvord, a member of 
the Planning Board stated that that 
board had given careful consideration 
to this matter hut had limited its 
study to methods wholly witlijn .New- 
ton territory. The present plan is far 
better than anything the Planning 
Board has considered. It takes less 
valuable property, it increases the area 
for possible business extensions, it 
takes care of the traffic from Centre 
street and provides a larger outlet 
from the railroad station. It will also 
relieve Commonwealth avenue to some 
extent. Of the 16 houses affected, only 
3 are modern houses and it passes thru 
a section where values are somewhat 
stagnant. Thie entire area of estates 
touched by the proposed street is 374,- 
509 feet taxed with buildings for $440.- 
900. Of this 97,000 feet would be 
taken for the street, taxed with build- 
ings for $110,142. On this basis $165,- 
000 would be a fair estimate of land 
damages. With the engineer’s esti- 
mate of $90,000 for construction this 
would entail a total cost of $255,000. 
In return to the city, the present tax 
valuation of property abutting on the 
new street of $330,758 ought to double 
in the next ten years. This would 
yield $80,000 in taxes at $25 per $1000. 
Another $80,000 ought to be had from 
betterments in turning present back 
land into front land on the new street. 
It is inevitable that the area between 
the new street and Nonantum square 
would become business or mercantile 
property. This means much higher 
valuations. Some of this land is now 
assessed for 22 cents a foot while land 
400 feet away is assessed from $1 to 
$2.50 per foot. The objection of busi- 
ness interests in Nonantum square 
does not have much weight. The more 
stores the more business. In addition 
the new street ought to stimulate more 
apartment houses with from 3 to 6 
families more than in single houses 
and a proportionate increase in cus- 
tomers for local stores. The plan is 
feasible, reasonable and more econom- 
ical than any other and offers a much 
needed relief both for the present and 
future of the city. 

Mr. Vernon B. Swett of the Plan- 
ning hoard read a commendatory letter 
from their consulting engineer. Mr. A. 
A. Shurtleff, on the proposed plan. 
Mr. Arthur W. Blakemore spoke in 
favor of the plan for tl^e Newton Im- 
provement Association of which he is 
president. He thought the only mis- 
takes the city had made in the past 
was in failing to look ahead. Ho told 
of avoiding the congestion in Nonan- 
tum square and believed the stores 
there actually lost trade in conse- 
quence. 

The opposition was opened by Presi- 
dent John T. Burns of the Chamber 
of Commerce, who said that a meeting 
of store keepers in Nonantum square 
representing a million and a half 
property, had been held, and they had 
decided that the time was not ripe for 
this project. Wait and see what the 
opening of North Beacon street would 
do to traffic thru the square. 

Mr. James W. French) said there 
were 135 business men in the square 
and any by pass street plan would in- 
jure their business. Nonantum square 
he said was not congested and until 
the travel increases there was no ex- 
cuse for this enormous expense and it 
would cost no more three years from 
now. He recalled that the Taylor 
buildings had been poor property for 
many years, but were now the most 
valuable in the city . Th« section 
from Washington street to Church 
street was not worth building. 

Mr. H. F. Hunter for Immanuel Bap- 
tist Church strongly objected to the 
street so near their church on account 
of the noise and inconvenience of au- 
tomobiles and traffic. 

Mr. Arthur Pierotti said there was

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square and was opposed to the ex- 
pense Involved. He also stated that 
there was no congestion in the square. 

Mr. Edward H. Powers said there 
was no congestion In the square and 
schools were needed first. . 

Dr. F. W. Webber objected to the 
taking of his land for the street, but 
said Nonantum square was congested 
and there should he some measure of 
relief. 

Mr. G. W. Macgregor thought a bet- 
ter plan was possible and wanted to 
get away from crossings which he 
said were increased by curved streets, 

Hearings were held on Edison poles 
on Park street, Florence street, Lowell 
avenue, and on a garage for the Pea- 
body Home on Brookline street, and 
these petitions were subsequently 
granted. 

Hearings were also held on petitions 
for three-car garages by J. Sherman 
Irving, Pearl street and Guiseppo Mig- 
nano, Webster street, and these peti- 
tions were subsequently refused. 

There was also a hearing on Edison 
pole on Newell road. 

Mayor Childs sent in recommenda- 
tions for $94 for tuition of Newton 
pupils outside of city, $164.43 for la- 
borers’ pensions, that election officers 
receive $10 and $12 per (lay, $2764 
for laborers’ pensions. $300 to obtain 
evidence of illegal sales of liquor, 
$5000 for work on fire alarm system 
due to storm and $6000 more for Snow 
and Ice work, all of which were grant- 
ed. 

He also sent in a request of the Plan- 
ning Board for more money and for 
$13,900 additional for the Street Dept. 

His veto of the permit granted the 
Jenney Mfg. Co. for a gasolene filling 
station, corner Beacon and Walnut 
streets was considered without debate, 
and was passed over the veto by a 
vote of 15 to 6. Aldermen Cook, Heath- 
cote, Hickey, Madden, Ross and Young 
voting to sustain the veto. Alderman 
Heathcote entered an objection to the 
vote cast by Alderman McAuslan on 
the ground that li)e was not a legal 
member of the board, having moved 
to Brookline. President Harriman im- 
mediately ruled that Alderman Mc- 
Auslan. was only temporarily absent 
from the city and Ills standing as an 
aldermen not affected. Alderman 
Heathcote doubted the right of the 
president to decide the matter hut his 
appeal to the board was lost by a voice 
vote. Later in the session Alderman 
Heathcote again called up this matter 
and asked for an opinion of tUe city 
solicitor, who completely endorsed the 
position of the President.

William A. L. Bazeley, Commission- 
er of Conservation and State Forester, 
has made public a statement regard- 
ing the proper treatment of trees 
damaged by the ice storm early last 
week. It was prepared by H. O. Cook, 
chief forester, and reads as follows: 

"The recent ice storm and the great 
damage that it caused to shade and 
forest trees has given rise to so many 
questions in regard to the proper 
treatment of them that this depart- 
ment has decided to publish this leaf- 
let for the benefit of those whose trees 
have suffered. 

“It is difficult to give adequate ad- 
vice in a publication of this sort, for 
each individual tree needs its own 
prescription. A doctor may give gen- 
eral rules for health, hut when a pa- 
tient is sick, he needs to see the pa- 
tient in order to prescribe for him. 
All that we can do, therefore, is to 
give the general rules. 

“In the first place, it may be stated 
as a general truth that no matter how 
badly the trees may have been mutil- 
ated they are still alive, and their root 
systems and trunks are unimpaired 
unless by chance, the tree was uproot- 
ed or broken off at the base. The 
question of what to do is largely a 
matter of condition and age of the 
tree. If it was very severely muti- 
lated, or if it was an old and decrepit 
tree, the best advice may be to remove 
it entirely. 

“Nature will not restore the tree to 
its original form and vigor, although 
she will do much to cover up .the scars 
and wounds. Young trees will recu- 
perate to a greater extent than old 
ones, and are deserving of greater at- 
tention. If one will look at the trees 
on Boston Common, ne will note that 
for various reasons tlie old ones have 
been pruned and headed back, so that 
in their winter condition they look like 
helpless paralytics, but in the summer 
time, with foliage on, they are fairly 
respectable ones. They illustrate what 
many of the ice-damaged trees will 
look like and certainly are superior 
to no trees at all. Aside from the de- 
formity of the trees caused by the 
breaking of numerous large limbs, the 
chief injury will come from the decay 
that starts in at the wounds and 
spreads hack into the remaining part 
of the branch or mam truck. 

“In ten years time this decayed cav- 
ity may be so large as to result in a 
second break in the limb. The thing to 
do to prevent such decay is to prune 
off the jagged stubs and leave a smooth 
surface which will not hold moisture. 

“Three main classes of injuries have 
resulted from the work of the ice- 
storm. 

“First, branches broken off short 
midway of their length, leaving a long 
stub with a ragged end. Where such 
stubs are not more than ten feet long 
they had best be cut back to the main 
trunk. In pruning a branch at the 
trunk, one must take care to make an 
undercut first, before sawing down- 
ward from above, so that when the 
branch falls, it will not make a long 
tear on the trunk of the tree. Very 
long or very heavy stubs must be 
taken down in two or more pieces. 

“Where such broken stubs are more 
than ten feet long, they should be 
trimmed back to some point which 
can he reached, leaving as long a 
branch as possible. One of the chief 
difficulties is to be encountered on the 
elms where branches have been brok- 
en in the tops, leaving stubs quite out 
of reach. We should say that in such 
cases it will be better to leave them 
not trimmed at all rather than to cut 
them far back at some accessible point 
and leave a beheaded tree very un- 
lovely to the eye. 

"The second class of injuries results 
from those branches which have bro- 
ken off close to the trunk, leaving a 
long torn wound in the bark. This 
wound must he smoothed up with a 
mallet and chisel, and ragged and 
loose edges of the bark trimmed off. 
The object in every case is to prevent, 
a surface in which moisture and dirt 
will collect and to bring the wound 
hack to the uninjured hark and wood, 
so that the healing tissue or callous 
will commence to grow over it unim- 
peded. This may mean the actual en- 
largement of the wounded surface. 

"The third class of injuries is those 
due to the splitting of large brunches 
of portions of the trunk, the split por- 
tions being still attached to the trunk 
and capable of continued growth if 
put buck into place. The proper treat- 
ment depends on circumstances. If the 
split limb is only a branch it had bet- 
ter he severed entirely ami the wound 
dressed. If, however, it Ib an import- 
ant section of the tree, it can he forced 
buck into place and held by holts and 
washers. Very often it may need addi- 
tional support by bolts and chains at- 
tached above. In uny case, it is well 
to reliove some of the weight and 
struin by pruning off minor hranhes 
oil the split limb. This sort of work is, 
of course, expensive, and should only 
he attempted on valuable trees. In no 
cuse, should bunds he pussud around 
the tree. 

“It is well to give ull wounds thut 
are more than six inches in diameter 


a dressing to prevent decay and en- 
trance of moisture. The most valu- 
able treatment is to first paint the 
wound with creosote and then cover it 
with an asphalt paint. Most paints 
used by roofing-construction men are 
in the latter category. As many of 
them must be heated, they are awk- 
ward to use, so that a common dark 
red paint is a valuable substitute. It 
has antiseptic properties and is prac- 
tically waterproof. It is not so dur- 
able, however. 

“There is no necessity for doing this 
pruning work immediately. There is 
some advantage in getting it done be- 
fore the Spring growth starts, but no 
serious harm will occur if it is de- 
layed until next summer. In cities 
and towns, ’for instance, it is better 
that they work along gradually with a 
small, experienced crew than to put 
in a large gang of green men for the 
sake of immediate results. 

“The tools needed for pruning are a 
large one-man crosscut saw for large 
limbs, an ordinary crosscut saw for 
smaller limbs, and a pole saw for in- 
accessible small limbs. A useful tool 
is a long pole with an iron hook for 
pulling down branches. The workers 
will also need, of course, ladders, lots 
of rope (heavy and light), axes, mal- 
lets, and chisels. A safety belt such as 
window washers use is a valuable 
piece of equipment. 

“Contrary to what seems to he pre- 
vailing public opinion, this department 
has no jurisdiction over the care of 
public shade trees. In cities, such au- 
thority rests with an official usually 
called city forester, and in towns with 
the tree wardens. On State highways, 
the public trees are under the juris- 
diction of the Commissioner of Public 
Works. Our legal responsibility in the 
care of trees extends only to work 
carried on to suppress the gypsy and 
brown-tail moths. In all other mat- 
ters, we can act in an advisory ca- 
pacity only.”

Daniel Sharp Pratt, head of the 
wool firm of Daniel S. Pratt & Co. and 
pioneer in the importation of Argen- 
tine wools in standard grades suitable 
for the mills of this country, died 
Sunday at his home. 160 Hunnewell 
avenue, in Newton, after a short ill- 
ness of pneumonia, at the age of sev- 
enty-six years. Mr. Pratt was born 
in Hartford, Conn., on May 21, 1845 
the son of Elisha B. and Susan Bot- 
tomley (Sharp) Pratt. 

He was a grandson of Rev. Daniel 
Sharp, D. D., who for more than fifty 
years was pastor of the old Charles 
Street Baptist Church, at the corner 
of Mount Vernon street. Mr. Pratt’s 
father was a founder and first vice 
president of the Connecticut Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, in Hartford, 
and came to Boston to take the presi- 
dency of the Union Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company. 

His son was educated at the Dwight 
School and at the English High 
School. He then entered the import- 
ing house of Thayer. Brigham & Co., 
of 32 India street, Boston. 

Later, after some months’ experi- 
ence sorting wool at the Middlesex 
Mills, he returned to Boston, and in 
1866 engaged In the wool business for 
himself — the beginning of interests in 
which he was actively engaged for 
fifty-five years. Eleven years ago the 
present firm was founded by Mr. Pratt 
and his eldest son. Daniel S. Pratt, Jr. 

During the early days of his career, 
Mr. Pratt travelled through the West 
and supplied various mills in the East 
with cross-bred wools of Kentucky 
and Ohio. He gained the reputation of 
being one of the foremost wool ex- 
perts in the country. Until 1895, com- 
plaints had resulted from the impor- 
tation of South American wool, owing 
to a spiral burr and other irregulari- 
ties. In that year, Mr. Pratt made his 
first trip to Buenos Aires where he 
succeded in establishing grades of Ar- 
gentine wool that were satisfactory. 
While in South America he formed a 
connection with Engelbert, Hardt & 
Company of Buenos Aires and Monte- 
video, and liis firm has been the sole 
representative of this house in the 
United States and Canada for more 
than twenty-seven years. Mr. Pratt 
travelled widely, and had an extensive 
acquaintance, not only in America hut 
in England, Germany and South 
America. 

For a great many years Mr. Pratt 
had been a communicant of Trinity 
Church, Boston. He was a member of 
the Trinity Club and of the Episcopal- 
ian Club. He is survived by his widow 
Mrs. Annie Fearing (Brigham) Pratt, 
and by six children. Miss Mary B, 
Pratt of Worcester; Mrs. William H 
Adams of Kenyon. R. I.; Miss Annie 
F. Pratt of Newton; Mrs. Prescott A. 
Hopkins of Dedham, Daniel S. Pratt 
of Newton and Harry Rogers Pratt of 
Hartford. 

Funeral services were held 
Tuesday morning at Mt. Auburn chap- 
cd, and Rev. Dr. Mann, rector of Trin- 
ity Church, officiated.

Community Canning Kitchens Take Much Hot Work Out of the Home.

Little attention has been given In 
the pnst to farm-home problems, al- 
though the farm woman’s work has as 
great economic Importance and calls 
for as high a degree of Hklll and ns 
wide a range of information and 
Judgment ns does the work of the 
farmer whose equipment and methods 
of farming hnve been the subject, of 
many studies made by our agricultur- 
al Institutions, 

Tlie data collected in a recent survey 
made by the United Stntes department 
of agriculture and stato agricultural 
colleges of 10,000 farm homes In 33 
northern and western stntes are es- 
pecially vnlunhle for this reason and 
serve a dual purpose; First, with the 
Introduction and development of the 
farm bureau Idea, now nfttlon-wlde 
In Its Influence, promoting as It does 
a self-determined program of activi- 
ties among the people for the eco- 
nomic and educational advancement of 
rural life, the farmer and his wife are 
destined to analyze their home 
problems more and more and to make 
use of the farm bureau organization 
and the extension service for the 
solving of those problems. 

The farm is subsidiary to the home 
as is the home to the furm. Here 
men, women and children form a 
working unit, with common Interests 
and aims, and the fnrm bureau deal- 
ing with this family unit and with 
community groups views home work 
not ns Isolated and detnehed from the 
fnrm but as one phase of the problems 
of the farmstead. Men and boys work 
primarily with production in the busi- 
ness of farming, and women and girls 
with utilization and conservation In 
the business of housekeeping; but all 
come together in a common Interest 
and for a common goal — home-mak- 
ing. Fnrming and housekeeping are 
not ends in themselves, but necessary 
means to the realization of this goal. 

Makes Farm Life Better. 

Prosperity on the farm and efficien- 
cy in the house, in their last analysis, 
are only valuable as they make peo- 
ple better, wiser, and happier by cre- 
ating and multiplying opportunities 
for richer and more satisfying homo 
and community life. Hence all ex- 
tension forces, the county agricultural 
agents, club agents, home demonstra- 
tion agents, and specialists are work- 
ing in their respective fields with this 
larger aim and purpose. This brings 
about constant interchange of effort 
and service. For example, the farm 
woman's interests and activities go 
beyond the threshold of her house ; 
when necessary, into such work as 
poultry raising, beekeeping, and mar- 
keting of home products. In tills she 
frequently has the help not only of 
the men folks at home hut of the 
county agricultural agent, the club 
ngent, and specialists from the col- 
lege. She may also cnll upon these 
for udvlce and assistance in looking 
after the water supply and. other 
phases of home Improvement. Women 
extension workers also frequently go 
out of their special field of home 
economics work to give advice and 
assistance, thus expressing. It Is be- 
lieved, the true spirit of the Smith- 
Lever Act. which, drawn in broad 
language, refers equally to the serv- 
ice of the farm and home and In- 
cludes all phases of work that affect 
wholesome farm life. 

Women everywhere are welcoming 
the services of the home deni 
tlon agent much as farmers welcome 
the agricultural county agent. This 
trained home economics worker, em- 
ployed on federal, state and local 
funds, and devoting all her time to 
the advancement of home efficiency, is 
studying with home-makers the needs 
of Individual homes and communities 
and is thus able, by Unking her tech- 
nical skill with the practical knowl- 
edge and experience of the house- 
wives, to co-operate in the accomplish- 
ment of large results by providing a 
channel through which the state agr* * 
cultural college and the department 
of agriculture can deal directly with 
rural hoine-makers. 

Increased moral and financial sup- 
port of local communities during the 
present fiscal year, 1910-20, for the 
nearly 300 agents now employed hns 
shown the belief of the people of the 
north and west In home demonstration 
work, and has placed it on a promis- 
ing basis which looks toward Its es- 
tablishment eventually In every agri- 
cultural county In the north and west. 

A few Instances are here given to 
show the methods used and results 
secured through the partnership of 
the housewife, the home demonstra- 
tion agent, and the home-economics 
specialist In solving some of the live 
problems pointed out In this survey. 

One Modernized Farm Home. 

A large family lived In a small 
house on u prosperous farm ; little 
I thought hud been given to the ex- 
penditure of uuy part of the farm 


income for home convenience. One 
day the mother in this home men- 
tioned to the home-demonstration 
agent that it was difficult to keep the 
kitchen in order when all members 
of the family used it ns a place to 
"wash up.” The ngent suggested the 
possibility of a washroom with water 
piped into it. The farmer and his 
wife became Interested. A carpenter 
was called in to mnke plans, and i 
fore he had finished his work a 
screened porcli was added. The wash- 
room later developed into a bathroom 
complete with modern fixtures. A few 
moro timely remarks brought forth a 
new water front on the rnnge and 
hot-water tank and sink in the kitchen. 
About this time there was an item In 
the farm-burenu column of the local 
paper regarding convenient kitchen 
arrangement. Following Its sugges- 
tions, this home maker put blocks un- 
der her kitchen table to save bending 
when at work and moved the cup- 
board nearer the stove to lessen steps. 
Later a power washing machine was 
bought and a washhouse built. The 
milk separator was moved out of the 
kitchen into the washhouse. This 
home maker was so delighted with her 
transformed workshop that she called 
in the neighbors to see it, and as a 
result five more women rearranged 
their kitchens. Two put water in the 
house and three are now planning to 
purchase power washers. 


MUTTON AND SUMMER SQUASH 

Recipe Recommended by Home Eco- 
nomics Kitchen of Department 
of Agriculture. 

Many people like a dish of mutton 
and summer squash in season. This 
recipe is recommended by the home 
economics kitchen of the United States 
department of agriculture: 

2 pounds mutton 4 medium-sized pota- 
from the shoulder toes, 
or breast. hi teaspoon powder- 

1 onion. ed thyme. 

1 m o d i u m-sized Vi teaspoon powder- 
suinmer squash. ed marjoram. 

1 sweet green pep- lilt of bay leaf, 

per. Garlic. 

2 stalks celery. Salt. 

Cut the meat into small cubes and 
pluce in a deep baking dish. Cook in 
u hot oven until well browned. Add 
the onion cut into cubes, the summer 
squush sliced, sweet peppers and cel 
ery cut Into small pieces, and the oth- 
er seasonings. Sufficient flavor of gar- 
lic will be obtained by rubbing the 
dish with a clove of garlic or by add- 
ing u very thin slice from one of the 
cloves. Cover the dish and allow the 
vegetables to cook for an hour with 
the meat, without the addition of wa- 
ter. Then add the potatoes, cut into 
slices. Cover the dish again and cook 
for another hour.

** THE LIGHT OF THE WORLD n 

“ The Light of the World,” a pag- 
eant writen by Prof. H. Augustus 
Smith was presented last Sunday 
night at Central Church, the church 
being filled to its utmost capacity. 

Preceding the pageant there was an 
organ recital by Miss Lillian West. 
The pageant opened with Rev. M. H. 
Lichliter as the Voice of Prophecy 
announcing the coming of the Mes- 
siah. 

The first scene presented the Magi, 
the Wise Men. and the Shepherds 
coming to pay homage to the Christ 
Child. The part of the Madonna was 
taken by Mrs. Lewis E. Moore. In 
this scene the lighting effect was par- 
ticularly beautiful. The scene was 
in darkness save for the radiance shed 
from the manger, and the Star of 
Bethlehem overhead. The face of the 
mother as she bent over the child was 
very beautiful, and the adoring angels 
hovering in the background, with the 
Magi. Wise Men. and Shepherds 
kneeling in the foreground formed a 
picture not easily forgotten. 

Scene 2 dealt with the Vision of 
Isaiah. Rev. M. H. Lichliter taking the 
part of the prophet. 

In Scene 3. the Spirit of Christianity 
summoned Education, and the Church 
to spread the light from Bethlehem 
throughout the world. The part of 
the Spirit of Christianity was taken 
by Mrs. Percy F. Williams, whose per- 
sonality made her appeal particularly 
winning. 

In response to this appeal, Educa- 
tion taken by Miss Ziegler, and the 
Church, taken by Mrs. Aaron Jones, 
and seven ambassadors came forth 
heralded by Carol Ackerman and Phil- 
lips Paley as trumpeters. 

In the third and last scene, a vast 
assembly of workers came forward to 
consecrate themselves. Included in 
these were Greek maidens. Crusaders. 
Bible Students. Kindergarten children. 
Burdened Souls. Collegians. Business 
Men. a group representing the United 
States, and another representing for- 
eign lands. These, in turn, grouped 
themselves about the manger and the 
Child, and the pageant ended with 
their song of consecration. 

The pageant containing one hundred 
and ‘fifty people was directed by Mrs. 
M. H. Lichliter to whose carefufTrain- 
ing much of its effectiveness was due. 

Throughout the entire performance, 
there was noticeable a beautiful spirit 
of reverence. The music of the pag- 
eant choir added also to the beauty 
and solemnity of the occasion. 


the pageant recently given in Ply- 
mouth. 

At the close of Mr. Gideon's talk, to 
which there was much response in 
the form of question and comment 
during its progress as he had re- 
quested Mrs. Gideon sang three songs 
— a negro spiritual called “Deep Riv 
er”. a song by I^amont adapted from 
old Irish folk-lore, and a song by 
John Densmore — “A Baby’s Epitaph”, 
the words by Swinburne. Mrs. Weav- 
er then gave two ’cello selections — 
“Elegy” by Henry Hadley, and a min- 
uet by David Hochstein. a young com- 
poser who lost his life in the war. 
This brought to a close a most en- 
joyable occasion. 


MISS RIDDLE’S RECEPTION 


At a guest meeting of the Newton 
Social Science Club on Wednesday. 
Dec. 14. the program was given by Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry Gideon, and Mrs. 
Weaver, ’cellist, on the subject "Ten- 
dencies of American Music”. Mr. Gid- 
eon talked informally, and at the be- 
ginning requested that questions be 
asked during the talk instead of at the 
end. He spoke of the importance to 
the artist of the mental attitude of 
an audience. 

Until recently, American compos- 
ers have been learning from Europe, 
but now as musical an atmosphere and 
as genuine a musical education can 
be obtained in Boston and New- York, 
as in London. Paris or Berlin. It is 
now time for America to develop her 
own musical resources. He stated 
that most of us get the hulk of our 
musical experience by listening to 
songs, and that there are only a few 
great songs, though many good ones. 
He mentioned Mrs. Beach’s setting of 
“The Year's at the Spring” as beauti- 
ful and full of vitality. 

In discussing musical comedy and 
light opera. Mr. Gideon said that the 
Gilbert and Sullivan operas in Eng- 
land were true to the character of 
the English folk, and therefore ex- 
cellent of their kind. This variety of 
music has been developed most hope- 
fully in America, on its own original 
lines by such composers as Victor 
Herbert, Julian Edwards. Reginald de 
Koven. Jerome Curran. George M. Co- 
hen. The musical comedy in "spots” 
furnishes a link between unconscious 
folk music and real musical art. 

From musical comedy, grand opera 
is a logical step, and there have been 
many attempts by American compos- 
ers such as John Knowles Paine. Par- 
ker. and De Koven. A good libretto 
is essential to a successful opera, and 
no American has been able to write 
one that compares with the Wagner 
librettos or the libretto of Charpen- 
tier’s “Louise”. Both these compos- 
ers wrote their own. 

Mr. Gideon spoke of the tragedy of 
Charles Griffis, the young composer, 
whose brain was teeming with music. 
' but who was obliged to spend his 
tine teaching in a boys’ school, juid 
died of overwork and under nourish- 
ment with only a few of his possibil- 
ities realized. 

Howerever. the greatest singers of 
the world are found now in America — 
such as Geraldine Farrar, Louise Ho- 
mer. Alice Neilson. Ricardo Martiu 
and the late David Bispham. Mr. 
Gideon considers the pageant an es- 
sentially American and very hopeful 
expression of the artistic spirit in this 
country. He spoke of the beauty of

Alderman Nichols Replies to Campaign 
Statements 


Tho last meeting of the board of 
aldermen of 1921 on Monday evening 
wns full of Interest, and every member 
except Aldermen Blake and Melcher 
I being present.

Chairman Everett E. Kent of the 
|School committee addressed the board 
tin favor of an appropriation of $3500 
Ifor additional work in connection with 
■the new school house now building on 
■Walnut and Crafts street. Mr. Kent 
I urged the construction of what he 
Icalled a half room for occasional use 
■of small groups of pupils. »the instal- 


lation of hot and cold water in the In- 
dustrial rooms in the basement and, 
third and most essential, the exten- 
sion of the building to provide storage 
cnpacity for removable seats from the 
auditorium. He was cross examined 
at considerable length by Aldermen 
Whidden, Heathcote and Carter. After 
consideration at a recess committee 
meeting, only the item for hot and 
cold water installation was approved, 
altho there was a minority report in 
favor of the storage item. Alderman 
Carter endeavored to have this favor- 
ably acted upon by the board but was 
defeated by a vote of 8 to 11. 

The bill board ordinance was re- 
vised after Alderman Nichols had ex- 
plained the attitude of the Highway 
Commission whose approval was nec- 
essary. 

Petitions of T. C. Crowner for li- 
cense for 2 taxis, of the Edison Co. to 
remove pole on Commonwealth avenue, 
of W. J. Tyler and J. T. Burns for 
auctioneer license and of Dr. Wm. Slo- 
cum, Dudley road and Florence E. 
Manson, Fuller street for private gar- 
ages were granted. 

Other petitions were received from 
F. J. Lill for Soldiers’ relief, A. P. 
White to remove building from Com- 
monwealth avenue to Reed court. H. 
L. Tange for 2-car garage, Byfleld 
road, for sewer in Ward street, and of 
the Brae Burn Club for building lines 
on Beacon, Short and Fuller streets. 

The corners of Walnut and Beacon 
streets were ordered rounded and 
Beacon street from Irvington to Wash- 
ington streets was widened. Sewer 
assessments on the estates of L. D. 
Towle and Chas. E. Lord on Cabot 
street were abated about 25 per cent 
and Mr. Lord granted an extension of 
time for payment. 

The board of health was authorized 
to purchase a new- ambulance out of 
its maintenance appropriations. 

A resolution presented by the Fi- 
nance committee relative to an accu- 
rate inventory of supplies and mate- 
rials and to be made by an outside or- 
ganization was presented by Alderman 
Nichols and adopted after his explan- 
ation. He said that the present con- 
dition tied up a large sum of money 
in a supply account whose value was 
unknown and that immediate steps 
would be taken to release this money 
to the Excess and Deficiency account 
where it would be available for appro- 
priations.

BOY SCOUTS 


The Norumhega Council, Boy Scouts 
of America, held Its Annual Meeting 
at the Newton Club, Tuesday evening. 
December 20. Reports of the Scout 
Commissioner, Scout Executive, and 
Treasurer were presented and ap- 
proved. At tiie close of the meeting 
President Stafford with a few appro- 
priate words presented Mr. LeRoy W. 
Lcland, of Newtonville, who for five 
years has acted as Deputy Commission- 
er for the Court of Honor, and has just 
resigned, a gold watch in appreciation 
of ills valuable services in behalf of 
the Boy Scouts of Norumhega Coun- 
cil. Mr. Leland in his reply of thanks 
stated that the joy he had secured 
from active participation in Scouting 
was sufficient recompense. 

Mr. William B. SJiarratt the Scout 
Executive made a very interesting and 
detailed report of the post year’s work 
in Scouting. A summary of Ills report 
follows: The work and opportunity of 
Norumhega Council with the high 
ideals which it has, lies mainly in four 
divisions, namely. Publicity of the Boy 
Scout Programme and work; securing 
of leaders for Boy Scout Troops; 
Training these leaders for active work 
and thus enabling them to put across 
the Boy Scout Programme; and fourth, 
leading and directing the Boyhood of 
the Council’s District into those ideas 
of American citizenship which will 
make of them law-abiding, and law- 
making citizens. The value of Scout- 
ing to any community, says Mr. Shar- 
ratt, is inestimable. No community 
can afford to remain without it and 
every community should study the 
movement in order that it may be bet- 
ter understood and appreciated. 

In a few words Mr. Sharratt ex- 
plained the work of a Scout Executive, 
especially of the office of Executive in 
its relationship to the Community. 
The Scout Executive is in truth tlie 
City’s Secretary for Boys. He has in- 
timate connections with approximately 
600 hoys of from 12 to 16 years of age. 
His personal contact with their lead- 
ers enables him to assist, advise, and 
in reality be the “big brother” to all 
boys in the City of .Newton, the Town 
of Watertown, and other affiliated ter- 
ritories. His whole time is spent for 
the welfare of Boys, and hence he is 
able to make a special study of them 
and their needs. 

The work of the past year is indeed 
encouraging and the figures themselves 
will explain the progress made. 

As of December 20, 1920, there were 
registered in Norumhega Council 175 
Scouts in eight troops. Since tha' 
time a rapid growth has been evident. 
This year Norumhega Council by in- 
creasing its territory and developing 
progress has 603 registered Scouts in 
20 troops, an increase of 428 Scouts in 
one year.

and Frederick H. Hilton of Boston and 
Framingham, General Counsel of the 
Massachusetts State Chamber of Com- 
merce and President of the Framing- 
ham Board of Trade. Steward B. E. 
Piper of the Newton Club served an 
excellent dinner at 6.30 o’clock. Pres- 
ident John T. Burns was in the chair, 
presiding over the business session 
and introducing the speakers. 

That the Newton Chamber is well on 
its way to become a much larger and 
more influential factor in the civic 
and business life of .Newton was evi- 
dent to all, the meeting being charac- 
terized by increased interest and en- 
thusiasm throughout. Many of the 
new members were present. Joining 
with the older members in making up 
an attentive audience for the speakers 
and bringing much new material to 
the working forces of the Chamber. 
Mayor Edwin O. Childs, who was to 
have been present, was unable to keep 
the engagement, while Mr. Hilton sub- 
stituted on short notice for Clifton D. 
Jackson of Springfield, who was called 
west on business on the day preceding 
the meeting. These unavoidable inci- 
dents. however, did not materially af- 
fect the excellence or the interest of 
the program, Mr. Hilton proving an 
exceptionally acceptable substitute for 
the speaker previously announced. 

Both speakers spoke of chamber of 
commerce work in a general way, 
while Mr. Hilton spoke of the similar 
conditions existing in his home city of 
Framingham and Newton and Mr. 
Pope touched vigorously upon the men- 
ace of radicalism of the present day 
and pointed out the duty of every 
chamber of commerce to stamp out 
Communistic ideas and stifle its prop- 
aganda in every community. Both 
speakers were somewhat familiar with 
conditions in Newton, the peculiarity 
of the problems confronting the local 
chamber, and were able to offer much 
in the way of suggestion and advice 
that should be helpful to those active- 
ly engaged in building the new New- 
ton Chamber. Mr. Pope is an orator 
of more than ordinary ability and was 
characterized by many of those pres- 
ent as being one of the best speakers 
yet heard at a meeting of the Cham- 
ber. 

The secretary expressed his appre- 
ciation of the efforts and interest of 
those having secured new members, 
and spoke briefly of recent develop- 
ments in the Chamber, of plans for the

DEATH OF REV. MR. DONOVAN 

CORRESPONDENCE 


Rev. Dennis Donovan, for many 
years a Baptist clergyman in New 
England and in New York State, died 
suddenly last week Thursday at the 
residence of his son. Prof. W. N. Don- 
ovan of the Newton Theological Insti- 
tution, with whom he had made his 
home at 45 Paul street, in Newton 
Centre. Mr. Donovan was a native of 
Cork. Ireland, and was born on April 
8, 1837, the son of Michael and Mary 
(Dempsey) Donovan. He came to the 
United States in 1847 and was grad- 
uated in 1864 from the University of 
Vermont and was graduated also from 
the Newton Theological Institution, in 
1867. 

Mr. Donovan was married on Nov. 
28. 1S67. to Elizabeth M. Nichols of 
Baldwinsville. who has since died. He 
was ordained to the Baptist ministry 
that same year, since which time he 
had held pastorates in Belchertown, 
also in Allendale and in Fruit Hill, 
both in the State of Rhode Island; at 
Shelbyville, and at North Manlius, 
both in New York State; at Cornish 
Flat and at South Lyndboro’ in New 
Hampshire, occupying a pulpit in the 
last-named place from 18S6 to 1918. 
when he retired and went to Newton 
Centre to make his home with his 
3on who is a professor of Old Testa- 
ment Interpretation. 

Mr. Donovan, who was a member of 
the Phi Beta Kappa, had contributed 
many articles to religious publications 
and assisted in the compilation of a 
book called “Lyndeboro' History.” 
which was issued in 1906. 

Services were held at 45 aPul street 
on Saturday Services were also held 
Sunday at the Baptist Church, South 
Lyndeboro, N. H.. where h > was for- 
merly pastor, and tne burial was in

One 
could almost see the chorus of Bac- 
chantes and hear the “clanging sym- 
bols” “lead on.” This selection met 
with much applause demanding en- 
co vo. 

“Annie Laurie" repeated from a 
pr vious concert by request, followed. 
Then came two selections for Wo- 
men’s Voices, “Dairy Maids", and 
“From A By-Gone Day”, the former 
of unusual delicacy, and the latter 
sweetly ..entimental. Both were very 
well done.

The climax of the evening was

The number of Merit Badges secured 
by scouts throughout the year was 102. 

There are 48 First Class Scouts. 131 
Second Clnss. and 424 Tenderfoot 
Scouts. Newton and Wellesley togeth- 
er have the largest number of scouts 
this year than they have had for six 
years. 

The Court of Honor has been reor- 
ganized and is doing fine work in giv- 
ing articulate approval to scouts who 
have made progress. It exists to en- 
courage and stimulate, to standardize 
and interpret, to recognize and re- 
ward the boys’ efforts to advance and 
make progress through the scout ranks 
and tests. These Courts are now held 
open to the public. Announcements in 
the local papers from time to time will 
be made. 

Veteran Scout Association has made 
a notable increase. This is made up 
of men and scouts who have been at- 
tached in some way to the Scout 
Movement for five or more years. 

A Scout Advisory Board has been 
created in which two scouts from each 
troop participate as an older boys’ 
Council. 

The Scout Reserve Corps begins to 
take on shape with the new year. 

The Adult Volunteer leadership of 
the Council amounts to 153 men who 
are giving freely of their time for the 
Boys in the Council anil should be ap- 
preciated by the public in general. 

A monthly paper issued by Head- 
quarters Staff has sent out over 5000 
papers to all scouts and men connect- 
ed with the Council. 

The number of scouts dropping from 
the troops Is very small which goes to 
show how well the scoutmasters and 
leaders of the various troops know 
how to interest the boy life of the 
community. Good leaders always hold 
the boys. 

Mr. Sharratt in conclusion presented 
a large program for the Year 1922. The 
Financial Campaign will soon com- 
mense and it is expected to go over 
the top. 

Greater service is offered the city 
throughout the vear, and the Council’s 
scouts desire to be of any assistance 
which the city authorities may desire. 

A larger Camping program lias been 
prepared for all Troops in the Coun- 
cil. 

Greater Publicity by a special Com 
mittee is advocated. 

Standardization of all scout tests 
throughout the Council will be made. 

A total of at least 700 scouts by De- 
cember, 1922, is the aim for next year. 

A greater interest upon the part of 
all churches, both Catholic and Prot- 
estant is to be desired and created. 

An increase in the number cf Scout 
Merit Badges is proposed. 

A special line of literature for gen- 
eral public use to be created. 

In other words the program for 1922 
is so planned that the Council may be 
of the greatest helpfulness to the larg- 
est number of scouts in its history. 
With the citizens of this city behind 
the movement. Scouting can become 
one of the greatest organizations for 
the good of the boy that this city has 
ever known.

United 8tates Forest Service Correct* 
an Impression That Has Become 
Almost Universal. 

It is an old saying that most prov- 
erbs are only hnlf-t ruths. Some are : 
wholly contrary to fart. 

For Instance, there Is an ancient ! 
saw to the effect that "lightning never j 
strikes twice in the same place.’’ This ! 
Is absolutely untrue. 

The United States forest service, 
which dreads lightning as a frequent 
cause of forest fires avers that light- 
ning has "zones of frequency,” where- 
in It Is likely to strike whenever there 
is nn electrical storm. Ft suggests 
that such zones might be mapped with 
n view to special precautions. 

These zones have reference to topog- 
raphy, especially in mountainous re- 
gions. A hill much more likely to be 
struck by lighning than any area of 
lowland because it is nearer to the 
clouds. 

An Isolated tree does not "attract" 
lightning, as is commonly supposed. If 
it be very tall, lightning is more apt to 
strike it than to hit objects in its 
neighborhood because of Its height 
merely. 

For a like reason the Eiffel tower in 
Paris is often been struck by light*- 
ning. The lofty shaft erected in honor 
of the father of his country, in Wash- 
ington, is a frequent target for thun- 
derbolts, and has to be protected 
against them by an elaborate system 
of lightning rods. 

A high mountain top is sure to he 
struck frequently by lightning. But 
not so if its elevation be great enough 
to uplift It beyond the ordinary level 
of thunderclouds. Tn that case it will 
have a lightning-struck zone lower 
down, around its sides. 

Often si lightning-bolt discharged 
Into Quartz rock or quartz sand melts 
the silica and forms a curious little 
pipe of glass, perhaps an inch In 
diameter and some inches in length. 
Such pipes, called “fugurltos,” are 
sometimes found in large numbers on 
mountain tops.

MADE FIRST METALLIC PEN 

Unfortunate Frenchman, Victim of 
Courtesan’s Enmity, Was the In- 
ventor, According to Historians. 

The invention of the metallic pen 
belongs to France, the first writing im- 
plement of this character being used 
by the famous state prisoner. La Tude, 
who called down the wrath of Mine, 
de Pompudour by his passionate let- 
ters. La Tude was the natural son 
of a prominent court official and was 
brought up for a military career, but 
in bis mistaken youthful adoration be 
misinterpreted the smiles of Mine, de 
i Pompadour. In an effort to prove his 
fidelity bis friends devised a harmless 
toy which exploded noisily when Mine, 
de Pompadour opened it — after receiv- 
! ing a letter from La Tude warning her 
I of impending danger from ner enemies. 
When the contents of the box were 
found to be nothing more dangerous 
than alum powder. La Tude was 
clapped into a dungeon, where lid 
spent 35 years. In order to occupy 
his time La Tude tried to write Ills 
memoirs by means of an improvised 
fishbone pen. When this broke he 
begged n copper coin from the prison 
priest. Tills he ground into the shape 
of a pen by rubbing it against the 
cell walls. lie also made the first 
known ink tablets by preparing bread 
crumb pellets with Ills own blood. 
I This happened about the year 1740, 

! according to the French researchers. 
Metal pen points were not marketed, 
however, until nearly 00 years later.

gradually grown up over a period of 
years. 

The resolution is as follows: 

Whereas the Chief Examiner of the 
State Division of Accounts in the 
course of his examination of the ac- 
counts of the City of Newton called 
attention to the fact that for many 
years it had been the practice of heads 
of departments to purchase supplies 
without any appropriation therefor, to 
accumulate the supplies so purchased 
in various stock rooms and yards, to 
add the cost of supplies so purchased 
to the “Supplies Account” and to draw 
supplies for particular pieces of work 
from the stock rooms and yards, debit- 
ing the appropriation for the particu- 
lar piece of work and crediting the 
cost price of the supplies so used to 
the “Supplies Account." 

And where as in the opinion of the 
Chief Examiner, by reason of the fact 
that in many cases supplies have been 
withdrawn from the stock rooms and 
yards without any bookkeeping entries 
having been made so that as a result 
more money has been expended by 
the various departments than has been 
appropriated by the Board of Aider- 
men, and at the same time the actual 
amount of supplies in the stock rooms 
and yards is much less than is indi- 
cated by the state of the Supplies Ac- 
count. 

And whereas by reason of the fact 
that, no accurate inventory of the sup- 
plies had been taken for many years 
it was impossible for the Chief Exam- 
iner to determine the exact extent of 
the shortage in the Supplies Account, 
so that he set up a reserve for sup- 
plies equal to the whole Supplies Ac- 
count namely $183.9,18.92. thus with- 
drawing from the cash subject to ap- 
propriation in the Excess and Defi- 
ciency Account of the City the whole 
of this sum : and whereas the Chief 
Examiner directed that this reserve 
should be maintained until an accu- 
rate inventory should he taken. 

And whereas until an inventory is 
taken a large sum of money which 
ought to he available for use for the 
benefit of the tax payers of the City 
is withdrawn from the cash subject to 
appropriation in the Excess and Defi- 
ciency Account and at the same time 
it is impossible for the Comptroller of 
Accounts to prepare an accurate bal- 
ance sheet. 

And whereas the best accounting 
practice requires the checking of in- 
ventories hv some other person than 
the one in charge of the supplies to be 
inventoried, and whereas it is phvsi- 
cally impossible for the Comptroller 
of Accounts either personally or 
through his office force to prepare or 
to check an accurate inventory of the 
supplies in the various stock rooms 
and yards in the City of Newton as 
of a given date. 

Resolved, that it is in the interest 
of the City that an accurate inventory 
be taken of the Supplies belonging to 
the City of Newton as of January 1, 
1922; 

That the inventory be taken by 
some outside organization engaged in 
the business of taking inventories of 
property of like character and having 
a sufficient force of experienced men 
In its employ to take an inventorv of 
tho supplies in the different stock 
rooms and yards at the same time. 

That it is not in the interest of the 
City that the practice of purchasing 
supplies without an appropriation 
from the Board of Aldermen for the 
purpose be continued after Januarv 
1, 1922. 

That a copy of these resolutions he 
sent to His Honor the Mayor and to 
the Comptroller of Accounts. 

Alderman Lloyd presented plana 
and estimates of proposed changes in 
Nonantum square, which were referred 
to the next city government. 

The end of the session was made in- 
teresting by Alderman Nichols, who 
commented on the report circulated 
during the recent political campaign 
that lie had been paid sums of money 
by the city for work on the income 
tax matter, stated that any such sug- 
gestion was absolutely false and that 
he had never received a cent from the 
city for the income tax or any other 
matter and suid that the records of 
the Comptroller’s office would hear out 
that statement. He then read extracts 
from a letter from Judge E. B. Bishop, 
who was former city solicitor, which 
stated in substance that no such pay- 
ment had been approved by him. Al- 
derman Nichols said that lie bore no 
111 will towards whoever had circu- 
lated this canard but believed it to be 
Ails duty to deny it in public. 

Tin* registrars of voters reported 
that the recount of votes cast for ward 
alderman in Wurd 7 had resulted in 
the loss of one vote each by Alderman 
Jewell and his opponent. Mr. B. M. 
It'ch and a gain of 2 votes in the 
tolunk column. 

An order wus adopted declaring the 
result of the recent city election. 

The board adjourned at 10.55 P. M.

Small New York News Vendors “Made

One of the great New York news- 
papers pays an astonishing tribute to 
the young merchants who sell its wares 
upon the streets. This newspaper, 
like practically every other, printed 
an ‘extra” after the big Jersey City- 
prize fight. When the papers arrived 
at Times square the young nmn whose 
business it was to sell them to the 
newsboys, tnking their cash in return, 
found himself overwhelmed by an 
enger flock of youngsters who grabbed 
the papers as fast as lie could open 
the bundles and raced away to dis- 
pose of them without going through 
the usual formality of paying for their 
stock. 

Many a hoy could hnve kept all the 
money he received ns profit and neg- 
lected to pay for his papers, but, so 
the paper declares, as soon ns the 
storm of selling was over the boys ‘re- 
turned to the neighborhood and set- 
tled. until the casli turned in wus ex- 
actly what it should hnve been for 
the number of papers sent out from 
the office of publication. 

That was only ordinary honesty, it 
Is true, hut a kind of honesty met 
with seldom enough to be uncommon. 
Yet it would he expected by those 
who are familiar with newsboys. The 
newsboy doesn’t exp*ct to lie cheated, 
and he certainly doesn’t intend to 
cheat anybody. More power to him.

Settling a Complicated Question.

Stripping Hemp by Machinery. 

Many hemp-stripping machines of n 
simple type are in operation on the 
hemp plantations of the Davao gulf 
region of Mindanao, and two three- 
horsepower oil engines connected with 
sets of four stripping machines each 
have recently been Installed In tiiat 
region. The machines pull the hemp 
over a knife in much the same man- 
ner that it is cleaned by hand. They 
are comparatively Inexpensive nnd are 
operated by one man. With the aid of 
one of the machines one worker can 
strip a picul (about 140 pounds) of 
filler In n day. which would he a large 
amount of work for one week If done 
by hand.

DEATH OF .HISS MARTIN

Work Afterward. 

“There is nothing that clears the cob- 
webs so effectual I v out of one’s brain 
ns a day off,’’ the Young-Old Philos- 
opher was saying. “Just as we plan 
our work, we should plan our play ; 
only, most of us, in the clamor of the 
times, forget that to hmf occasionally 
Is ns necessnry ns to drudge; and we 
confuse leisure with laziness. 

“I know In my own case how difficult 
It is for me to make up my mind, defi- 
nitely and unbendingly, that I require, 
now and then, a morning away from 
my desk. 

'So If the day off means so much 
to us, mentally and physically, why are 
we afraid to take it when the oppor- 
tunity arrives? I like nothing better 
than to see, in the big town, a group 
of middle-aged men hastening out in a 
motor car on some crisp morning, their 
golf sticks piled beside them, while 
others trudge to dreary tasks. They 
have earned their liberty, no doubt — 
let us hope so, at any rate; and they 
will he all the better tomorrow for 
those few hours of delightful sport and 
health-giving freedom. 

“Too soon the curtain Is rung down 
on this glowing world we live In; and 
It is heartbreaking to consider how 
many spots there are close at our gates 
which we never find the time to see 
and enjoy. Partly It Is our own fault. 
The green earth cries out to us to 
come and tread the corridors of the 
countryside; instead, we cling to the 
granite of the city, and pace desolate 
hallways — the more desolate because 
they are crowded with people we do 
not know. And all of them are hur- 
rying — where? 

“I wonder. And so, no doubt, do 
they.”

DATES FROM “DIVINE RIGHT” 


“Star Chamber Proceedings” an Echo 
of the Days When Kings Could 
Do No Wrong. 

“Star Chamber Proceeding” Is an 
expression now almost Invariably used 
to denote an official action which is 
conducted in secret and, usually, in 
a high-handed manner. 

The phrase comes to us from the 
fact that centuries ngo there existed 
In England an all-powerful tribunal 
consisting of a committee of the king’s 
privy council. The custom was either 
Instituted or revived by Henry VII, 
In 1486. 

Tills council had omnipotent powers 
and was unfettered by, rules of law. 
It dealt with civil and criminal cases 
alike by “l »n i and information,” with- 
out the aid of a jury, and could Inflict 
any form of punishment short of 
denth. 

The original was “star chamber” 
because in the room where the council 
met were deposited the Jewish bonds 
known ns “stars” from the Hebrew 
word shetnr, meaning a covenant. — 
Brooklyn Engle. 


Chinese Shoes Homemade. 

There are shoemakers among the 
Chinese and shoes of varying grades 
are for sale in the shops, but many of 
the shoes worn by upper-class Chinese 
are products not of the shops hut of 
the, home. For the ChlttesA woman of 
good family who bus been educated in 
tiie old-fashioned way, considers it 
both a duty and a pleasure to make 
tiie family shoes, and she lavishes 
upon them tiie money, tiie leisure, tiie 
taste and skill that do not enter into 
tiie making of the commercial article, 
writes Roland Gorbold in Asia Maga- 
zine. 

The more wealthy Chinese men 
wear very charming, if somewhat un- 
usual shoes, which might almost he 
called slippers. The soles, very much 
turned up at the toe, are made of 
bamboo and pit li covered with white 
linen and are extremely rigid and 
light. Tiie uppers of a pair In my col- 
lection are of pale blue silk, with an 
appliqucd toe and motifs of purple 
and much embroidered In yellow, red 
and blue, enriched with gold. 


Long Career as Statesman. 

John Quincy Adams was the only 
ex-president who had a long public 
career after leaving the White 
House. Two years after ids retire- 
ment from the presidency in 1820 he 
was elected to tiie house of rep- 
resentatives where he served until ids 
death, more than 10 years later. He 
rendered ten years of public service 
after passing seventy, and was known 
as “tiie old man eloquent.” Edward 
Everett Hale, in ids “Memories of a 
Hundred Years,” tells of a Down East 
sea captain who said lie wished “they 
could take the old engine out of Adams 
and put it into a new hull.” Adams 
was stricken in ids sent at tho cap- 
ital in Washington on a spot tliut Is 
still pointed out to visitors. 


Browning’s Poetry. 

The truth is Unit many readers of 
verse resent any demand upon their 
Intellects; poetry to them being only 
a pleasing indulgence — an occasional 
substitute for a sherbet — not to he 
taken seriously. Certainly Browning’s 
poetry is not for such. No one to- 
day who knows “Sordeilo” derides It, 
for, difficult as it is to tiie beginner, 
it contains many veins of tiie pure 
gold iif poetry and its pictures of the 
passionate, tumultuous life of the late 
Twelfth and early Thirteenth ct»n- 
turles in Italy, with the tierce con- 
flicts of Guelf and Uldbelline by which 
It wus torn, lire unequaled in vivid- 
ness ami truth hy any Idstoriun. —

Prominent British Manufacturer Points 

Out That Active Man of Busi- 
ness Reaches Old Age. 

Lord Leverhulme, one of Great 
Britain’s lurgest manufacturers, asserts 
that more people shorten their lives 
by dawdling in England than by 
hustling. He Is n living proof that 
hustling promotes hale old age. He 
has always led the strenuous life, and 
at 70 is still going strong. 

He presided nt the nnnunl meeting 
of the British Industrial Safety First 
association the other day. In his ad- 
dress he drew largely upon his Ameri- 
can experience. Steps had been taken 
there, he said, to ascertain whether it 
was the hustling, bustling business 
man who was supposed to shorten his 
days, or the man who crawled and 
dawdled through life. 

He declared there were men In the 
United States today of SO, 90 and be- 
tween 90 and 100 .y?nrs of age who 
were still In good health and actively 
engaged In business, whereas men who 
had retired early from business had 
shortened their lives thereby. 

He thought the crawl of the dawdler 
was lnrgely Instrumental In shortening 
the lives of individuals In Great Brit- 
ain — that the more a man worked, 
whether professionally or in other vo- 
cations, the more he would conserve 
his life and strength and the life and 
commerce of the country. 


What would Christmas he without 
children? What would the children be 
without Christmas? What would the 
world he without Christmas? Of nil 
the festivals Christmas is at the same 
time the most human and the most di- 
vine. The grown-ups engrossed in the 
"shoes and ships and sealing wax," 
of which Lewis Carroll sang, too often 
look upon Christmas as a humbug and 
n nuisance, until touched by the love 
of a little child they are brought hack 
not to earth, hut to heaven. It is easy 
to he Scrouges, much easier than not. 
when there are no children nround to 
keep one in tune. But just let the 
little child get entangled about the 
heart strings, and away with the hum- 
bugs, away with the nuisance, Christ- 
mas becomes the one grent end and 
object of life, that is. making Christ- 
mas for It does. And after all the hurry 
and scurry of secret preparations and 
surprises is there any greater reward 
than just to catch the radiant beam 
in that child’s eyes? Is there any 
radiance to be compared with it? The 
memory of it carries one nlong for 
weeks to come. Must not the world be 
the better for the sum of nil the radi- 
ant beams from the children’s eyes 
the world over, thus lifting the human 
a bit nearer the divine? And so it is 
well that Christmas comes to crown 
the year, ere it close, and inspire us 
to make the coming year better than 
the last.

H. R. 7452, or to so amend it that the 
new park to he known ns the Roose- 
velt Sequoia National Park have the 
same protection as the other national 
parks in regard to the water power 
acts. 

Whereas, the Massachusetts State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, realiz 
ing the unfortunate condition of the 
Austrian republic, believes that she 
should not he allowed to die. 

Be it resolved, that we feel that the 
United States of America should find 
some way of lightening the burden of 
debt which Austria owes the United 
States, until she is again on her feet 
and her industrial life is in motion 
and we hope that this may he taken up 
by an economic conftrence for adjust 
ment. 

Whereas, tlie Massachusetts State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs stands 
for all work that is educational, so- 
ciological and humanitarian, and 
whereas, the statue, "The Pilgrim 
Mother.” personifies and fully repre- 
sents these ideals, and, whereas, by 
its purchase and erection, it shall for- 
ever impress these principles upon 
those who come within its scope, he it 
resolved, that the Massachusetts State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs contrib- 
ute from its treasury $100 for this 
memorial.

A NEW PARISH HOUSE IN 
NEWTONVILLE 

A service of dedication was held 
last Sunday, December 18th, In the 
new Parish House of St. John’s 
Church, Newtonville. After Morning 
Service, the Choir, singing "The 
Church’s One Foundation,” proceeded 
from the church into the Parish 
House. The congregation followed on 
behind. 

The service of dedication, which 
was brief but impressive, marked the 
culmination of much hope and effort. 
It was preceded the evening before by 
a house-warming when the parish 
turned out in force to inspect the new 
building. Happiness and satisfaction 
were the prevailing notes. Refresh- 
ments were served, Mrs. Horace Z. 
Landon, contributed a group of songs, 
and the Sunday School Orchestra 
played at intervals during the eve- 
ning. 

The Parish House is connected with 
the church by a cloister. On the first 
floor is an Assembly Hall with a stage 
and dressing rooms. The seating 
capacity of the hall is two hundred. 
Downstairs a well-equipped kitchen 
is a feature together with a work 
room for the Guilds of the parish. 
There is also a Supper Room large 
enough for most occasions. 

Beautifully architecturally. the 
Parish House is in keeping with the 
church. The design is by Mr. Hubert 
G. Ripley, of the firm of Ripley and 
LeBoutillier. Boston. The cost was 
approximately $40,000. 

St. John’s, is now as adequately 
equipped for the work of an up-to-date 
parish as the surrounding churches 
and is to be congratulated on the 
bright prospects ahead. 

DEFENDS SECRETARY WEEKS 

Congressman Robert Luce of this 
Congressional District made the fol- 
lowing speech in the House at Wash 
ington on December 10th. which will 
undoubtedly interest Mr. Weeks’s 
many friends In this city. 

Mr. Luce said: 

Mr. Chairman, yesterday the gentle 
man from Kansas TMr. Tincher] dis- 
cussed some remarks made by a con- 
stituent of mine, one of my predeces 
sors in this House* a member of the 
Cabinet, the Hon. John W. Weeks. 

Massachusetts is proud of her 
daughter State Kansas. She rejoices 
when Kansas sends here such virile 
and robust men as the gentleman who 
addressed you yesterday. [Laughter.l 
We are delighted to observe that Kan- 
sas takes pride in the title of the Sun- 
flower State, and we are pleased when 
*ts Renresentative so accurately eor- 
•esponds to tha nature of its emblem 
r Lpughter.l The sunflower is un up- 
standing plant, glorious in its beauty 
and effulgent in its radiance: but T 
must not carry the parallel further 
for we all recognize that at the end of 
the season it produces nothing of 
practical importance, its only fruit be- 
ing a large circle of useless seeds 
r Lauglit<?r.l Nor would I continue 
♦he parallel by recalling that when a 
Kansas zephyr blows the paint off the 
houses, the petals of that flower, wav- 
ing in the air. seem to menace those 
within its view. [Laughter.] Rather 
would I. speaking more seriously, ac- 
knowledge the usefulness to this body 
and to this country of the services of 
the gentleman from Kansas, which in- 
"reases all the more my sorrow that 
lie should have seen fit to forget for 
a rare nnd exceptional moment the 
canons of good taste and good judge- 
ment In attacking on tills floor a man 
who cannot come here to reply. 

The imnutation that John W. Weeks. 
In his views on the attitude of Con- 
gress or Its action, was moved one 
lota bv its course in regard to ap- 
nronriations for his own department 
should and will he resented, not alone 
»>v t’’e citizens of Massachusetts but 
bv all you who remember his services 
on this floor and in the Senate, who 
remember him as one of the ableist 
men we ever sent here — a man of 
enlmness, a man of prudence, a man 
of wise judgment, who contributed 
"reatly to the work of this Govern- 
ment during the years that he was 
here. • 

The gentleman from Kansas [Mr 
Tincherl yesterday expressed the de- 
sire that members of the Cabinet 
might learn by heart the message of 
the President delivered last Tuesday. 
Borrowing the suggestion, I have tried 
to commit to memory one sentence of 
the President, where he declared 

"There is vastly greater security, 
immensely more of the national view- 
point. much larger and prompter ac- 
complishment where our divisions are 
along party lines, in the broader and 
loftier sense, than to divide geo- 
graphically. or according to pursuits 
or personal following." 

It wus but two days after this that 
his Secretary of War saw lit to elabo- 
rate the same Idea when addressing 
a gathering in New York. When the 
gentleman from Kansas intimates that 
therein there is some disloyalty to the 
Republican Party, he intimates there 
is disloyalty to a self-evident truth, 
acknowledged and recognized by all 
thinking citizens, irrespective of pur- 


ty. In the course of his remarks, to 
illustrate his view, <ny friend from 
Kansas saw fit to reprimand the Mem- 
bers from Massachusetts and the rest 
of New England for voting in favor of 
free hides, and he sent forth to the 
country a misstatement which I great- 
ly regret should he spread upon the 
record, because he averred that in 
the matter in question New England 
Republicans, combining with the 
southern Democrats, overthrew t[he 
will of the Republican majority. What 
are the figures? The facts are that 
upon this question 29 Republicans 
from New England voted as he says, 
and 10S Republicans from outside New 
England. Among the strong speeches 
in favor of free hides, perhaps the 
strongest was by the gentleman from 
Oregon [Mr. Hawley], There might 
be placed next one from the lady from 
Oklahoma [Miss Robertson], and, 
third, one from the gentleman from 
Ohio [Mr. Burton], who after serving 
in the House served also in the Sen- 
ate. Were these three, and were their 
associates from beyond the Alle- 
ghenies, in the combination of which 
he speaks? There is no New England 
bloc, there is no eastern bloc, and I 
trust there never may be. because I 
trust we may follow the advice of our 
President in eschewing these combi- 
nations so dangerous to liberty. 

We approach the next campaign un- 
der sorry circumstances. [Applause 
on the Democratic side.] We are to 
be held responsible for acts In large 
measure perpetrated by the gentlemen 
who just now started faint applause 
on the Democratic side — faint in 
guilty consciousness of their own 
share in the result; and yet it is im- 
possible for us to make the people 
understand where the votes came 
from. 

I have in my hand a page from the 
current number of the Outlook, a tem- 
perate journal which discusses public 
affairs chiefly from the Republican 
point of view, but always with caution 
and due wisdom. The editorial here 
on says in the second paragraph: 

“A chorus of disapproval of the spe- 
cial session’s work has gone up all 
over the country.” 

That is absolutely true. The edl 
.♦.orial then names 10 bills for which 
this special ses ion was responsible, 
^or five of them I believe it capable 
of demonstration that the responsibilf- 
*y really rests with the sectional and 
•lass combination that has saddled the 
Republican Party with this burden. 
We approach the election unable to 
explain that this thing was done 
igainst the remonstrance of many Re- 
publican leaders, unable to explain 
♦hat again and again we have lacked 
’he votes with which to overcome the 
attitude of this group of sectional 
Representatives. 

It chances that in the same home 
paper in which I find a full report of 
‘he speech of the Secretary I And an- 
other address by a Massachusetts man 
speaking to a manufacturers’ associa- 
tion. in which he says of one of the 
enactments of this group of section- 
alists: 

"This law is one of the achievements 
of the so-called agricultural bloc, be- 
fore which our whole Government ma- 
chinery now prostrates itself. This 
effort to substitute sectional govern- 
ment for party government will over- 
reach itself, as every previous effort 
lias.” 

Mr. Chairman, when the President 
of the United States, speaking in be- 
half of the time-lumored system of 
party government, begs us to remem- 
ber how much vaster the security, how 
much larger and prompter the ac- 
complishment, where we proceed 
ilong time-honored lines, and when 
♦hose associated with him in admin- 
istration see tit to spread his views, 
is it due and proper and meet for a 
member of liis party to rise here and 
not only assail the arguments but also 
impugn the motives of the men who 
we believe will nevertheless lead us 
safely through the storm?

IV. 

THE BURDEN OF TAXES 

Before the war the government of 
the Uuited States spent about one bil- 
lion dollars a year for all purposes, 
iucludlng Interest on the public debt. 
In the fiscal year ending June 30, 1920, 
the first full fiscal year after fighting 
stopped, the government spent in 
ropnd figures six billion four hundred 
million dollars. In the tlscul year 1921, 
that Is, up to June 30, 1921, it spent 
$5,115,927,089.30, and In the fiscal year 
of 1922, which will end on June 30, 
1922, it will spend more than four bil- 
lion dollars, says Secretary Mellon of 
the Treasury Department. 

These figures include Interest on the 
public debt which amounts to about 
one billion dollars, but Include noth- 
ing for sinking fund or other debt re- 
demption. Including both Interest and 
sinking fund, the government will 
spend more than four times as much 
the fiscal year 1922 as it spent yearly 
before the war. 

These expenditures and these heavy 
charges are a part of the price of vic- 
tory. Your whole present problem is 
to curtail them. It concerns you to 
know just how these immense sums 
were gathered and how much you paid 
and are paying toward them, for of 
course we, the tax payers, the men and 
women with jobs, the men and women 
who have what the census calls gain- 
ful occupations, paid every cent of it. 
It was our money until the govern- 
ment took it. 

Let us examine the fiscal year 1920. 

I have not the detailed account for 
1921, but it was slightly less than the 
year previous, as the year ending June 
30, 1922, will be a slightly less burden 
on us tliun the year preceding. Ac- 
cording to a careful analysis made by 
the late Dr. E. B. Rosa, of the United 
States bureau of standards, a govern- 
ment scientist who was deeply and in- 
telligently interested in the subject, 
every man, woman ami child In this 
country contributes an average of 
fifty-three dollars In taxes to the sup- 
port of the national government. Ac- 
tually it is nearer fifty-four than fifty- 
three dollars, but I am taking the 
smaller sum for the sake of the round 
number. That is, the average family 
of five persons pays $205 a year out 
of its earnings to the federal govern- 
ment alone, in addition to what is 
paid for state, county and city taxes. 
The estimated average yearly Income 
of a family of five is something more 
than $700. But before any of that $700 
is spent $205 must be turned over to 
file general government to run the 
business of the United States. 

The actual amount that each one of 
us paid was $53.77. We paid it through 
the medium of Internal revenue taxes 
and customs duties on Imported ar- 
ticles divided as follows:

In times like these, when al 
most everybody feels that he gets too 
little for what he sells and has to pay 
too much for what he buys, it seems 
to me the least we can do is to take 
an uctlve and intelligent Interest 
this great common enterprise of ours 
and muke sure thut It Is well organ- 
ized ; thut It doesn't waste or spend 
extravagantly; thut the employees are 
paid an adequate wage and huv 
proper working conditions; thut their 
morale Is kept high und their enthu- 
siasm in our Interest unubuted; in fine, 
that as a business it shull be conduct- 
ed as efficiently and economically and 
on as modern scientific principles as 
any large private business. 

Is it? 

That Is a question you must answei 
for yourself after I have acquainted 
you with the uctuul situation and con- 
dition.

DEATH OF MRS. SYLVESTER 

Mrs. Eliza Frances (Rowe) Sylves- 
ter. the widow of Captain Isaac A. 
Sylvester, who was a widely known 
seafarer, died last week Thursday in 
her eighty-second year, at the home of 
her daughter, Mrs. M. L. Stevens, of 
Trinity terrace, in Newton Centre. She 
was born on Jan. 10. 1839. in Palermo, 
Me., of old New England stock, the 
daughter of Rufus Rowe and his wife 
Sally (Marden) Rowe, the former an 
officer of cavalry in the War of 1812 
and who later was one of two per- 
sonal escorts assigned to Lafayette 
for his trip across the State of Maine 
at the time of his second visit to the 
United States. 

Mrs. Sylvester’s husband was one 
of the youngest captains of his time, 
sailing from the coast of Maine, anil 
she made numerous voyages all over 
the world with him. During the Civil 
War, Captain and Mrs. Sylvester made 
several hazardous trips from New 
England ports to New Orleans, meet- 
ing with many exciting experiences. 
Following raanv years of residence in 
Palermo, Mrs. Sylvester later lived in 
Quincy, and for the past forty-three 
years had made her home in Newton 
Centre. 

Even at the age of seventy-two 
years. Mrs. Sylvester accompanied 
her daughters upon an extended trip 
abroad, at which time she renewed 
memories and acquaintances of her 
orevious visits. During the Great 
War, in company with others who 
gathered at the Trinity Church parish 
house in Newton Centre, she con- 
stantly knitted and sewed garments 
for the soldiers, and was later deco- 
rated by the French Government In 
appreciation of her work for the 
French wounded. 

Surviving Mrs. Sylvester besides her 
daughter, Mrs. Stevens, are three 
other daughters, Miss Amanaila F. 
Svlvester of Newton Highlands; Mrs. 
Mary T. (Sylvester! Spinney, who is 
connected with the Bennett School for 
Girls at Millbrook. N. Y.. and Miss 
Alice II. Sylvester of Newton Centre,

WRESTLED FOR BIG STAKES 


Bloodless Combat Between Sons of Mi- 
kado, With the Throne as Prize 
for the Victor. .* 

The sporting Japanese gentleman 
knows all the fine points about wres- 
tling. Ills enthusiasms on this sub- 
ject are Informed enthusiasms, and he 
Inherits them from a long line of an- 
eestors, says Julian Street In Mc- 
(lurefew When the Greeks and 
Romans wrestled, the Japanese were 
wrestling too. In the Ninth century 
the Japanese throne was wrestled for. 
A mikado died and left two sons, and 
these, Instead of going to war with 
each other, left their claims to be 
puttied by a wrestling match. 

The sport Is, furthermore, asso- 
ciated In a manner more or less dl- 
aphnnous with Shintoism. Certain 
Shinto traditions are connected with 
It, and the matches used to be held on 
the grounds of Shinto temples. 

The attitude of the sporting Jap- 
anese gentleman toward wrestlers re- 
sembles that of the sporting American 
or Englishman toward pugilists and 
Jockeys. It Is chic to know them, but 
not ns equals. One Is very genial with 
them and at the same time a lit- 
tle patronizing, whereas they are ex- 
pected to assume a slightly deferen- 
tial manner. Perhaps the attitude of 
the Japanese sporting gentleman to- 
ward his favorite wrestlers Is rather 
more like that of the Spanish sport- 
ing gentleman toward bullfighters, for 
in both countries It Is customary for 
the wealthy patron to give expensive 
presents to the hero. But whereas in 
Spain handsome jewelry Is sometimes 
thrown to the bull-fighters In the ring, 
It is the custom in Japan for the fan 
to throw his hat, coat, pocketbook, 
cigarette case or what not to the pop- 
ular Idol, who later sends the trophy 
hack to the owner, receiving In ex- 
change n valuable gift — frequently a 
gift of money. 


INVOKED AID OF ST. VITUS 


In the Past Many Have Had Implicit 
Faith in the Powers of An- 
cient Holy Man. 

For some reason a chapel was ded- 
icated to that holy man of the Fourth 
century who was martyred under the 
Emperor Diocletian — St. Vitus — whose 
festival Is celebrated on June 15. We 
are told that to this chapel came an- 
nually many women who labored un- 
der a nervous or hysteric Infliction Im- 
pelling them to violent motion. This 
ailment came to he known as St. Vitus’ 
dance, and perhaps the term was grad- 
ually extended to other afflictions in- 
volving involuntary muscular motion. 
Scientifically this disease Is known as 
chorea. Another explanation is that 
in certain places in Germany during 
the Seventeenth century is was be- 
lieved good healtii could he obtained 
for a year by dancing before the saint’s 
linnge on his festival day, and that it 
was in tills way the original St. Vitus’ 
dar.ee was confounded with the dis- 
ease. The aid of this saint is also in- 
voked against sudden death, hydropho- 
bia, and so on. — Chicago Journal. 


Nova Scotia's Sheep Industry. 

The sheep industry in Nova Scotia 
is more than 200 years old, records 
of 1603 telling of 173,271 sheep in Ar- 
cadia. The province now ranks fourth 
among the provinces in the number of 
sheep, with 200,070, standing second to 
Quebec in price received for wool. 
Nova Scotia owes its superior quality 
to its low shrinkage, as compared with 
wool from other parts of Canada. The 
climate on the mainland demands shel- 
ter for sheep during the winter months, 
though on certain islands along the 
south shore they are out the year 
around and feed oif the sea kelp 
washed up on the shore. These are 
the wild sheep descended from those 
brought in by early settlers. Enter- 
prising farmers on the south shore, 
seeing that they fed off the kelp In 
winter, corralled them on nearby Is- 
lands. 


Famous Old London Bridge. 

London bridge reached the height of 
its glory in the reign of Queen Eliz- 
abeth, when the city built a gate and 
tower three stories high at Southwark 
end, and the wonder of London, Non- 
such house, "a huge wooden pile, four 
stories high, with cupolas and turrets 
at each corner, brought from Holland, 
and erected with wooden pegs Instead 
of nails," reared Itself over the seventh 
and eighth arches, on the north side 
of the drawbridge. The whole bridge, 
In those days, was one wonderful street 
of shops and dwelling houses, with a 
chapel built or restored “with great 
splendor." Yet, hut u hundred years 
or so later, the scene is changed in- 
deed. The houses and shops and the 
chapel are still there, hut a hundred 
years old. — Christian Science Monitor. 


The Balalaika. 

The balalaika is not an entirely un- 
known instrument in Englund. The in- 
terest taken In uil that pertains to 
Russia, especially In uil that relates 
to art, has enabled tills variation of 
the ancient Persian tambour to tiiul u 
welcome lu London. It had a season 
of great success lu the later nineties, 
after its revival lu Russls. For cen- 
turies It hud been neglected, but the 
greut Russian musician, Andreev, saw 
in it the possibilities of expressing 
the national music* of Ids country und 
formed the tlrst Balalaika orchestra, 
which played before Nicholas the Sec- 
ond lu 1808, and became the forerun- 
ner of the popularity of the Instru- 
ment not only lu Russia, but lu other 
countries where It was pluyed. 


WHEN FIRE SWEEPS PRAIRIE 


Man and Beast Suffer Alike Under 

Blistering Heat, and the Prayer 
for Rain Goes Up. 

Hot sunlight, winds ns hot, as 
shimmering bent which distorted ob- 
jects at a distance and made the sky- 
line a dazzling, wavering ribbon of 
faded blue; mid then the dull haze of 
smoke which hung over the land, and. 
without tempering the heat, turned 
the sun Into a huge coppery balloon 
which drifted Imperceptibly from the 
east to the west, and at' evening time 
settled softly down upon a parched 
hilltop and disappeared, leaving be- 
hind It an ominous red glow as of 
hidden fires, B. M. Bower writes In 
“Lonesome Land.” 

When the wind blew, the touch of It 
seared the face, as the smoke tang ns- 
salled the nostrils. All the world was 
a weird, unnatural tint, hard to mime, 
never to be forgotten. The far hori- 
zon drew stendily closer ns the days 
pnssed siovvly and thickened the veil 
of smoke. The distant mountain drew 
daily back into dimmer distance; be- 
came an obscure, formless blot against 
the sky and vanished completely. The 
horizon crouched then upon the bluffs 
ncross the river, moved up to the line 
of trees along Its hanks, blotted them 
out one day and Impudently estab- 
lished itself halfway up the coulee. 

Time ceased to lie measured accur- 
ately ; events moved slowly in nn un- 
real world of sultry heat and smoke 
and n red sun wading heavily through 
the copper-brown sky from the east to 
the west, and a moon as red which 
followed meekly after. 

Men rode uneasily here and there, 
nnd when they met they talked of 
prnlrle fires nnd fire guards nnd the 
direction of the wind, nnd of the faint 
prospect of rain. Cattle, driven from 
their nccustomed feeding grounds, 
wandered aimlessly over the stlll-un- 
burned range nnd lowed often In the 
night ns they drifted before the flame- 
heated wind. 


ALL MEN OF TEMPERAMENT 


Great Research Specialists, as a 
Class, Far More Erratic Than 
Average Litterateurs. 

Literary men are supposed to be like 
women, varlura et mutnhile semper, 
and this has turned university dons 
against them. I once had nn argument 
with a very dignified but not especially 
literary college official, writes Freder- 
ick E. Pierce in the Literary Review. 
"All !” said he, "You literary men are 
so temperamental.” Then he went on 
to sing the praises of certain great 
fact research stars on his faculty. I 
kept my tongue idle and my brain 
busy. Alas and alas! As if great fact 
research specialists were never tem- 
peramental. As if they never 
whitened the hair of their deans or 
blackened the bile of their colleagues. 
When Walter Scott entertained at his 
home the half-insane antiquary, Joseph 
Ritsnn. was it the urbane poet or the 
Ul-lmlanced editor of accurate texts 
who was more temperamental? In 
the famous quarrel between Furnivall 
nnd Swinburne the noted Shakes- 
peare scholar proved himself slightly 
more erratic than even the most 
temperamental poet of the Nineteenth 
century. Everybody knows that Byron 
got half drunk to write "Don Juan.” 
How many realize that the great uni- 
versity professor Porson got one hun- 
dred and five one-hundredtlis drunk 
before lecturing to that same Byron 
nt Cambridge? Porson, with his in- 
exhaustible memory and unquenchable 
thirst, pouring out hexameters and 
hiccoughs to his astonished classes — 
was there ever a more temperamental 
heing? 


Human Development. 

Humanity, in Its acquisition of 
knowledge, Its hopes, its aspirations, 
its ideals, Is in a state of steady de- 
velopment. In art, it is the personal 
expression of the artist, his individ- 
uality — shown not only in mere tricks 
of style, but in Ills state of mind, his 
attitude toward the world about him 
— which counts most In the end. And 
that Is why art in any form is not 
a matter only of mere copying of facts. 
Tiie line to be drawn is not always 
easy to define, perhaps. But one may 
best regard some extreme examples. 
The demand for subject and realism 
found strong expression In the vogue 
enjoyed by the chronios years ago. 
About the same class of people who 
made the popularity of these color 
prints at that time today buy the or- 
iginal landscape etching "at $2.37, 
framed.” — "How to Appreciate Prints,” 
by Frank Weltenknmpf. 


Simple Wet Battery. 

Perhaps the most simple wet cell 
which can be made, says Experiment- 
al Science (Washington), is from u 
copper wire previously heated in a 
blue gas flame, and a silver wire, both 
held in running tap water. The cop- 
per wire In the gas flame becomes 
coated with a film of copper oxide. 

A varied effect cun be produced by 
separating the copper and silver wires 
by blotting paper and wrapping them 
with (lie same material, and then pour- 
ing one of the common electrolytes up- 
on the whole. 

Sal ammoniac or sulphuric add cun 
be used.

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MAGNITUDE OF BILLIONS 

I have been throwing the incredible 
figures at your head. Neither you nor 
anybody else has the faintest concep- 
tion of what one billion dollars really 
Is. We speak familiarly of billions us 
u commonplace, but most of us live 
our lives In terms of hundreds. 

I have shown you thut every one 
of us, man, woman anti child, In this 
country, paid last year $53.77 each 
toward the support of the government. 
Of course, every person does not pay 
exuctly $53.77. A great many pay 
more and some pay less ; hut those 
who pay the most try to tnke it out 
of those who pay the least by increas- 
ing the prices of what they have to 
8011, or of services rendered or work 
performed, so that it averages out at 
$53.77. Some pay more tlian their 
share, others pay less. This is called 
au incident of taxation. The whole 
point is that we all pay; that we pay 
now more than we ever paid before; 
and there Is no present prospect of our 
paying less for some years. 

In this way we have all paid our 
share in the World war. The net cost 
of that enterprise to date has been 
$24,100,000,000, or, including our loans 
to foreign governments, which have 
not been repaid, $33,455,000,000. These 
are official treasury figures. Do not 
let your eyes run over them lightly. 
Thirty-three billion four hundred and 
fifty-five million dollars is an almost 
incomprehensible sum. The cost of 
running the national government is 
now around $5,000,000,000 a year. The 
experts say that for the next two or 
three years the cost of the government 
will not descend below about $4,009,- 
000,000 a year. 

I want you clenrly to understand the 
immensity, the magnitude, the over- 
whelming size of such sums. We 
chatter about billions nowadays with- 
out in the least knowing what Is a 
billion. Let me try to bring It home 
to you. It is now, roughly speaking, 
1920 years since the birth of Christ. 
We do not know precisely and accu- 
rately at what hour and on what day 
Christ was born. But under the Gre- 
gorian calendar, according to which 
we now reckon time, we have a 
record of the days since January first 
of the year one, Anno Domini. From 
the beginning of the year one to Jan- 
uary 1, 1921, there elapsed about 701,- 
2G7 days, or, to reduce It further, 
10,830,408 hours, which being reduced 
again, means 1.009,824,480 minutes. 

I will ask you to remember that the 
whole history* of the modern world 
from the first second of the year one 
to the Inst second of the year 1920 
has been compressed Into 1,009,824,4S0 
minutes. 

Now let us suppose that with the 
permission of the Roman authorities 
the United Suites had established a 
disbursing officer at Jerusalem on the 
first day of the year one with instruc- 
tions to pay out $5 a minute day and 
night, Sundays and holidays Included, 
right down through the centuries to 
New Year’s day. 1921. 

Suppose he had been given $5,680.- 
005.700 to start him on his long spell 
of spending. That is one estimate of 
the sum that it cost to run this gov- 
ernment In 1020. On the morning of 
January 1, 1921, this mythical disburs- 
ing officer, giving money away at the 
rate of $5 a minute, would have spent 
only $5,049,122,400, and would still 

i of the richest men in the 

world, for he would have left on 
hand $030,883,300 of the original sum. 
Paying out at the rate of $5 a minute 
for more than 1900 years, he would 
not have kept pace with the cost of 
upkeep of this government for the one 
single year 1920. 

Suppose this imaginary government 
spender had been authorized to pay 
out at the rate of $23 a minute through 
the centuries. He would not have 
finished, on January 1, 1921, paying 
for our share of the cost of the World 
war by some $784,030,900. lie wou’il 
have that much left over after paying 
out $23,225,903,040. He would have been 
paying out nearly 40 cents every so - 
und the clock ticked for more than 19 
centuries without being able to,d's- 
clmrge our share of the World war 
cost. 

Do you ever bother your head about 
these bushels and bushels of dollars 
that you contribute to the support of 
the government? You earned them. 
You know whether they came easily or 
not. Do you know where they go 
after they leave vou. how they are 
spent, whether wisely or foolishly? 
* 11 '-. aii your money, contributed for the 
proper and economic conduct of your 
business. There is no such thing as 
government money. The government 
never earned *i cent 

You own the govern uent nnd you 
support it. and it is merely adminis- 
tered h.v men of your selection. I

STEEPLES OF MANY DESIGNS 


No General Rule Hat Been Followed 
by Architects in Centuries of 
Church Building. 

Steeple Is a general architectural 
name for the whole arrangement of 
tower, belfry, spire, etc. The origin 
of steeples is obscure, the term spire 
(Old English, "splr,” a blade of grass, 
nnd so anything tapering to a point), 
Is the specific architectural term given 
lofty roofs in stone or wood, covered 
with lead or slate which crown the 
towers of cathedrals, churches nnd va- 
rious other buildings. In plan they 
are conical, or pyramidal or octag- 
onal, or hexagonal, often pierced by 
ornamental openings where they are 
enriched with crockets. On the conti- 
nent the architects aimed to make the 
steeple nnd spire one, merging them 
Into each other, while in England they 
openly confessed it was a separate 
structure by making its point of origin 
behind a plain or pierced parapet, or 
ornamental battlements. A spire prop- 
erly belongs to pointed architecture 
und hence has never been fully devel- 
oped except in Gothic •buildings. As 
early as the Twelfth century they took 
on different forms, and almost every- 
where from the Thirteenth to the Six- 
teenth century became the terminat- 
ing construction of every church stee- 
ple, tower or lantern, and also those 
of similar buildings, more especially 
In Germany and France. In England 
Norman churches were without spires, 
hut with the coming of early English, 
short ones were Introduced ; decorated 
Gothic called for much higher ones, 
and the perpendicular still higher. The 
earlier spires were generally built of 
timber, nnd they were always so when 
the building was roofed with wood. 
These early timber spires were, ns a 
rule, not very tall, but later renched a 
greater elevation ; that which crowned 
old St. Raul’s In London is said to 
have been 527 feet in height. The most 
lofty spires now in existence, such as 
those of Salisbury, Coventry and Nor- 
wich, are all of stone. 


SOME STRAIN ON THE EYES 


Wall Paper of Colonial Days Truly 
Deserved to Be Called "Fearful 
and Wonderful." 

The antique wall papers found In 
the colonlul “mansions” of Ports- 
mouth, N. H., marvelously preserved, 
are too animated for restful compan- 
ionship. Only a nerveless race could 
have gazed all their lives upon such a 
monotonous variety of incident. 

Thomas Bailey Aldrich tells us that 
a typical paper, familiar to his child- 
hood, displayed over and oyer again a 
group of English country people wear- 
ing Italian huts, and dancing on a lawn 
which ended abruptly in a sea beach, 
on which stood a fisherman angling for 
a whale, and wisely indiflfereut to the 
Issue of a terrific naval combat which 
was being fought just beyond reach of 
his fishing rod. 

‘Grander in scale, but ns irrelevant 
In detail, is a very handsome paper on 
the walls of the athletic club, where 
we behold gnyly dressed ladies and 
gentlemen passing under Virginia’s 
Natural Bridge to get u good view of 
Niagara falls, and turning from the 
barbarous splendor of an Indian war 
dance to witness a drill of West Point 
cadets. 

The painted walls of the Warner 
house, discovered by chance in 1850. 
present a wide choice of disconnected 
subjects. Abraham prepares to sacri- 
fice Isaac under the supervision of 
Governor Phipps, and foreign cities of 
impossible picturesqueness stretch be- 
fore the eyes of fair Priscilla at her 
spinning wheel.— Agnes ltepplier in 
Harper’s Weekly. 


The Opening of a Lily. 

The comparatively rare instances 
in which the motions of plants, such 
ti s tiie opening of buds into blossoms, 
occur during a single brief period of 
watching, always give much pleasure 
to the onlooker. 

An English botanist, who has spent 
much time in India, tells of a species 
of Illy, Crinum nugustum, which in an 
Indlnn garden opens with uncommon 
swiftness. Just after a shower of rain 
in the evening he saw the pink- 
striped buds of one of these lilies, each 
about four inches long, on the point 
of opening. Passing the plant shortly 
afterward, he was sruprlsed to find 
me blossoms wide open, and lu 20 
minutes more the petals had curved 
themselves backward like ram’s horns. 
In an hour the points of the petals 
had swept over an arc of at least eight 
or nine inches.

A 
theoretic rebuttal Is afforded in the 
simple consideration that any tribe In 
which brutal and savage elements pre- 
dominated would have undergone a 
retrogressive social nnd racial devel- 
opment and would never have attained 
the super!) qualities which we discov- 
er in many of the Eurnsiatic races 
Immediately on their emergence from 
the so-called savage state. Man Is not 
a savage because he dresses in skins 
and uses stone and wooden weapons; 
he may be savage while riding in an 
automobile and using a rifle. "The 
New Stone Age in Northern Europe,” 
by John M. Tyler, is refreshing for 
those who desire to bury the primitive 
savage theory once for all and to give 
our prehistoric ancestors credit for 
oar fundamental virtues, both mental 
and spiritual, os well as to excuse 
them for certain customs which have 
only recently disappeared from oar 
own civilization. Altogether, the new 
Stone age covered not only a very long 
period of time, but one of great cul- 
tural progress, partly autochthonous, 
but more largely introduced from the 
East. The varied industries of the 
era, the valuable implements, the trade 
In salt, gold, copper and amber, the 
raining for flint. Indicate people equal, 
if not superior, to the average inhabi- 
tants of the same regions of Europe 
at the present time. — Henry Fairfield 
Osborn in the Literary Review. 


HISTORY REVEALED BY DEBRIS 


Interesting to Speculate What Future 
Explorers Will Think of That 
of the PreseVit Day. 

When the archeologist wishes to 
know which of two civilizations Is the 
older he seeks a place where the debris 
of one is piled upon that of the other 
— superposition, he calls it, Clark 
Wissler writes in Harper’s. Again, if 
he wishes to determine the periods in 
the development of a single city he 
seeks out the places where the daily 
refuse was dumped. Naturally, the 
bottom of the dump is the older, the 
top the most recent. Experience has 
shown that pottery decorations and 
styles are subject to frequent changes 
and that where pottery is made numer- 
ous fragments find their way to the 
dump, where they form successive lay- 
ers In order of their dates. 

Tin* first effective use of this method 
was in the valley of the Nile, where 
lies the refuse of the ages, in the 
strata of which was found the key to 
the history of early Egypt. The same 
method lias been applied to the valley 
of the San Juan in New Mexico, in 
which lies the Animas river and this 
ruin, and to the neighboring valleys 
where similar ruins are found. The 
extensive researches of Kidder. Mor- 
ris and Nelson have established a rela- 
tive chronology for the pottery types 
in this valley. 


"Good Queen Bess” of England. 

Elizabeth, the "Good Queen Bess” 
of England, whose reign from 155S to 
1003 was one of the most glorious 
periods in the history of her country, 
was the daughter of Henry VIII and 
his second wife, the famous Anne 
Boleyn. When Anne fell from favor 
and was beheaded, the young princess 
was declared Illegitimate and for a 
time had au unhappy life. Finally, 
however, she was given her place in 
the succession, after Edward an.d 
Mary, and during Edward’s reign she 
lived a peaceful life. While Mary was 
on the throne Elizabeth was more or 
less an object of suspicion, for it was 
well known that she had been brought 
up a Protestant, but at Mary’s death 
in 1S5S her right to the throne was 
unquestioned. The great issue con- 
fronting her was that of religion. Sh<* 
restored Protestantism, reinstated the 
English Book of Common Prayer and 
asserted the royal supremacy over the 
church, but she avoided fanaticism 
and showed herself willing to call to 
her aid Catholic as well as Protestant 
ministers. — Kansas City Star.

Arabian Horse Has Less Backbone. 

The tradition ascribing to the Arab 
horse extraordinary endurance is sus-.

Bush-Brown, who presents the cuse 
for the Arab in the Journal of Heredi- 
ty, offers an explanation of the extra- 
ordinary endurance of animals of this 
breed based in part on the fact that 
the Arab lias only five lumbar verte- 
brae (between the ribs and the pelvis) 
while all other families of horses have 
six. This difference in structure is 
believed to explain why the Arab, 
though small, can carry great weight. 
The anomaly Illustrates the relation 
between structure aud fuuctlou.

"It’s a Long Way to Tippernfy” was 
written in 1911 by Jack Judge, a singer 
In the English music balls nnd of pure 
Irish blood. A friend, Ilnrry Williams, 
assisted him In the work; but virtually 
words and music are Mr. Judge’s own. 
He carried the manuscript from pub- 
lisher to publisher without success, 
until In 1912 he tried the London house 
of B. Feldman & Co. Bert Feldman 
liked the piece nnd was willing to pub- 
lish it if Mr. Judge would agree to cer- 
tain minor changes. One was the repe- 
tition of the word “long” nnd another 
was the lengthening of the third syl- 
lable of the word "Tipperary” — both 
toward the end of the chorus. Mr. 
Judge consented and the song was pub- 
lished, as It also had been written, 
with not a thought that It would be- 
come. two years later, a marching song 
of soldiers In n great war, nnd so 
known wherever English Is "snld” or 
"sung.” At first the song had only a 
slight sale. Hut Mr. Feldman kept his 
confidence, and, as the story goes, one 
day when the composer was deploring 
the cool reception of the piece at Edin- 
burgh. the publisher said to him : 

“Take my word for It, that not only 
Edinburgh but all the world will one 
day ring with your song." 

And it did. "Tipperary" will never 
be forgotten by the English. It has an 
Inner meaning dear to thdra.

Matter of Farm Risks Established by 
Records Kept by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Risks In the production of three 
great staple crops — corn, wheat and 
oats — are greatest In the plains states, 
extending from Texas to North Da- 
kota. This general fact is established 
by the average deviation of the yield 
per acre from the average yield, com- 
puted by the bureau of crop estimates, 
Department of Agriculture, for these 
three crops for each state from the 
records of 50 years. 

On the other hand, the North At- 
lantic nnd the western states are re- 
gions of comparatively low risk, or 
deviation of yield per acre from the 
average, for wheat nnd oats, nnd the 
entire Atlantic const and the west for 
corn. 

The great corn belt, with its enor- 
mous production and surplus above 
loenl consumption, is, after all. prom- 
inently subject to risks of weather, In- 
sects and disease in the production of 
crops, and, while it would be going too 
far to say of this region as a whole 
that the results of ils agriculture are 
either "a feast or a famine," yet there 
is a tendency in tills direction ns the 
area covered by the average becomes 
more restricted to county, township 
und individual farm.

President of tho United States is going 
to be directly responsible for the ex- 
penditures of the Nation and while 
many politicians deplore the passing 
of the "pork barrel" method of appro- 
priations it is going to be a wonder- 
ful thing for the country. From pres- 
ent 1922 estimates Budget Chairman 
Dawes expects to save two billion dol- 
lars over 1919-1920 expenditures. 

B. Lorlng Young, the speaker of the 
Massachusetts Senate who is probably 
as conversant with the working of the 
budget system as any other man, re- 
cently in Boston gave a few examples 
of how savings had been accomplished 
for the State of Massachusetts. 

Furthermore, if any representative 
advances a plan for his particular 
constituency involving the spending of 
certain of the State’s money, that rep- 
resentative must find some way of in- 
come revenue other thnn now existing 
to provide for the appropriations. 

It is readily seen therefore thnt no 
representative of the National or State 
Government is going to be particular- 
ly insistent on advocating class legis- 
lation when lie must saddle upon the 
community at large a larger tax rate 
in some form or other to provide for it. 

During the past three or four years, 
the war and other economic conditions 
have brought homo to the householder 
the necessity of arranging Ills house- 
hold expenditures on the budget sys- 
tem as well. Most households have 
been run the same way the National 
and State Governments have been run 
in the past — the hit or miss method. 

Purchases were made for those 
things which were wanted or that 
seemed to he needed without giving 
the thought ns to where the income 
was coming from to pay for them. 
The usual result happened. Forty to 
fifty accounts of any where from ten 
to fifty dollars were run up and while 
none of them were appalling in them- 
selves, as a total collectively they 
were somewhat formidable. Often- 
times a mill stone was thus hung 
around the neck of the family which it 
took years to get out from under. 

The GRAPHIC believes that it is 
sounding a timely note in bringing to 
the attention of its readers the impor- 
tance of this question and that 1922 
ought to he a milestone in a great 
many families as being tile year when 
the great experiment of placing the 
personal family affairs on a budget 
system was inaugurated. 

In 1914 the writer made a very ex- 
tensive study of this question of per- 
sonal budgets and after two or three 
years of collating and averaging he 
evolved what is known as The Man- 
ning Home Budget. This is a table 
showing how the average family of a 
man. wife and two children distributes 
its income. The work of other inves- 
tigators on this subject was included 
in the analysis and represents today 
a division of income which has been 
very generally accepted all over the 
United SFates. 

Something like over a million cop- 
ies of this have been distributed 
though various agencies and number- 
less families have been actually bene- 
fltted by it. 

Probably not more than one man 
out of ten keeps any systematic record 
of the way he spends his money. Pos- 
sibly this is one of the reasons why 
more men don't save more than they 
do. 

The importance of thrift is known to 
everyone hut the experience of sys- 
tematic saving kept up long enough to 
establish a habit is known to few. 

The great problem in the adjust- 
ment of an income comes to the small 
investor who probably never has 
more than $1,000 a year to invest. 
Undoubtedly the safest and sanest in- 
vestment system for this type of man 
is a combination of Co-operative Bank 
shares and life insurance. 

Oh the one hand there is from 5M> r < 
to 6 '^ interest on monthly payments 
and on the other hand Is the guaran- 
tee that the projected savings of a 
lifetime will be immediately realized 
at death. 

The writer is in the life insurance 
business and was really actuated in 
getting the table out on account of the 
oft repeated remark, "I can’t afford 
to take out life insurance, because I 
haven’t the surplus." 

No one, years ago, seemed to know 
what proportion of a man’s income 
ought to he saved. The various au- 
thorities varied from 5 % to 20%. No 
man in the life insurance business 
ever had the temerity to definitely 
state what portion of a man’s savings 
ought to he put into life insurance.

Iuhoii eleven. Before the start of the 
game, Referee Powers said that It was 
the duty of each player to gain his 
ten yds. by a nifty little talk. There 
were to be no long drawn out. oration*, 
and penalties were to be inflicted on 
any player who "stalled” for time. 
Needless to say, every player made the 
distance, although Coach Charlie Lin- 
ehan of Rindge was penalized 5 yds. 
for dropping the ball, a gold football 
that the Rindge coach presented to 
Allie Dickinson in behalf of the Sub- 
urban League coaches . But Charlie 
didn’t mind the penalty in the least 
and only fought the harder to make 
the necessary 15 yds. 

James R. “Buck” Chandler, presi- 
dent of the Dartmouth Club of Boston, 
got loose on a nice run and he had 
the audience in continual laughter 
while he carried the ball. Buck 
Chandler, together with Referee Row 
ers and Umpire Bankart, seemed to 
have things pretty much their own 
way, for all three are Dartmouth men 
and for once player and olllcials work- 
ed well together. Coach Ed Robinson 
of Brown, Allie Dickinson’s Alma 
Mater, did some .nice line plunging 
at mid-field anil remarked that Dick- 
inson was causing the college coaches 
no end of worry, for when a college 
coach has an off-season, the cry is 
"Let’s go get Allie Dickinson of New- 
ton to coach our team.” 

There was a Malden man playing 
on this Newton eleven, but unlike the 
Malden boys who stacked up against 
Newton in that battle royal of last 
November this Malden player did all 
he could to make Newton victorious. 
The Malden player was none other 
than Lt. Gov. Alvan T. Fuller and he 
certainly did some classy broken-field 
running. Then came our own Mayor 
Childs who gained his ten yds. in 
noble style and presented the gold 
footballs to the members of the 1921 
champions. The cheering section gave 
the \ayor a great ovation as he push- 
ed the ball to the ten yd. line. Then 
the great gathering stood as one man 
and watched “Allie” Dickinson shove 
the ball over for the touchdown. 
Right through the center of the line 
went the crack Newton coach and 
amid the wild outburst of approval 
from the cheering section, planted the 
ball behind the goal posts. The Vic- 
tory had been achieved. 

There were several other players 
who starred during the course of the 
game, including, Lothrop Withington, 
captain of the Harvard football team 
of 1910; Allan Davidson, the Amherst 
football captain; Henry J. Nichols, 
Headmaster Palmer of Newton Tech, 
and last but certainly not least, Capt. 
Alfred “Jake" Stafford of the Newton 
High Champions. 

Coach Dickinson received a purse 
of $1500 and a gold watch, the gifts 
of the citizens of Newton. The Foot- 
ball team gave him a pair of field 
glusses and the Suburban League 
conches gave him a gold football 
watch fob as a token of their appre- 
ciation. “Shad" Osborne was given a 
fountain pen for showing the most 
proficiency in punting during the past 
season and Eddie O’Donnell got a sim- 
ilar gift for showing the greatest im- 
provement last fall in drop kicking. 

The Newton high school boys who 
received gold footballs in recognition 
of their efforts on the gridiron this 
season included Capt. Al. Stafford, 
Charles Blair, George Bowen, John 
Bowen, Edward Dewing. Allen Dun- 
lop, Clement E^tey. Herbert Garrity 
Dwight Goddard. Philip Hardy, Gor 
den M. Jenkins, Clare Johnson. Julius 
Kohler, Sheldon Leith, Harold Leahy, 
Clarence McDavitt, James McQuiston, 
Shattuck Osborne. Edward O’Donnell, 
George Pierce, Charles Regan, Rob- 
ert Savory. Robert Salinger. Cedric 
Valentine. Clark Weymouth and Man- 
ager G. Doane Arnold'.

HER LIFE AN INSPIRATION 


Difficulties Overcome by Helen Keller 
Should Shame Any One From 
Discouragement. 

Mark Twain once said, “The two 
most interesting characters of the 
Nineteenth century are Napoleon and 
Helen Keller.” Helen Keller, the De- 
troit News recalls, was a normal child 
until 19 months old. At that time a 
serious Illness left her blind, deaf 
nnd dumb. Even during these early 
years in the dark she learned many 
things through the sense of touch. Her 
chief playmates were a little colored 
girl nnd an old setter dog. 

She was nearly seven years old 
when a teacher was found to under- 
take what seemed an Impossible task. 
This teacher. Miss Anne Sullivan, be- 
gan at once to talk into her little 
pupil’s hand with her fingers. The 
first word Miss Sullivan spelled into 
her hand was “doll”; the next word 
was "cake.” The words were quickly 
spelled back, even before the little girl 
knew what they meant. Very soon, 
however, the spelled words with the 
hand language were connected with 
a real doll and real cake. Within a 
month she knew thirty words and 
could talk them hack with her fingers. 

As soon ns she grasped the thought 
that all objects have names she 
learned very fast. Within three months 
her vocabulary bad increased to about 
300 words, and within a year to 900 
words. She Is now a noted writer 
and lecturer.

Indian Name Restored. 

The United States geological board 
lias restored the ancient Indian name 
to the Cataract canyon and creek In 
Grand Canyon National park. This Is 
Havasu, the Sky-blue Water. 

Havasu canyon, in the western sec- 
tion of Grand Canyon National park, 
Is destined within a few years to be- 
come one of the scenic points, which 
visitors to the national park will de- 
sire to see. In Its depth there is a 
primitive Indian tribe living. They 
are the Havasupai, the people of the 
Sky-blue Waters. 

Less than 200 Indians live In this 
blooming gnrden where old fig or- 
chards yield enormous crops nnd corn 
grows 10 feet high. The tribe has 
just held Its own for many genera- 
tions. 


Transylvania Silkworm Culture. 

Silkworm culture in Trunsylvania, 
which was highly developed under the 
Magyar regime, but which declined 
during the war, is again engaging at- 
tention, and the department of agri- 
culture has taken steps to forward the 
Industry. According to Hungarian law, 
still effective in this district, the prod- 
ucts of this Industry must be delivered 
to the government for a fixed amount. 
It is estimated that 150,090 kilos of 
silk cocoons, representing a value or 
5,000,000 lei, cun be purchased this 
year.

The last lecture of Professor H. H. 
Powers on Readjustments After the 
War was given at the Newton Public 
Library on Wednesday evening. 

Speaking of conditions in Europe 
following the Armistice, Prof. Powers 
said that a good peace could not have 
been made at that time owing to the 
intensity of the feeling among the dif- 
ferent nations. 

He compared the situation of Eng- 
land after the war with that of 
France, showing how the former was 
dependent for her food supply upon 
normal trade relations between coun- 
tries, and how Germany being before 
the war one of her principal custom- 
ers. she was desirous of giving Ger- 
many a chance to get on her feet as 
soon as possible, and to minimize the 
preparations required of her. 

France, on the other hand, is a self 
contained country not absolutely de- 
pendent upon trade with other coun- 
tries, and greatly in need of money 
with which to rebuild her factories. 
She feels keenly that Germany should 
he made to pay to the uttermost. Thus, 
there is almost a deadlock between 
these two countries on the question of 
reparations. 

A common danger brought England 
and France together, but now differ- 
ences between the two countries are 
beginning to be felt. With the de- 
struction of the German navy, Eng- 
land is practically secure, while 
France is in terror of another Ger- 
man invasion. She, therefore, is 
anxious to keep her army as strong 
as possible, and to increase rather 
than diminish her submarines. 

In regard to the recovery of Ger- 
many’, Prof. Powers expressed the 
opinion that Germany was needed in- 
dustrially in Europe, there being no 
other nation who can take her place 
as leader. The chopping up of the 
countries of Europe, he said, was one 
of the deplorable results of the war. 

In conclusion, the lecturer feared 
that it would be many years before 
“sweet reasonableness would prevail 
in the councils of the world. 

At the close of the lecture, a num- 
ber of questions were answered by the 
speaker.

HERMITS LIFE HIS CHOICE 


Man Who Hag “Flocked by Himself” 
for Twenty.FIve Years Will 
Have No Other. 

A hermit lends n fascinating life. 
So W. D. Clark says, and he ought to 
know, for he has been a hermit In the 
arctic wilderness nearly a qunrter of 
a century. 

“Once n hermit, always a hermit,” 
says Mr. Clnrk. “A hermit wants no- 
body’s pity. He enjoys his solitude 
and wouldn’t trnde It for the pleas- 
ures and excitement of cities. I have 
been In civilization a year now nnd 
I am going hnck home to the wilder- 
ness ns quickly as I cnn. There nre 
no fnklrs, swindlers nnd thieves there.” 

Mr. Clark’s home cabin la on the 
hendwnters of Peel river, 180 miles 
from Herschel Island and 110 miles 
from Fort McPherson. Ills nearest 
neighbor Is 56 miles away. They see 
each other once n year. With the ex- 
ception of this man, Abe Schafer, Mr. 
Clark Is the only human being In a 
thousand square miles of country. The 
Indians do not go that far north nnd 
the Eskimos do not come that far 
south. 

“I have seen 10,000 cnrlbou in a 
herd,” Mr. Clnrk said. "They go to 
the nrctlc const In the spring to hnve 
their young nnd In September they re- 
turn south to the edge of the timber, 
where they cnn find shelter nnd moss 
on which they live.” 

The mercury goes 75 degrees below 
In winter, Mr. Clnrk says, but It Is 
the most henlthful climate In the 
world. Old-timers up there, he de- 
clares, do not know what sickness 
means.

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WHERE YOUR MONEY GOES 

1 am indebted to the late Dr. E. B. 
Rosa, of the United States bureau of 
stnndnrds, whose analyses of govern- 
ment expenditures I have already 
quoted In these articles, for the fol- 
lowing comprehensive survey of how 
the taxes you pay to the government 
ore apportioned in expenditures. It 
will give you the clearest and best idea 
of where your money goes. For his 
purpose Doctor Rosa took the actuul 
appropriations for the fiscal year 1020, 
amounting to a fatal of $5,080,005,700, 
as given in the regular supply bills and 
three deficiency bills prior to May 1, 
1020. For convenience lie divided the 
purposes for which this money was 
spent into six groups as follows: 

Group I. — Obligations arising from 
recent and previous wars, including 
interest on the public debt, pensions, 
war-risk Insurance, rehabilitation and 
care of soldiers, deficit in the opera- 
tion of railways, expenditures of the 
shipping hoard, European food relief 
uml the bonus to government employ- 
ees to cover partlully the increased 
cost of living due to the war, a total 
of $3,855,482,580. 

Group II. — War and Navy depart- 
ments — expenses somewhat above a 
permament peace-time basis — $1,424,- 
188,677. 

Group III. — Primary governmental 
functions, Including congress, Presi- 
dent and White House staff, courts 
and penal establishments, departments 
of Justice, state, treasury, interior, 
commerce, labor, Interstate commerce, 
and other commissions, one-half the 
District of Columbia, including nil the 
necessary functions of government 
other than defense, except the com- 
mercial activities of Group V and the 
research, educational and develop- 
mental work of Group VI — $181,087,- 
225. 

Group IV. — Public works, Including 
rivers and harbors, public buildings, 
reclamation service, post roads, na- 
tional parks and railway In Alaska —

The first two groups together 
amount to 92.8 per cent of the total; 
public works amounts to 3 per cent, 
primary governmental functions 3.2 
per cent, uml reseurcli, educational 
and developmental work, 1 per cent.

That 
Is a very small part of the totul — 
hardly enough to he regarded as a 
burden on the nation. 

“Indeed, one Is led to wonder 
whether the total burden of taxation 
would not he lighter If the expendi- 
ture for scientific and developmental 
work were Increased ; if, for example, 
it were one dollar a year per capita 
Instead of fifty cents. In other words, 
if $1 10,000,000 were expended annu- 
ally for tliis creative aijd productive 
work, would it not he easier to collect 
the five and a half billions for other 
purposes?" 

The big money, of course, goes for 
war, past, present and future, and 
that is where t he saving must tie made. 

Thirty thousand persons are killed 
or Injured In the United States every 
day. 
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WAR’S HORRIBLE WASTE 

Mr. R. C. Leffingwell was the as- 
sistant secretary of the treasury In 
charge of flnunces during the war. 
While lie was In the treasury he be- 
came deeply impressed with the mag- 
nitude of government expeditures and 
the looseness, Inefficiency and waste 
that nre a part of government meth- 
od. All the secretaries of the treas- 
ury since the outbreak of the war 
have shared this feeling of apprehen- 
sion and concern with Mr. Lefllng- 
well. I quote here n recent utterance 
of his on war expenditures: 

"Of the $4,000,000,000, exclusive of 
Interest on the public debt, spent In 
the fiscal year 1921, $1,101,015,013.32 
wns spent by the War department, 
$650,373,835.58 by the Navy depart- 
ment, $800,000,000 on the railroads, 
$230,000,000 by the bureau of war risk 
insurance, and $357,814,897.01 by the 
Interior department, mostly, I take It, 
for Civil war and Spanish war pen- 
sions — a total of $3,080,000,000 under 
these heads. 

“In the fiscal year 1920 the War de- 
partment spent $1,010,000,000, and the 
Navy department $740, 000, 000, a total 
of $2,250,000,000. Secretary Mellon 
estimates that In the fiscal year, 1921, 
the War department will spend $1,025,- 
000,000. and the Navy department 
$700,000,000, a total of $1,725,000,000; 
and that In the fiscal year, 1922, the 
War department will spend $570,000,- 
000, and the Navy department $545,- 
000,000, a total of $1,115,000,000. This 
makes a three-years’ total of $5,190,- 
000,000. 

“Germany went to war to realize on 
her Investment In arms and armies. 
The burden of universal military serv- 
ice, expenditures on the army and 
navy, subsidies and doles, became in- 
tolerable. She thought she would re- 
peat the exploit of 1870 and make war 
so profitable In territory and indem- 
nities as to recoup herself for the 
outlay of 40 years’ preparation. The 
splendid resistance of the Belgians and 
the French and of the little British 
expeditionary force made the short 
war a futile dream. The untrained 
manhood and unmortgaged resources 
of the Western World, of the British 
empire overseas, and finally of Amer- 
ica, determined the Issue. Germany 
suffered economic collapse, though her 
armies, beaten hut not routed, were 
still on enemy soil. So Germany’s 
military preparedness was her cause 
for making war and was the cause of 
her defeat. In the issue, lt was eco- 
nomic preparedness that mattered 
most. 

"Today, men, women and little chil- 
dren nre starving to death In Europe be- 
cause of the war’s horrible waste and 
because of the still more horrible waste 
of after the war. Two years anil a 
half after armistice, nearly two years 
after peace was concluded between 
Germany and the allies, millions of 
men are under arms, eating and wear- 
ing the produce of the fields and of 
the lubor of a civilian population 
which must bear the load of taxes and 
Inflation necessary to maintain those 
armies In economic Idleness. The peo- 
ples of continental Europe are stag- 
gering under the load of armaments, 
far too great before the war and in- 
tolerable now. Their rulers hold them- 
selves In power by subsidies and doles, 
by playing, now on their fears, and 
again on their avarice, still again on 
nationalistic ambitions or ancient ra- 
cial hatreds. The allies have under- 
taken to Insure Germany’s economic 
recovery by Insisting upon her disarm- 
ament and the payment of reparations 
which means the development of a 
huge export balance; hut for them- 
selves they reserve the doubtful privi- 
lege of remaining armed to the teeth. . . 

“We have demonstrated our mili- 
tary power. We have shown what 
may he done in a few short months 
to make an army and transport It to 
wage a foreign war. We have no need 
to lie aggressors abroad, we are Invul- 
nerable at home. Let us accept the 
responsibilities of the position of lead- 
ership which is ours, show the world 
how to beat swords into plow-slmres, 
relieve the peoples of the world of ap- 
prehension und leud them hack into 
the ways of peace and plenty. If we 
prepare for war we shall have It. If 
w e lead the world In preparation for 
peace we may have that." 


Steel Barrels. 

If the statements of the makers are 
well founded, lt Is probuble that steel 
barrels will eventually take the place 
of wooden ones. The steel barrel is 
composed of staves of that material 
locked together by an Ingenious de- 
vice; the hoops ami heads are also 
of steel. It Is claimed that the steel 
barrel is more durable and more com- 
pact than the wooden one. As it is 
said lo lie lighter and cheaper, it bus 
already had favor la various quarters. 
About 300,000.000 barrels ure needed 
unnuuUy In normal times, to suppply 
tile demand In the United States. 
Flour mills use about 90.000,000, the 
sugar Industry 40,*k)0,000, und tlu* 
| cement Industry 75.000.000.— Christian 
Science Monitor. 
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WHAT PERSHING THINKS 

The appropriations of the five great 
powers for military and naval pur- 
poses In the yenr 1920 alone reached 
a total of $16,442,251,101, a sum only 
about $2,000,000,000 more than the 
total for the whole fourteen years be- 
fore the war. 

It all comes down to this so far as 
you are concerned: 

Every morning when you go to 
work, or when you stay at home sick 
on a working day, or even If you 
are out of a Job, It has been arranged 
for you to pay your fair share out 
of what you earn or should earn, of 
over $5,000,000 a dny for the support 
of the army and navy. That Is the 
estimate for the fiscal year 1922 — 
over $5,000,000 a day. I have General 
I’ershlng’s word for It. You will have 
to pay lt. Five million dollars every 
working day Is a pile of money to 
spend for insurance against attack. 
And of course that is not all the 
cost. What is the big idea? What do 
you think nbout it? You will have to 
pay the bill. Do you think about lt 
at all? General Pershing does. This 
is what he thinks: 

"As we consider the causes of the 
World war and comprehend its hor- 
rors, every thinking man and woman 
must feel that measures should be 
taken to prevent another such cal- 
amity. One step In that direction 
would he to reduce expenditures for 
armament. Our own estimates for 
naval and military purposes contem- 
plate an appropriation for the fiscal 
year 1922 of over $5,000,000 for every 
working day In the year. It Is a 
gloomy prospect that the nations plan 
expenditures greater than ever before 
in peacetimes. 

"It would appear that recent ex- 
periences should lie enough to con- 
vince everybody of the dnnger of a 
renewal of this competition. But one 
nation cannot reduce armaments un- 
less all do. It is time that enlightened 
people everywhere should undertake 
to reach some rational agreement 
which would not only relieve the 
world of Its heavy financial burden 
hut which in itself would go far to- 
ward the prevention of war. We are 
not a warlike people. We do not 
wish to expand at the expense of any 
other nation, and we have no designs 
on anybody. If other people feel the 
same toward us and toward each 
other it seems unreasonable that they 
should he unwilling to consent In 
principle to some limitation of arma- 
ments, to be carried out when other 
nations succeed in establishing stable 
governments and are willing to recog-

nlze the wisdom of such a course. 
Otherwise, may we not seriously ask 
ourselves whether civilization is a 
failure, and whether we are to regard 
war as an unavoidable scourge that 
mankind must suffer? 

“There nre other considerations 
which should prompt us to make every 
effort to bring about a curtailment of 
these expenditures throughout the 
world, particularly in the war-worn 
countries of Europe. The people of 
Europe have always been our best 
customers and are largely dependent 
upon us for certain necessities. We 
must look to them to buy the products 
of our farms, mines uml fuetories. 
The prosperity of our people depends 
in no small measure upon the unin- 
terrupted flow of commodities abroad. 
We have stocks of cotton, wheat and 
other products greatly In excess of 
our own requirements, which the 
peoivle of Europe sorely need but 
which we cannot sell and they eau- 
not buy because their fiscal systems 
have broken down, their currencies 
have depreciated, and their purchasing 
power is exhausted. 

“The first stop to take in the re- 
habilitation of t lie finances of all these 
countries Is to reduce the cost of 
government so that expenses will not 
exceed the incomes. Expenditures 
must 1)0 lowered everywhere if 
financial stability is to be restored and 
if the nations are ever to pay their 
debts. Until stability is restored none 
can have prosperity that comes from a 
free and uninterrupted flow of products 
from one country to another. But this 
cannot he done if huge sums continue 
to he appropriated for the mainte- 
nance of large armies and large navies. 

“The safety of humanity in the 
future, Indeed the peace, the happiness 
and the prosperity of the race — ail 
appeal alike for an early consideration 
of the question of limited armaments." 

Broadly speaking, it Is the man who 
profits, and not the simple average 
man who endures, who is behind all 
this movement for ever increasing 
armament. If you doubt this. Just go 
out in your own neighborhood and ask 
men who were actually in the war, 
who saw service in the line, whether 
t hey want nuy more of lt.
